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SERMON. 



ISAIAH xxxii. 8. 

BUT THE LIBERAL DEVISETH LIBERAL THINGS ; AND BY LIBERAL 
THINGS SHALL HE STAND. 

The goodness of Jehovah is the glory of his throne, 
and the light of the universe. To be like him, and active 
in doing his will, are the true excellence and happiness of 
man. This exalted character and this blessed condition 
are strongly set forth in the text The passage contains 
two propositions, which it may be useful, and suitable to 
the present occasion, distinctly to consider. 

I. The liberal deviseth liberal things. 

II. By liberal things he shall stand. 

The first proposition may be understood, either as a 
definition; or as a prediction. 

In the connected section, two opposite characters are 
distinctively marked : viz. the vile person, called also the 
churl, or, as rendered by Lowth, the niggard ; and the 
bountiful, the liberal, or* in the language of Lowth, the 
generous. " The vile person, says the prophet, shall no 
more be called liberal, nor the churl said to be bountiful." 
—The liberal deviseth liberal things} and by liberal . 
things shall he stand. — This, 1 say, may be understood 
aa a definition ; distinctly enunciating, that he, and he 
only, is truly liberal, who deviseth liberal things. 



What then are liberal things ? — The original word, 
here rendered liberal, is, in the 51st Psalm, rendered/ree ; 
and applied to the Holy Spirit ; — " Uphold me by thy 
free Spirit." To be liberal is to be free : free from the 
restraints of a narrow, sordid, selfish disposition ; free, 
like the Spirit of all goodness, whose unconfined influen- 
ces and benefactions are diffused through the universe. 
" Charity seeketh not her own." « The wisdom that is 
from above is full of mercy and good fruits, without par- 
tiality." This is the character of genuine liberality. — 
Liberal things of a free, disinterested spirit ; designs, and 
works of charity ; ways, and means, and acts of benefi- 
cence. 

Of liberal things we have the fullest and brightest 
view in the gospel of the grace of God. The leading 
facts are plain, and most impressive. " God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth on him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life." " Jesus Ghrist came into the world to save 
sinners ;" — u to seek and to save the lost." " Though 
he was rich, yet for our sakes he became poor, that we 
through his poverty might be made rich." Though, " be- 
ing in the form of God, he thought it no robbery to be 
equal with God ;" yet " he made himself of no reputation, 
took upon him the form of a servant, and was made in the 
likeness of man ; and being found in fashion as a man, he 
humbled himself, and became obedient unto death, even 
the death of the cross." " He tasted death for every 
man." " He bore our sins in his own body on the tree." 
— " giving himself for us, an offering, and a sacrifice to 
God :" — " a propitiation for our sins ; and not for ours 
only, but for the sins of the whole world." Having thud 
<< made peace by the blood of his cross," and " brought in 
everlasting righteousness," he " forever sat down on the 
right hand of God," " a Prince and a Saviour, to give re- 



pentance and forgiveness of sins." " When he ascended 
on high, he led captivity captive, and received gifts for 
men, even for the rebellious, that the Lord God might 
dwell among them." " And be gave some, apostles ; and 
some, prophets ; and some, evangelists ; and some, pas- 
tors and teachers ; for the perfecting of the saints, for the 
work of the ministry, for the edifying of the body of 
Christ/ 9 — To the sacred ministry, thus graciously insti- 
tuted, he " committed the word of reconciliation/' the 
lively oracles of his truth and grace ; — together with the 
high and momentous commission, « Go, teach, disci* 
pie, all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost :" — " Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the gospel to every creature." 
And to insure success to this word and this ministry, he 
promised to send down, and he has sent down, " the Com- 
forter, the Holy Ghost," evermore, and every where, to 
accompany them with his gracious and powerful influenc- 
es : to " convince the world of sin, of righteousness, and 
of judgment ; — to take away the heart of stone and give a 
heart of flesh ; to bring sinners to repentance," and " to 
the knowledge and acknowledging of the truth ;" to " ere* 
ate them anew after the image of God ;" and " to seal them 
unto the day of redemption." 

These, my brethren, are liberal things. Herein is 
love, benevolence, liberality ; the liberality of heaven. 

The awful implication of these stupendous facts de- 
mands to be briefly stated, and most earnestly considered. 
"If one died for all, then were all dead." Naturally 
mankind are in a state of moral corruption, of ruinous 
alienation from God. " They are all gone out of the way ; 
they are together become unprofitable ; there is none that 
doeth good, no, not one. Jews and Gentiles, all have sin- 
ned, and come short of the glory of God." Thus lying 
in wickedness, the whole world lies under condemnation : 
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" for the wrath of God is revealed from heaven against all 
ungodliness and unrighteousness of men ;" and " tribula- 
tion and anguish 79 are denounced " upon every soul of 
man that doeth evil, of the Jew first and also of the Gen- 
tile." The only way of recovery from this woful state is 
that which is revealed in the gospel* '< Christ crucified 
is the wisdom of God, and the power of God ;" and " there 
is no other name' under heaven, given among men, where- 
by we must be saved ; neither is there salvation in any 
other." " He that believeth on the Son hath everlasting 
life : and he that believeth not the Son shall not see life ; 
but the wrath of God abideth on him." Such is the ex- 
press declaration of eternal Truth. 

The salvation* then* which is by Jesus Christ, and 
through faith in him, is. the highest good of mankind; 
comprises, indeed, all their essential interests, "For 
what is a man profited, if he gain the whole world; and 
lose his own soul ? or what shall a man give in exchange 
for bis soul ?" What are earthly things ? — riches, plea- 
sures, honours ; arts, sciences, embellishments ; immuni- 
ties, prerogatives* advancements ; the various objects of 
individual desire apd strife* and of national ambition and 
conflict ; all that distinguishes the palace from the cottage* 
the civilized from the savage state* the freeman from the 
slave ? In so far as these things* or any of them* conduce 
to the recovery of mankind from moral corruption and 
wretchedness* to holiness and immortality, they are to be 
valued : apart from this conduciveness* they are but vanity 
and vexation of spirit. " For riches profit not in the day 
of wrath ;" " the name of the wicked, as well of the great 
as of the small, shall rot ;" " the wisdom of the wise shall 
be destroyed* and the understanding of the prudent shall 
be brought to nothing ;" the monuments of earthly glory 
are perishing* and " the fashion of this world passetb 
away." 



Designs and acts, therefore, plans and enterprises, en« 
dowments, largesses and distributions, which have for 
their object merely the temporal benefit, whether of few or 
of many, however great, however splendid, are not, in 
sacred estimation, or in scriptural style, liberal things* 
An apostle has taught us, in a manner the most impres- 
sive, that we may bestow all our goods upon the poor, 
and yet be utterly destitute of charity. 

The benevolence of our God and Saviour looks to a 
higher, an infinitely more important object, than any merely 
terrestrial. It confers indeed unnumbered temporal bene- 
fits upon the children of men, upon the evil and upon the 
good. But whatsoever God doeth it shall be forever : 
and God doeth it that men should fear before him." In 
the temporal favours which he bestows upon them, he has 
always a view to their eternal state ; and when those fa- 
vours are used only for temporal purposes, he is justly 
displeased. Their recovery from sin and death to holi~ 
ness and immortality ; their everlasting salvation by Jesus 
Christ and through faith in him, is the grand object of all 
the efforts of divine benevolence towards mankind ; of all 
the distributions of heavenly liberality to them. 

The same also is the object of all genuine liberality, 
in human action or design. And those things, and those 
only, which are conducive to this object, and intended to 
promote it, are truly liberal. 

Every word of the text has a particular emphasis, and 
a pregnant meaning. The liberal deviseth liberal things ; 
not only occasionally does them, but studiously exercises 
his mind in contriving, performing, and promoting them. 

Every man has his object ; an object on which his 
mind is habitually intent, and towards which his affections 
and thoughts and plans and efforts are constantly direct- 
fed. The voluptuary devotes himself to his pleasures, the 
worldling, to the amassing of wealth, the ambitious man, 
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to the pursuit of preferment and fkme. The liberal man 
has an object to which he is no leas devoted* The same 
mind is in him that* was in Jesus Christ, who came down 
from the bosom of the Father to save a ruined world. His 
soul is bent on doing good ; on promoting, by all the mean 
in his power, the true and durable welfare of his fellow 
beings. If he desires wealth, or place, or name, or influ- 
ence, it is not for the aggrandizement of himself, his fami- 
ly, or his connexions ; not for any personal, or partial, or 
earthly end : it is, that he may have it in his power to ex- 
tend his usefulness. 

Assuredly, then, he will devise liberal things* Hub 
will be his care, his study, his business ; not on special 
occasions, and exciting emergencies only, but ordinarily, 
and continually. Viewing, with deep concern, the con- 
dition of mankind ; their depravity and guilt, their igno- 
rance and stupidity, their errors and delusions, their vices 
and follies, their miseries and dangers ; he assiduously 
considers what is needfal to be done for them ; what may 
be done, what ought to be done. He muses, the fire 
burns ; he speaks, and he acts. 

He devises respecting himself, where be should be and 
what he should do, to promote his great object; how he 
should cultivate his virtues, and occupy his talents ; in 
what pursuits he should engage, what connexions he should 
form, what sacrifices and what exertions he should make. 
He devises respecting his time ; how he may turn his days 
and his hours to the best account. He devises respecting 
his property ; what means he should employ to increase 
it, what care he should take to prevent its waste, and how 
he should apply it for the greatest good. Holding a por- 
tion, not less than a tenth of all bis increase, sacredly de- 
voted to the Lord, for pious and charitable uses, it will be 
his especial study and care to make the best appropriation 
of that consecrated portion. He devises respecting otk- 
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ere; his relations, his associates, his neighbours, his 
townsmen, his countrymen, his fellow beings extensively ; 
what he should do for them ; and in what ways and by 
what means, he should incite and help them, for their in- 
dividual good, and for the furtherance of the common sal- 
vation. — Ever intent on doing good, on promoting the 
substantial and immortal interests of mankind, he studies 
to be ready to every good work, to give aid to every good 
design ; to do what he can, by example, counsel, and in- 
fluence ; by plans, exertions, and distributions ; to render 
himself and others truly wise and good, and happy and 
useful. Never weary in well doing ; the more he does, 
the more he will desire to do. " He is like a spring of \ 
water, whose waters fail not." 

The liberal deviseth liberal things. We have consid- 
ered this sacred clause as a definition ; we may now con- 
sider it as a prediction. It is a part of a section of pro- 
phecy, uttered, as commentators suppose, in the reign 
of the idolatrous and infamous king Ahaz ; and looking 
primarily to the happier times of the good Hezekiah, but 
ultimately to the still brighter scenes to be realized under 
the benignant reign of his great antitype, the Messiah. 
The Messiah, most eminently, is the " King who reigns 
in righteousness ;" and " the man/' the God-man, who is 
44 a hiding place from the wind, and a covert from the 
tempest ; as rivers of water in a dry place, as the shadow 
of a great rock in a weary land." It is under the gracious 
influence of his reign that " the eyes of them that see are 
rendered not dim ; that the ears of them that hear are 
made to hearken ; that the heart also of the rash is caused 
to understand knowledge, and the tongue of the stam- 
merers to speak plainly." 

The prophecy proceeds :— -" The vile person shall be 
no more called liberal, nor the churl said to be bountiful. 
For the vile person shall speak villany, and his heart will

work iniquity, to practise hypocrisy, and to niter errour 
against the Lord, to make empty the soul of the hungry ; 
and he will cause the drink of the thirsty to fail. The 
instruments also of the churl are evil ; he deviseth wieked 
. devices, to destroy the poor with lying words." Selfish 
and deceitful tempers and practices, such as are here de- 
scribed, have always abounded in this depraved world ; 
and they have been made manifest, from time to time, in 
proportion as the light of truth and holiness has been in* 
creased and diffused. In the predicted bright days of Hes- 
ekiah, the vile and the churlish, who, in the gloomy reign 
of Ahaz, had claimed to be honoured as liberal and boun- 
tiful, were to be stripped of their disguises, and to be seen 
in all the deformity and hatefulness of their real charac- 
ters. In a greater degree, and to a wider extent, was 
this effect to be produced, under the still brighter and 
more glorious reign of the Messiah. 

The prediction has been verified. How strikingly in 
the first age of the gospel, did the enemies of Christ, of 
his apostles and Jiis cause, answer, in their tempers and 
practices, to the prophetic description ? They spoke vil> 
lany ; their hearts worked iniquity ; they practised hypo- 
crisy ; they uttered errour against the Lord. They exert- 
ed their whole influence, to make empty the soul of the hun- 
gry ; even of them that were famishing for the bread of 
life ; and to cause the drink of the thirsty, of those who 
were ready to perish for the waters of salvation, to fail. 
They devised wicked devices: employed all their resourc- 
es of art and stratagem to prevent the gospel from being 
preached to the people around them, and propagated among 
the nations. All the while indeed, thev claimed to be re- 
garded as most liberal and bountiful ; as the friends of 
God and of men ; as deeply concerned for the divine glo- 
ry and for human happiness. Even Judas Iscariot could 
»y> u To what purpose ia this waste ? Why was not 
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this ointment sold for three hundred pence, and given to 
the poor." And the murderers of the Lord of glory, with 
high pretensions to piety and benevolence, could indig- 
nantly aecuse him and his disciples of blaspheming God, 
and of deceiviqg the people. But their vile, and churlish, 
3Hd deceitful characters were made manifest 

Similar characters, however, have in no subsequent 
period hew wantwg ; and at different times, especially 
in times when (he glory of the Lord has risen upon the 
church, and extraordinary exertions have been made for 
capping her light to t shine, these characters have been 
clearly exhibited and marked* Nor would it be strange* 
if in A day like the present ; a day such as the church 
aqd the world have never before seen, since the age of the 
gospel's first spread : — it would not be wonderful, if in 
«Mh ft dpy the enemies ftf tj>e truth should, in no common 
4^g*Wj epe*& viliany; work iniquity; practise hypocri- 
sy ; utter errour against the Lord ; ' employ evil instru- 
H»eftt% and demise wicked devices ; to jnake empty the 
Mul of the hangry, to cpupe the drink of the thirsty to fail, 
Aftct to destroy the poor 5 to check the progress of divine 
frfttl^tQ obscuye the }|ght of undefiled religion, to repress 
the rising tide qf christian beneficence, and to prevent the 
MMA9F tbflijsajids and millions, who are ready to perish for 
lapk of. knawtadg*? from being blest with the gospel of 
salvation, 

The display of another and a better character is pre- 
ififttpd in the words of our text. The liberal deviseth, or, 
as rendered by Lowtb, shall devise, liberal things. — This 
prediction also has already been verified. After the ex- 
ample and in the spirit of their adored Master and Lord, 
who freely gave hijpseif a ransom for many, the apostles 
and primitive believers unreservedly devoted themselves 
and their all to the momentous object for which he died. 
With one accord, they made a free will offering of all 
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their temporal interests. They sold their possessions, 
and turned the proceeds into the consecrated fond. They 
employed their time and their talents, in their several sta- 
tions and spheres, for the advancement of the holy cause. 
They spread themselves throughout Judea, and afterwards 
dispersed themselves among the nations ; everywhere seek- 
ing the salvation of men. " In much suffering, in affliction, 
in necessities, in distresses, in stripes, in imprisonments, in 
tumults, in labours, in watchings, in fastings," they pur* 
sued their benevolent design, with unconquerable resolu- 
tion, with indefatigable exertion, with unquenchable zeal : 
« pressed on every side, but not straitened ; perplexed, 
but not in despair ; sorrowful, yet always rejoicing ; poor, 
yet making many rich f 9 — " counting not even their lives 
dear unto themselves, so that they might finish their course 
with joy," and " the gospel of the grace of God run and be 
glorified," — These were liberal men, and they de- 
vised LIBERAL THINGS. 

Men of like spirit have arisen in succeeding times ; 
especially in the distinguished periods of Zion's con- 
flicts and triumphs. — Our own times are signally marked. 
In this eventful age, Infidelity has put forth all her 
strength, in a combined and desperate effort, to suppress 
the gospel ; to abolish the church ; and to crush her King! 
The conflict has been tremendous. " Michael and his 
angels have fought against the Dragon ; and the Dragon 
has fought and his angels." The nations have been shak- 
en ; the world has been turned upside down ; every earth- 
ly interest has been put in jeopardy. 

Amid the direful commotion, the friends of the Re- 
deemer and his cause have been roused from their slum- 
bers. Looking around them, and abroad upon the world, 
their eyes have affected their hearts. They have listened 
to the cry of the poor and needy ; to the groaning of the 
prisoner and of the oppressed. They have visited the 
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retreats of want ; have explored the habitations of cruelty ; 
have extended their researches into the wide spread re- 
gions of darkness, corruption, and ruin. An irresistible 
impulse has been felt Associations have been formed, 
and measures have been devised ; not only to afford to 
our fellow beings of every nation, in the diversified cir- 
cumstances of want and of wretchedness, a temporary 
solace ; but also to set before them the bread of life, to 
open to them the wells of salvation, to put them in a con- 
dition to avail themselves of the sovereign remedy and the 
heavenly consolations, and to persuade them to partake, 
and live, and be blessed forever. — " Wisdom has cried 
without ;— has lifted up her voice on the top of high 
places, in the chief place of concourse, in the openings of 
the gates, at the entry of the city, at the coming in at the 
doors/' She has pleaded the cause of benevolence ; of the 
merciful Redeemer and of perishing men. Monarchs and 
nobles have opened their treasures ; the great and the 
mighty have presented their offerings ; the rich have giv- 
en of their abundance ; and the poor widow has cast in 
Jier precious mites. The abodes of helpless want have 
f fceen cheered ; to bleeding provinces a healing balm has 
been applied ; the habitations of cruelty have heard the 
voice of mercy -; an outcast portion of our race, long doom- 
ed to outrage and slavery, have been restored to the rights 
and the charities of common brotherhood. Along witb 
the temporal benefits conferred, immortal blessings have 
been solicitously offered ; and the bounty for present re- 
lief has been accompanied with directions for durable rich- 
es and righteousness. Means of instruction have been mul- 
tiplied, and brought home to the doors of them that are 
near, and of them that are far off. The lively oracles of 
heavenly truth and grace, published in many languages, 
have been widely dispersed among the nations. The 
heralds of redeeming love have been sent forth to the froz- 



en region* of the North, and to the burning climes of the 
Sputh ; to the populous realms of the Bast, and to the sav- 
age wilds of the West ; to every continent end to the isle* 
*tf the se*. The waate places of Zion h%ve been comfort- 
ed ; « waters have broken forth in the wilderness, and 
streams in the desert ;" and " to them thai; sat in thp re- 
gion and shadow of death light is sprang up." 

All this, however, is but the opening of the scene ; the 
dawning of the day. It is the commandment of the ever- 
lasting God, that the gospel should be published unto all 
people. It is his rare promise, that it " shall be preach- 
ed in all the world, for a witness unto all nations :" that 
" many shall ran to and fro, and knowledge shall be in- 
creased :" that « the gods that have not made the heavens 
and the earth shall perish from the earth, and from under 
these heavens :" that " every valley shall be filled, and 
every mountain and hill he brought low ; the crooked he 
made straight, and the rough ways smooth ; ami all flesh 
shall see the salvation of God :" that " all the ends of the 
world shall remember, and turn unto him, and -all the kin- 
dreds of the nations eome and worship before him. 

The commandment will be obeyed ; the promise will 
be fulfilled. All the families of the earth wiU be convert- 
ed from their vanities unto the living God i and there con- 
version will be effected by means of the universal pabli- 
cation of the gospel. " For how shall tbfiy believe in htm 
of whom they have not heard ? anil how shall they bear 
without a preacher ? and how shall they preach, exeept 
they be sent ?" — A competent number of christian minis- 
ters and teachers then, must, and assuredly mll f ere long 
be sent forth into all lands ; having the Bible to distribute;, 
and to preach, unto all that dwell upon the earth* And 
for this purpose the liberal shall continue to devise liberal 
things ; devoting themselves and their substance to the 
service of the gospel ; increasing the number of ministers 
and teachers, and supplying the requisite means for their 
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support and their work ; until the lively oracles of God 
shall be possessed by every family, and his sacred ordi- 
nances shall be enjoyed in every place, under heaven. 

The prophetic word to this effect is sure. " Arise/ 7 
says Jehovah to his church, " Arise, shine, for thy light 
is come, and the glory of the Lord is risen upon thee. 
And the Gentiles shall come to thy light, and kings to the 
brightness of thy rising. Then thou shalt see and flow 
together, and thine heart shall fear, and be enlarged j 
when ike riches of the seas shall be poured in upon thee, 
when the wealth of the nations shaU come unto thee.* 
The multitude of camels shall cover thee ; the dromeda- 
ries of Midian and Ephah ; all they from Sheba shall 
eame : they shall bring gold and incense ; and they shall 
show forth the praises of the Lord. All the flocks of Ke» 
dar shall be gathered together unto thee; the rams of 
Nabaioth shall minister unto thee : they shall come up 
with acceptance on mine altar ; and I will glorify the 
house of my glory." — ** The kings of Tarshish and of 
the isles shall bring presents ; the kings of Sheba and 
Seba, shall offer gifts."— -The daughter of Tyre shall be 
there with a gift :" and " her traffic and her gain shall be 
hohf to Jehovah ; it shall not be treasured, nor shall it be 
kept in store; for her traffic shall be for them that dwelt 
before Jehovah, for food sufficient, and for durable cloth* 
ing."\ " And in that day there shall be upon the bells 
of the horses, holiness to the Loud." 

So clear and so striking are the divine predictions of a 
mighty and glorious rising of the church, for the spread 
of the gospel, and the conversion of the world ; and of 
the extension and exuberant liberality, with which the 
means for this vast and momentous work shall be suppli- 
ed. Different realms, and nations, and tribes, kings, and 
merchants, and shepherds, with the various intermediate

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ranks and classes of men, will unite in the beneficent de- 
sign ; their gold and silver, their flocks and herds, their 
treasures and possessions of all kinds, will replenish the 
sacred fund ; commerce and navigation, husbandry and 
the arts, the various pursuits and occupations of life, will 
all be consecrated to the holy service. 

What, in that effulgent day, will be thought of those, 
who stand aloof, and bear no part in this heavenly benefi- 
cence? — Of those who exclaim with fastidious indigna- 
tion, "To what purpose is this waste?" — Of those who 
sordidly hoard their treasures, or apply them only to pur- 
poses of earthly splendour or renown ? whose missnam- 
ed charity begins at home, is always confined at home, and 
never lifts itself up from the earth ? — Of those, in fine, who 
would " make empty the soul of the hungry, and cause the 
drink of the thirsty to fail :" who " utter errour against the 
Lord, and devise wicked devices to destroy the poor with 
lying words ;" to cause hundreds of millions of fellow 
immortals to be left to perish for want of the bread and 
water of life ! Surely the time will come when the vile 
person shall no more be called liberal ; and the niggard 
shall no more be called bountiful. For the liberal

shall he stand. — The latter clause of the text is yet 
briefly to be considered. 

II. By liberal things shall he stand, abide, be estab- 
lished, rise, increase. The original word has all this ex- 
tent of meaning. 

The truly liberal are joined to the Lord in one spirit, 
and will stand in his strength, and in his love forever. 
In obedience to the gospel, with a renovated heart of pen- 
itence, faith, and love, they have given themselves to him j 
have presented their bodies a living sacrifice, holy and ac- 
ceptable, and consecrated all that belongs to them, to him 
and his cause. This was their first truly liberal act j and 
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by this their character, and their destiny, was determined 
for eternity. By this decisive act, their feet were fixed 
upon a Roqk ; —upon " the sure foundation, which God 
hath laid in Zion ;" and on this Rock they will abide for* 
ever. By this act they obtained a standing in the ever- 
lasting covenant of grace, as heirs of God and joint heirs 
with Ghrist : in that kingdom of righteousness, and peace, 
and joy in the Holy Ghost, which shall never be shaken ; 
but shall rise in excellence, and blessedness, and glory, 
through interminable ages. In this divine kingdom their 
inheritance lies. Here their treasures are deposited ; and 
here their hopes are fixed :— -treasures, which shall never 
fail ; hopes, whose consummation is sure. 

By the liberal things, which they are continually de- 
vising and performing, pursuant to the first dedication of 
themselves and their all, they increase in favour with God, 
grow in likeness to him, advance their interest in his 
promises, and augment their treasures in his kingdom. 
" With such sacrifices .God is well pleased ;" and his 
promises of reward are rich and sure. " The liberal soul 
shall be made fat ; and he that watereth shall be watered 
also himself." " If thou draw out thy sou} to the hungry, 
and satisfy the afflicted soul ; then shall thy light rise in 
obscurity, and thy darkness be as the noon day : and the 
Lord shall guide thee continually, and satisfy thy soul in 
drought ; and thou shalt be like a watered garden, and 
like a spring of water, whose waters fail not" " As w# 
have therefore opportunity, let us do good unto all men ; 
especially unto them that are of the household of faith." 
" But this I say, he that soweth sparingly shall reap also 
sparingly ; and he that soweth bountifully shall reap also 
bountifully. For God loveth a cheerful giver." " And 
God is able to make all grace abound towards you ; that 
ye always having all sufficiency in all things, may abound 
to every good work ; being enriched in every thing to all 
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bountifulness. For God is not unrighteous to forget your 
work and labour of love which ye have shewed toward 
his name." 

Surely then the liberal by liberal things shall stand % 
u surely he shall never be moved. He hath dispersed 
abroad ; he hath given to the poor : his righteousness en- 
dureth forever ; his horn shall be exalted with honour." 
He shall stand, during his sublunary course, through good 
report and evil report ; in prosperity and adversity ; amid 
the fluctuations of life and the commotions of the world ; 
* steadfast and unmoveable, always abounding in the work 
of the Lord," and rejoicing in the confidence, that under 
the administration of his exalted Saviour, all things are 
advancing to the most glorious consummation. — In " the 
valley of the shadow of death, he will fear no evil," for 
God will be with him ; and cheered with the light of his 
countenance, he will gratefully and triumphantly sing, 
u My heart is glad ; my glory rejoiceth ; my flesh aba 
shall rest in hope. In thy presence is fulness of joy ; at 
thy right hand are pleasures forever more." In the final 
day, he shall stand : — stand amid the terrours of a burn- 
in$ world, without dismay ; amid the awful solemnities of 
the judgment seat, with unspeakable joy. And in the 
great city, the holy Jerusalem, amid the countless myriads 
of the redeemed, out of every kindred and tongue and 
people and nation, in promoting whose salvation he Was 
permitted to bear a humble part, he shall stand before the 
throne of their adored Redeemer ; and walking with them 
in His light, he will u see the good of His chosen, will 
rejoice in the gladness of His nation, and will glory with 
His inheritance, with ever fresh and ever increasing won- 
der and delight, forever and ever. 

My friends, you are all invited to bear a part in this 
Work, and to secure a share in this glory. To promote 
the one and the other, is the special design of this meeting. 



find of the institution whose anniversary we now celebrate. 
The specified object of this Society is, to " aid, and to 
excite others to aid, indigent young mea of talents and 
hopeful piety, in acquiring a learned and competent edu- 
cation for the Gospel Ministry." This is an object of 
vast importance, and of most urgent necessity. 

It is by the instrumentality of Gospel Ministers, that 
Divine Wisdom has appointed to evangelize the world ; 
and it is utterly vain, and repugnant to the revealed mind 
of God, to expect the nations to be " discipled," or brought 
into the saving truth and grace of Christ, in any other 
way. The ministers of the gospel must indeed be suppH* 
*d with means and helps for their work. Bibles must be 
distributed, or otherwise spread, by them, or by others, in 
all lands, and among all classes of people ; schools for the 
education of children and youth, must every where be estab- 
lished, under pious and capable instructors ; and various 
other helpers and means most be extensively employed. 
But the great work will never be effected, without a com* 
potent number of able and faithful ministers. Without 
them indeed the Bible will never, to any adequate extent* 
be dispersed, or made known ? without them the holy 
Book even where it is, or might be, possessed, will be but 
little read, but little understood, but little felt ; without 
them, the attention of mankind, engrossed as naturally 
they are with the things of this present world, will not be 
excited and engaged to the concerns of religion and the 
world to come. Without able and faithful ministers, in 
fine, churches will not be duly established ; the nations 
will not be baptized if the name of the Father and of the 
Son and of the Holy Ghost ; the worship of God will not 
be maintained and attended ; His sacred institutions with 
which the promise of his renovating grace is connected, will 
not in any part be observed, agreeably to his revealed and 
most gracious will « For after that in the wisdom of 
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0od, the world by wisdom knew not God, it hath pleased. 
God by the foolishness of preaching to save them that be- 
lieve." And upon efforts made and means employed, ac- 
cording to his appointment, and only upon such, his effec- 
tual blessing is reasonably and confidently to be expected. 

Of ministers of the gospel, however, able and faithful, 
there is a lamentable deficiency. It has been estimated 
that 8,000 ministers would be no more than an adequate 
supply for the people of the United States : that the pres- 
ent number of competently educated ministers of all de- 
nominations does not exceed 2,000 ; and therefore that 
6,000 more are wanted. The estimate has been made on 
the principle of allowing one minister to every thousand 
souls. The alarming deficiency, instead of being lessen- 
ed, is from year to year increasing ; as the vacancies made 
by death, and the increase of population annually exceed, 
in proportion/ the number of those who come forward for 
the supply. These serious facts cannot fail deeply to af- 
fect every heart, that wishes well to our country, and to 
the immortal interests of mankind. — Others, however, still 
more deplorable, demand to be considered. 

Of the 800 millions of souls, which the earth is com- 
puted to contain, not more than S00 millions even bear the 
Christian name. The remaining 600 millions are groping 
in thick darkness ; — are immersed in deep corruption ; — 
are perishing for lack of knowledge. Of this commisera- 
ble portion of the human family, were a division to be 
made among the nations of Protestant Christendom, ac- 
cording to their respective numbers, and abilities for sup- 
plying the means of salvation, not l*ss, certainly, than 100 
millions would fall to the share of our own nation ! What 
number of christian Missionaries then ought we to send 
to them? What would a judicious and truly liberal man 
deem an* adequate number for the work of evangelizing 
dur part of the heathen world — 100 millions of our perish- 
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ing fellow beings? Would he say that one to every 
S0,000 would be too many ? — But one to every 20,000 
would amount to 5,000 missionaries. Even in the pro- 
portion of one to 50,000, a proportion which the liberal 
heart would bleed to mention as an adequate supply, no 
fewer than 8,000 missionaries to the heathen are demand- 
ed of this nation. Is any one startled at this statement ? 
Let such an one be entreated to ponder the subject deeply. 

About two hundred years ago, the Lord, in his sove- 
reign goodness, planted our fathers in this good land ; 
driving out the heathen before them. Under his gracious 
care, a little one has become a great nation, richly endow- 
ed with temporal blessings, and with advantages for ob- 
taining durable riches and righteousness. Upon this na- 
tion, thus eminently favoured, the momentous command 
has been, for two hundred years, continually pressed by 
all the authority and pathos of infinite Love, Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the gospel to every creature. 
And what has this nation done in obedience to this high 
command ? Our fathers have told us of the apostolical 
Eliot and Mayhews. In later times we have had our 
Brainard, Kirkland, Sargeant, and Blackburhe. And 
we have now ten or twelve good and faithful men, we 
trust, employed as missionaries to the heathen. — This is 
the amount ! 

Are we then, at this late day, with these awful facts 
pressing upon our consciences ; are we still disposed to 
postpone the work of evangelizing the heathen ; because, 
alas ! notwithstanding our eminent advantages, our own 
country is yet very inadequately supplied with the stated 
preaching of the gospel, and multitudes of our own coun- 
trymen are .lapsing into heathenism ? — My friends, may 
not our long, ungrateful, selfish, and hard hearted, diso- 
bedience to the ascending Redeemer's parting command, 
be one principal reason of the present affecting state of 



things ?— Surely no truly liberal person, on due reflection, 
will suggest, or indulge a doubt, that it is as really our 
bounden duty, and a duty as instantly pressing, to supply 
our just proportion of missionaries to the heathen, as to 
provide the requisite number of ministers for our ows 
country. No such person can doubt, that it is as urgently 
important that there should be one missionary to every 
80,000, at least to every 50,000, of the poor heathen, who 
are absolutely destitute of the means of knowing Christ ; 
as that there should be one minister to every 1,000 soul* 
in this christian land, where even the most necessitous are 
not without very considerable means. 

Upon an estimate, then, so very low, that it cannot be 
mentioned without extreme pain, at least 8,000 fiiissfaita* 
ries for the heathen must be added to the 6,000 minister* 
wanted for our home supply ; making in the whole 8,000! 
This, it is confessed, is a great number ; but is it too great 
to be thought of? 

Are there not now, within the limits of these States 
8,000 pious youths of suitable age and talents to be edu» 
cated for the ministry ? It is to be hoped, thut, by doe 
inquiry, the number might be found. At least, One thou- 
sand might be found the first year, one thousand the second 
year, and another, in each succeeding year, until the total 
number wanted should be obtained. Allow then no less 
than nine years for the education of each thousand, and 
make due allowance for removals by death ; yet within a 
period not much, if at all, exceeding twenty years, the 
requisite number of well educated ministers might be 
brought into their work* If in the course of those twenty 
years the population of our country will be nearly doubled $ 
it may also reasonably be expected, that the number of 
pious youth, and the facilities for their education, will in* 
crease, in at least an equal proportion. 

But can we support the expense ?~If we JaadeoW J 
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8,000 ministers settled in oor country, and 8,000 missiona- 
ries employed in heathen lands ; allowing to each settled 
minister 500 dollars, which exceeds, undoubtedly, the av- 
erage salary of our present settled ministers,* and to each 
missionary 666 dollars, the actnal stipend of oar married 
missionaries in India ; the total expense of supporting the 
whole would be 0,833,000 dollars : less than a sixth part 
of what is annually expended in our country for ardent 
spirits ! Might not one sixth part of the expense for ar- 
dent spirits well be spared from that enormous and de- 
structive consumption, and applied to the best and most 
important of all objects ? — One sixth as much for saving 
men, as for destroying them ! 

Another resource claims very serious attention. — In 
ancient times a tenth of all income was sacredly devoted, 
for pious and charitable uses. This part of religion was 
not of Moses ; it was practised by Abraham and Jacob, 
and probably by all the patriarchs ; and may well be sup- 
posed to have originated in at least an intimation from the 
sovereign Lord of all, that it would be no more than a 
suitable expression of allegiance and homage to him. Un- 
der the Mosaic economy, besides the tenth of all for the 
maintenance of the Priests and Levites, a tenth of the re- 
mainder was required for other sacred and benevolent 
uses j together with many freewill offerings, for various 

* It is no part of the present design to determine what the salaries 
onght to be. " The Lord hath ordained, that they who preach the 
gospel, should live of the gospel: 99 but the expenses of living are very 
different, in different places, at different times, and under different 
circumstances. That ministers should be made rich, is, for obvious 
reasons, not to be desired $ but that they should be so supported, as 
not necessarily to be perplexed and straitened with secular anxietie* 
and embarrassments, is as important, as it is that they should giver 
themselves wholly to their sacred vocation. And where people are 
liberally attentive, to know that they are so supported, they may ex-* 
feet to enjoy in the gospel the richest of all blessings. 
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occasional purposes. That economy, indeed, is abolish- 
ed ; yet it does not appear that the original tenth, which 
was from the beginning, has ever ceased to be a suitable 
and acceptable portion to be held sacred to the Lord.* 
Nor should we doubt, that, were it thus held, and charit- 
ably and religiously applied, by the people of this land, 
the Lord would " open to us the windows of heaven, and 
pour us out a blessing, that there should not be room 
enough to receive it. 

If then we take the average income of the free, white 
families of this nation at 300 dollars, which is much less 
than an estimate of no very doubtful data would make it ; 
and compute the families 1,400,000, which probably is 
not far from the true number ; one tenth of the whole will 
amount annually to 4S millions of dollars. Let this then 
be the estimated fund for pious and charitable uses ; for 
the maintenance and advancement of the gospel, and for 
the relief and help of the poor. The poor's tax, in the 
United States at large, is estimated, at less considerably 
than a million and a half. If to this we add three times 
the sum for private charities, which undoubtedly is much 
more than what is actually contributed,! we shall take from 

* There are some, it is hoped not a few, in the present age, who, 
in a manner not less solemn than that of Jaeob at Bethel, have dedi- 
cated the tenth to the Lord. To a good mind, the practice can hardly 
fail to commend itself, as highly suitable and important ; since it 
must tend to correct and restrain our natural covetousness and world- 
liness, and to induce a habit at once of cheerfulness and carefulness 
in our charitable distributions. If we should not " withhold more 
than is meet ;" so neither should we squander our charities. When 
we hold a tenth of our income sacredly dedicated, we shall no longer 
regard that portion as our own ; — shall no more think of using it for 
our own purposes, or of wasting it, than we should our neighbour's 
property ; — shall only be concerned to exercise a wise discretion, in 
applying it to religious and charitable objeets. 

f If there are many, especially in our maritime towns, whose pri- 
vate charities exceed this proportion ; yet in the country at large the. 
proportion is much less*

the general fund only six millions of dollars ; leaving still 
86 millions for religious uses : — more than six times as 
much as the estimated expense of supporting 8,000 min- 
isters at home, and 2,000 missionaries in heathen lands. 
And if much more than the amount of this expense might, 
well be redeemed from a single article of pernicious con- 
sumption ; what might not be saved from all the various 
items of worse than superfluous expense. 

But if the whole requisite number of ministers might 
so easily be supported ; shall it be thought a heavy bur- 
den, while we have not half the number to support, to 
afford the proposed aid towards the education of young 
men to supply the deficiency ? For aiding the education 
of the number wanted, the necessary draughts upon the 
consecrated fund will doubtless be much less, than for 
supporting the same number as settled ministers and mis- 
sionaries. For it is reasonably to be hoped, that a con- 
siderable proportion of those to be educated will require 
no charitable aid ; and as we would deprecate a system 
of indolent mendicity, and by all means promote the spirit 
and habits of manly and generous exertion, none, not even 
the most indigent should be exempted from bearing in part 
the expenses of their education ; even though, by so doing, 
the time for completing their coarse should be necessarily 
prolonged.* 

What then is the result of all these facts and estimates? 
•—Plainly this : — that we ought to be up and doing with- 
out delay, and with all our might ; devising and perform- 
ing liberal things. Our duty has long been neglected. 
We are vastly in arrears to our God and Saviour, and to 

* Not a few among the best ministers in oar country have obtain- 
ed their education, some entirely and others in great part, by their 
own exertions and earnings. They devised liberal things ; and the 
fact deserves the earnest attention both of pious young men, and of 
those who manage the public charities for their help.

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our fellow beings, in our own country and in heathen 
lands. To bring up these arrears, a great effort must be 
made. In order to fulfil what infinite Goodness requires 
of us, for the common salvation, many ministers of the 
gospel must be provided. — Pious young men for the pur- 
pose may be found; and ample means for assisting them 
in obtaining the requisite education cannot be wanting ; — 
if the people of our land do not persist in robbing God, 
impoverishing their own souls, and neglecting the recovery 
of our ruined race. 

The liberal will devise liberal things. With a heart 
open. and free, they will look upon the various objects 
which claim benevolent aid, and upon the various institu- 
tions and methods, designed for advancing the honour of 
God and the welfare of mankind ; and will be solicitous 
only to contribute to them respectively, of their substance, 
their influence, and their exertions, in such proportion and 
manner, as will best promote the common cause. Those 
who fill the higher ranks of society, if truly liberal, will 
deeply feel the weighty responsibility of their elevated 
condition ; and remembering that, for all their eminent ad* 
vantages, they are indebted to Him who came down from 
heaven, and laboured, and suffered, and died for them, 
and for all mankind ; they will esteem it their highest 
honour and privilege to be among the first, in plans and 
exertions for advancing that cause, which is still as dear 
as ever to His heart. Those who range in the middle 
walks of life, if truly liberal, will be emulously forward to 
shew themselves no less the substantial support of every 
benevolent design, than they are of the civil state. The 
rich, if liberal, feeling and acknowledging that the silver 
and gold are the Lord's, and deeply concerned to acquit 
themselves wisely and faithfully, as stewards and almon- 
ers of his bounty ; will sedulously study u to do good ; 
will be rich in good works, ready to distribute, willing to 



communicate. The poor, if liberal, will do what they 
can ; and will have the satisfaction to find, that they can 
do something for the honour of Him, who has shown to 
them most particular regard ; — something towards making 
many rich. Liberal parents will desire nothing for their 
children so much as that they may early and largely par- 
take of the Spirit of Christ, and be well fitted and fur- 
nished for extended usefulness, in promoting his most gra- 
cious design in the everlasting welfare of mankind. Lib- 
eral young persons, having made a free-will offering of 
their youthful prime, and of their whole being, to Him 
who hath loved them and redeemed them with his own 
blood, will feel that they are everlastingly His, to be em- 
ployed in his service ; and, instead of seeking great things 
for themselves in this world, their hearts will beat high 
with generous and holy aspiration, to be made instrumen- 
tal in the raising of many of their fellow beings, with them- 
selves, to glory, and honour, and immortality. The lib- 
eral of all classes, high and low, rich and poor, aged and 
young, where the gospel is richly enjoyed, will account 
no benevolent efforts or sacrifices too great, for imparting 
its transcendent blessings to the destitute. Even in des- 
titute places,* the liberal, not willing to be recipients from 

* In the plaeeg and districts of our country here referred to, there 
are many, who are able to do much, and more who are able to do 




make no sacrifices, no exertions for their own, their children's, or 
their neighbours' highest good ? If in every destitute place, a liberal 
association were formed, though small, at first, and feeble, yet active 
and persevering; much might eventually be clone, in preparing the 
way, and providing the means, for the establishment of the gospel 
with all its blessings among them, and for the extensive diffusion of 
its healing and saving influence. And until a spirit for something 
like this be excited, the prospect, respecting no small proportion of 
the population of our country, must be gloomy and discouraging. No 
habit can be more pernicious to a people, than that of doing nothing 
for the support of the gospel 
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the sacred fund of christian charity, will wake up to gen- 
erous and persevering exertions for obtaining for them* 
selves, and their children, and extending to others, the 
inestimable means of virtue and salvation ; of present and 
everlasting happiness. The liberal, in this respected as* 
sembly, have been devising, and will now, with a view 
to the object here presented, give an example of liberal 
things j and by liberal things they shall stand. Amen. 
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APPENDIX, 



During the summer of 1815 a few individuals in Boston, be- 
coming deeply impressed by the necessity of greater efforts, than 
had been heretofore made, to increase the number of pious and 
learned ministers, invited several clergymen from neighboring 
towns, to meet with them for consultation. At this meeting, 
which was in the last week in July and opened with prayer, a 
more full exhibition of the deficiency of qualified Christian teach- 
ers in our native land clothed the subject with a solemn interest, 
and impressed on every one present a strong conviction, that all 
good men are called to unite in immediate and vigorous efforts, 
to provide a remedy. Under this impression it was voted, to be 
expedient, that a Society be formed for the purpose of aiding in- 
digent young men of talents and hopeful piety in acquiring a 
learned and competent education for the gospel ministry ; and a 
Committee of six clergymen and four laynfen " was appointed, 
" to frame a Constitution, to be reported at a future meeting. 9 ' 
At this subsequent meeting, which, according % adjournment, was 
holden at Boston, Aug* 29, 1815, and attended by about fifty 
gentlemen, the Constitution was reported ; and after deliber- 
ate discussion, article by article, unanimously adopted. The 
meeting was then adjourned Do Oct* 26, at which time a sermon 
was delivered, and a collection made ; but for certain reasons it 
was voted, to postpone the organization of the Society to the 7th 
of December; on which day the following gentlemen were 
elected

The progress, state, and prospects of this Institution, may be 
learnt from the following extracts, taken principally from the 
Report, made by a Committee of the Directors at the first anni- 
versary meeting of the Society Oct. 23, 1816. 

In pursuance of the duties, assigned by the Constitution, the 
Directors met on the day, they were chosen ; and, after prayer 
for divine guidance, proceeded to business. At this meeting it 
was Voted, that the Treasurer give bond in the penal sum of 
#1 0,000; and a Committee appointed, to transfer the property 
of the Society to him, when qualified. Committees were also 
appointed, to prepare an Address to the public, and to report a 
plan for carrying into effect the eighth Article of the Constitution. 
At a meetjflg Btthe Directors Dec. 20, 1815, Voted, that no 
monies be drawn out of the Treasury, but by order of the Boa^rd, 
signed by the Clerk ; — and that a Circular Letter to individuals, 
together with the Constitution, Address, and a Subscription Pa- 
per be printed for distribution ; for which see the printed docu- 
ments. 

At a meeting of the Board Feb. 6, 1816, a Committee was 
appointed, to solicit subscriptions and donations in Boston ; and 
the Treasurer authorized to vest the money, subscribed for a 
permanent fund, in such public stock, as will be most advanta- 
geous to the Society ; and measures adopted for supplying the 
members of the Society with copies of the Constitution, Address, 
Circular Letter, and Subscription Paper, and for distributing the 
same in Massachusetts, New Hampshire, and tlhode Island. 
Agents were also appointed, to solicit contributions and dona- 
tions in different parts of these three States ; and the Rev. Cyrus 
Kingsbury constituted an Agent of inquiry in the middle States j 
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and one of the Directors instructed to correspond with the seve-' 
ral Colleges in New England, to inquire, if they had any qualified 
Candidates for this charity. 

At a meeting of the Directors April 10, 1816, Voted, that for 
all donations and contributions of individuals and societies the 
Treasurer give duplicate receipts ; one to the donor, society, or 
bearer of an anonymous donation ; the other to the Clerk of this 
Board, to be kept on file ; and that he report the state of the 
Treasury at each quarterly meeting of the Directors. A stand- 
ing Committee of the Board was then appointed, to examine 
Candidates, and report to the Directors ; which Committee is 
required to enter in a book, in distinct columns, the date of every 
application, the name of the candidate, his age, place of residence 
and education, college standing, time of graduation, by whom re- 
commended, &c. The following instructions, for the information 
and observance of applicants for the assistance of this Society, 
were also voted, and ordered to be published in different news- 
papers. 

Evekv candidate for the charity of this Society, who wishes 
to be assisted in the first stage of education, or in his preparation 
for college, living within an hundred miles of Boston, shall apply 
in person, or by letter (post paid) to one of the Directors, exhibit- 
ing at the same time unequivocal testimonials from three or more 
serious and respectable persons, best acquainted with him and his 
circumstances, (e. g. his minister, instructor, a magistrate, or some 
other principal man in the vicinity) respecting his age, indigence, 
moral and religious character, talents, learning, and primary ob- 
ject in asking assistance of this Society ; and every such candi- 
date shall be examined by a Committee of the Directors, at Bos- 
ton, on the day previous to a quarterly meeting of the Board ; 
and, if deemed a constitutional candidate, he may be placed on 
the foundation for support, in whole or in part, as the Director? 
shall judge expedient, and upon trial for three months ; at the 
close of which period, he shall exhibit from his Instructor or In- 
structors evidence, satisfactory to this Board, that in point of 
genius, diligence, literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a 
proper character to receive this sacred charity. 

Candidates in this stage, more than a hundred miles from 
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Boston, may apply to the nearest of the Committee of agency, ap* 
pointed by the Directors, in different sections of the country, to 
receive applications, and the requisite testimonials, and likewise 
to examine and recommend Candidates to this Board; the names 
and residence of which Committees, when appointed, to be pub- 
lished. 

Candidates for this charity, in the second stage of education, 
(i. e. Undergraduates in College) if within a hundred miles of 
Boston, shall apply, as above required, to one of the Directors, 
producing like testimonials ; and shall be examined by the afore-* 
said Committee of the Board, with reference to their literary and 
religious qualifications ; and also with reference to their object 
in seeking a public education ; in all which respects their an- 
swers as well, as testimonials, must be satisfactory to this Board, 
in order to their admission as beneficiaries. 

But, if a Candidate in the second stage live more than a 
hundred miles from Boston, he may be examined by the three 
senior Officers in the College, to which he belongs ; whose certifi* 
fcate, that he possesses promising talents, a fair character, hope- 
ful piety, and respectable scholarship, shall supersede an exami- 
nation by this Board ; and, in connexion with the first named 
testimonials, relative to his indigence, shall operate, according to 
its weight, in his favor. 

Candidates for this assistance, who have been graduated at 
ftny College, or commenced the third stage of preparatory edu- 
cation, if they live within a hundred miles of Boston, shall apply 
to one of the Directors, in the same manner, as required of Under- 
graduates, producing like testimonials \ and shall be examined,, 
as above, relative to their qualifications, and object in pursuing 
theological studies ; which examination and testimonials must be 
satisfactory to this Board. But, if a Candidate in his third stage 
live more than a hundred miles from Boston, a certificate, as 
above, from three College Officers, or from the Bishop, the Epis- 
copal Standing Committee, the Presbytery, or the Association, in 
whose vicinity he lives, testifying his literary and other requisite 
qualifications, shall take the place of an examination by the Di- 
rectors ; and, in connexion with the requisite testimonials of in- 
digence, shall receive due consideration. 
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In the location of Beneficiaries* in each stage of education, 
due regard will be had to their feelings and to those of their 
friends, to local convenience, expense, and assistance. 

In applications for a share in this pious and sacred bounty, 
instances of gross fraud or imposition, should they occur, shall 
be publicly exposed, at the discretion of the Directors. 

The Directors shall hold stated quarterly meetings on the 
second Wednesdays of January, April, July, and October, at 10 
o'clock, A. M. 

Vottd x — That the three Senior Officers of the several Colleges 
in New England be authorized and requested to examine, in be- 
half of the American Society, &c. Candidates for the assistance 
of said Society, agreeably to the Constitution, and regulations of 
the Directors.* 

At a special meeting May 30, 1816, a Committee of nine 
gentlemen, was appointed, to apply to the Legislature of this 
Commonwealth for an Act of Incorporation. 

At a quarterly meeting of the Board July 10, 1816, Voted,— 
That each Director be requested, to invite such gentlemen, as 
he may think proper, in the District assigned him, to meet for 
the purpose of devising and adopting the best measures to cany 
into effect the objects of the Society, as expressed in the sixth 
Article of the Constitution ; but that, the preceding vote notwith- 
standing, no consultation be had by a Director in any District, 
wherein a Society fpr a similar object is already formed, without 
previous communication with the Officers of such Society. Also 
appointed a Committee, to attend to the communications, made 
by the Rev: Mr. Kingsbury ; and, should it be deemed expedi- 
ent, to appoint Agents in the middle and southernStates, to aid 
in promoting the object of this Society.

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Christian public, but & conviction, founded on well authenticated 
facts, of the real condition of almost every section in this vastly 
extended country, in which for fifty years past the population 
has so far outstripped all means of instruction, literary and reli- 
gious. 

In this connexion your Committee feel themselves compelled 
to give it, as their sober and decided opinion, that, as no species 
of knowledge is so necessary and interesting to the American 
Philosopher, Statesman, Patriot, and Christian, as a knowledge of 
the real condition of the inhabitants of this country with reference 
to the means of mental and tporal culture ; so a few thousand 
dollars could in no other way be so usefully expended, as in sup- 
porting a competent number of qualified Agents in collecting ma- 
terials, necessary to form statistical tables, exhibiting a just view 
of the literary and moral state of our country ; a view, which 
jdould not fail to affect every heart, that is not made of adamant, 
and to open every hand, that is not clenched by avarice, the most 
baleful, TiH such a view is exhibited, it is doubted, whether it 
be possible to procure an adequate remedy for an evil, at once 
so radical and universal, and yet so latent. The disease must 
be believed to eiist, before a physician, or a cure will be sought. 
But to return from this digression; if it be one. 

Though so much has not been effected by this infant Society, 
as pious benevolence might wish, or as sanguine zeal might .ex± 
pect ; yet, when it is recollected, that eleven months have not 
elapsed, since its organization; and that, ii) addition to the per- 
manent fund, more than $4000 have been collected for immediate 
use; by which 40 young men of hopeful piety, belonging to different 
States between Nova Scotia and the Missisippi Territory, have 
already been assisted, and are now, in different stages and seats 
of learning, prosecuting their studies with a sole view to the gos- 
pel ntiriistry ; the friends of Zion and of this Society, so far from 
being discouraged, must feel that they have great cause to give 
thanks and rejoice, that so much has been done in this holy cause, 
and that God has put it into the hearts of so many to subscribe 
with their hands, and to offer so willingly and liberally to this 
work of the Lord; and especially, that so many of those, whom 



he has denied the honor of teaching in his church, have so cheer- 
fully and promptly presented their offerings and ornaments for 
the education of young Nazarites, to serve at his altar. 

Permit us therefore in the name and behalf of the Directors 
to congratulate the members of this Society, and all friends of 
religion and of man, on what has been already effected by them 1 
for the advancement of the Redeemer's kingdom among our fel- 
low citizens ; and for the animating prospect of doing much more 
in future years, if our diligence, activity, fidelity, and zeal, bear 
due proportion to the nature, necessity, and magnitude of the 
work, in which we have engaged. " Who then is willing to 
consecrate his service this day unto the Lord ?" True' indeed, 
we are not, like Solomon, engaged in building a palace for /e- 
kovah y but in an enterprise greater, more glorious, that of rear- 
ing up 600Q Priests, to minister before Him in his temple. " Now 
therefore, our God, we thank and praise thy glorious name. 
But who are wej that we should be able to offer so willingly? 
For all things come of Thee. All this store, that we have pre- 
pared for Thy holy name, is all Thine own. O Lord God, keep 
this forever in the imagination of the thoughts of the heart of thy 
people, and prepare their heart unto Thee.— Wherefore, Be 
strong, and of good courage, and do it. Fear not, nor be dis- 
mayed ; for the Lord God, even our God, will be with you. He 
will not fail you, nor forsake you, until ye have finished all the 
work for the service of the house of the Lord.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 

IN THE YEAR OF OUR LORD, ONE THOUSAND EIGHT 
HUNDRED AND SIXTEEN. 

An Act to incorporate the American Society for the education of 
Pious Youth for the Gospel Ministry. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the Authority of 
the same, that William Phillips, Samuel Salisbury, Eliphalet 
Pearson, William Reed, Joshua Bates, Asa Eaton, Samuel H. 
Walley, and Aaron P. Cleveland, together with those, who have 
associated, and who may hereafter associate with them, be and 
are hereby incorporated and made a Body politic, by the name of 
The American Society for educating Pious Youth por the 
Gospel Ministry. And the Society aforesaid shall have perpetual 
succession, and may have a common Seal, which it shall be lawful 
for them to alter at pleasure; and may purchase and receive by 
gift, or devise, lands, tenements, and real estate of any kind, and 
the same hold in fee simple or less estate, the annual income and 
profits whereof shall not exceed the value of ten thousand dol- 
lars. And the said Society is hereby enabled to take and re- 
ceive subscriptions of charitably disposed persons, and may take 
any personal -estate in succession $ and all donations to the Soci- 
ety, either by subscription, legacy, or otherwise, (excepting such, 
as shall be differently appropriated by the Donors, or by a vote 
of the Society agreeably to their Constitution) shall make a part 
or be put into the capital Stock of the Society, which shall be 
put out on interest or good security, or otherwise improved to 
the best advantage, and the income or profits applied to the pur- 
pose of aiding indigent young men of talents and hopeful piety 
in acquiring a learned and competent education for the Gospel 
Ministry. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted, that the said Society may 
choose a President, Vice President, Clerk, Treasurer, and such 
other Officers, as they shall see fit ; and may at their first meeting 
under this incorporation by the vote of two thirds of the mem«* 
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bers present at said meeting, adopt such Constitution or system 
of Rules and Bye laws, as they shall think necessary for the or- 
derly conducting and executing the business of said Society, and 
for the most effectually securing, the object of their institution ; 
which Constitution or system of Rules and Bye laws shall be for 
the government of said Society, and shall not be altered at any 
subsequent meeting, but in the manner therein pointed out: Pro- 
vided such Rules and Bye laws be not repugnant to the Constitu- 
tion and laws of this Commonwealth* 

Section 3. Be it further enacted, that the Society aforesaid 
may at all times under the name, style, and title aforesaid, sue 
and be sued, plead and be impleaded, appear, prosecute, and 
defend to final judgment and execution, and may appoint an 
Agent or Agents, to prosecute and defend suits with power of 
substitution ; and it shall be lawful for the said Society to make 
sale of any estate or personal property, given or purchased, as 
aforesaid, or in any other way or right accruing to them in their 
corporate capacity (unless that, which is given, be otherwise ex- 
pressly ordered or appropriated by the Donor) and convey the 
same by deed or other legal instrument, duly executed ; and, 
when the property to be conveyed is real estate, under the hand 
of the Treasurer and the Seal of the Society : Provided that all 
monies, arising from such sale, be applied to the same use, to 
which the income thereof was before applied. 

Section 4. Be it further enacted, that William Phillips Es- 
quire be and hereby is authorized by notification, in any two of 
the newspapers, printed in Boston, to appoint the time and place 
of the first meeting of said Society.

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SERMON, 



EFHESIANB I. 10. 

That in the dispensation of the fulness of times, Be might gather 
together in one all things in Christ, both which are in heaven, 
and which are em earth ; even in JEm. 

X he human mind delights in order. Any 
scheme, well arranged in all its parts and regularly 
executed, is contemplated with pleasure. The more 
extensive the scheme, the greater the difficulties which 
oppose its progress, and the more various the charac- 
ters and events which are brought to bear upon it, 
the greater is our admiration, when all is happily ac- 
complished. This pleasure and admiration are felt, 
to a certain extent, without regard to the moral nature 
of the object pursued ; but how greatly are they in- 
creased, when the object is so great as to £11 the mind, 
and so excellent, as to gratify the best feelings of 
the soul ! There is no view, in which God appears 
more glorious, than as gathering together in one all 
things in Christ. The human race had apostatized. 
Bo great was their wickedness, that it repented God 



that He had made man on the earth* The Son of 
God came to save as. He came to His own ; bat 
His own received him not. He was despised and re- 
jected of men. He was taken, and by wicked hands 
crucified and slain. The Lord of angels and of men 
hung between two malefactors on the cross. That 
countenance, which, on the mount of transfiguration, 
shone as the sun, is now changed to the blackness of 
death ! The heavens are astonished, and veil their 
glories! The earth quakes ! The powers of darkness 
triumph ! But never, never was the plan of gathering 
together in one all things in Christ making more sure 
and rapid progress, than at this moment. 

Could we look into this plan, and discover some 
pf its bright features ; could we see the advances it 
is making ; could we, by the prophetic light of God's 
word, look forward, and rejoice in its further pro* 
gress ; could we be stimulated to cooperate with God 
in its accomplishment, — the design of this meeting 
would be happily answered. 

Our text expresses God's purpose, in revealing 
and publishing to the world the mystery of redemp- 
tion through the blood of Christ. « That in the dis- 
pensation of the fulness of times, He might gather 
together in one all things in Christ, both which are in 
heavep, and which are on earth ; even in Him." 

. What are we to understand by " the dispensa- 
tion of the fulness of times ?" A dispensation is an 
order of things, or economy, established by divine 
Providence. The church has, from the beginning, 
existed under various dispensations, or forms, accor- 
ding to God's appointment. In Eden it was under 
one dispensation ; the patriarchs were under another f 



Moses established one different from both the pre- 
ceding ; and we live under a dispensation distin- 
guished from them all. " The fulness of times" is 
the time, when the Savior came in the flesh. "When 
the fulness of the time was come, God sent forth his 
Son.' 9 — " The dispensation of the fulness of times" 
is, then, the order of things, which the Son of God in- 
traduced, when He appeared in the flesh, and over 
which He presides. Under this dispensation, God 
is gathering together in one all things in Christ, both 
which are in heaven, and which are on earth. 

Let us next enquire into the nature of the union 
mentioned in my text — The moral subjects of God's 
government are compared to a body, of which He is 
the head. The nobler faculties of man are consider- 
ed as residing in the head, to which the several mem- 
bers are so united, that they spontaneously obey its 
dictates. Whilst the body is in health, this union 
and subjection secure its order and happiness* Sim- 
ilar union ought to subsist between God and His ra- 
tional creatures. Man was originally holy, de- 
voted to the Lord. But the effect of the apostacy has 
been like that of convulsions in the human body. The 
limbs, acting without law, without concert, in opposi- 
tion to the dictates of the head, have lacerated each 
other, and reduced the body to a state of wild disor- 
der and wretchedness. Had it not been for the spar- 
ing mercy of God, in view of His glorious plan of 
reconciliation, death would have been the speedy con- 
sequence. Adored be the great Physician, who came 
to seek, and save that, which was lost, to reconcile 
us to God by Himself, and to bring all things into 



subjection to their Head, that aU may be gathered to- 
gether in one, in Him. 

All things are to be gathered together in one, 
"IN CHRIST." He is Head of all things. We 
can hare no higher idea of God, than what we receive 
by the Redeemer. Do we rise, through the things 
that are made, to the knowledge of the Creator $ — 
by whom were the worlds made? Do all things sub- 
sist by a divine energy ; — in whom does that energy 
reside ? Does the word of inspiration teach us the 
knowledge of God ;— to whom belongs the name, 
WORD OF GOD ? All this is revealed of Him, in 
whom God is gathering together in one all things. 

God is gathering together in one in Christ those, 
whom He hath chosen in Him, before the foundation 
of the world, that they should be holy and without 
blame before Him in love ; having predestinated them 
to the adoption of children, by Jeeue Christy to Him- 
self, according to the good pleasure of His will. Or,in 
another view of the subject, God is gathering togeth- 
er in one in Christ all, who hear, believe, and obey the 
gospel. With them, old things are passed away. 
Behold, all things are become new. They are one in 
Christ ; — one in their views, one in their affections, 
one in their pursuits, and one in their happiness. 

One in their views. It has pleased God to reveal 
to us the leading object of His moral government. 
This object is to glorify Himself, in the virtue 
and happiness of His creatures. In effecting this 
object we are required to take a part ; bat not a blind 
part. " He hath abounded towards us in all wisdom 
and prudence, having made known unto us the mys- 
tery of His will." That scheme, which prophets 



and righteous men desired to see, and in Mme glimp- 
ses of the glory of which they rejoiced ; that scheme, 
into which angels desire to look, and by which they 
learn the manifold wisdom of fitod, is revealed to us. 
We may enter into the views of God in creating man ; 
in sparing the human race, when they had tinned; 
in sanding His Son to be the propitiation ftr our 
sins ; in the various instituted means <of grace, by 
which He is reconciling sinners to Himself and 
building ihem up in holiness to a meetness far heav- 
enly felicity ; in requiring those, who have tasted 
the riches of divine grace, to preach and send the 
gospel to their perishing fellow sinners; in pouring 
out the Holy Spirit to .give efficacy to human exer- 
tions, that the earth may be filled with the glory of 
God. Into these general views, and into the design 
and tendency of particular doctrines, institutions, and 
duties, by which the great object is to be promoted, 
the Christian may enter. He does enter. He heart- 
ily enters ; for 

He is one with Christ in ejection. The views, at 
which we have glanced, ate not in the Christian 
merely speculative. They affect his heart They 
fill and animate his sonl* A world redeemed, re- 
deemed from every thing hateful and pernicious, 
formed to every .thing virtuous and excellent, coming 
together as -one body in Him, who is the chief among 
ien thousand, and altogether lovely, — what object 
can he imagine so glorious and captivating ? He feels, 
net only, the excellence of the ultimate object of 
Christianity ; but of its particular precepts, doctrine^ 
and institutions* The law is in his view holy, just 
and good. He esteems all God's precepts, concern- 



ing all things, to be right. He knows, that the most 
laborious and selfdenying duties have an adequate 
object. He approves the impartiality of the divine 
law, which has subjected himself, in common with hit 
fellow creatures, to the same rule of righteousness. 
What, though a sense of the spirituality of the law * 
cuts off all hopes of salvation by its works ? He 
readily condemns himself. He adores the wisdom and 
goodness of God, even in those terrors, which arouse 
him to flee from the wrath to come. And, with what 
satisfaction does he read and hear of that salvation, 
which is of grace to all them who believe ! Those pe- 
culiar doctrines of the gospel, which once appeared to 
him unintelligible, useless, and absurd, now appear 
glorious, and adapted to what he feels to be his con- 
dition, as a sinner. Christ crucified is all his confi- 
dence, all his boast. Divine grace is now his whole 
dependence. Now he feels new motives to devote 
himself as a living sacrifice, holy and acceptable to 
God. The excellence of His commandments, the 
incitement of gratitude and love, a consciousness of 
almighty aid and strength, — these urge him forward 
in the path of duty. Nor do these feelings evapor- 
ate in towering and general views. He descends, 
with sweet composure and satisfaction, to the private 
graces and virtues. He approves, he loves, he cher- 
ishes that pure, and benevolent, and devout spirit, 
which adorns social and domestic life, and is seen of 
God in secret. With the same views and feelings, 
which brought Christ from heaven to earth, for the 
salvation of men, he desires the building up of His 
kingdom ; yet he stretches not himself beyond his 
measure. He rejoices to behold persons of greater 



talents than himself employed in more honorable ser- 
vices than he can perform. He rejoices, that the sil- 
ver and the gold are the Lord's, that the hearts of 
kings and of the wise are in His hands, that the na- 
tions will be willing in the day of His power ; and 
he prays in faith, " thy kingdom come, thy will be 
done, in earth as it is in heaven/' He indulges no 
private interests or affections inconsistent with this 
grand object, or with the methods by which it is to 
be promoted, go far as he understands the scheme 
of redemption, it appears to him worthy of all accep- 
tation. He judges what he cannot fully comprehend, 
by the known wisdom and goodness of the Author. 
If he have any prejudices, which he cannot reconcile 
with the word of inspiration, he lays them at the foot 
of the cross, willing that the wisdom of God, though 
enveloped in mystery, should stand. He would not 
alter an iota of the word of God, were it put in his 
power. No, such is his affectionate confidence in 
the wisdom, goodness, and power of Jehovah, that 
he wishes him to be all and in all. 

This implies, that the Christian is pursuing the 
same object with his Lord. We are creatures of af- 
fection. What is uppermost in our hearts will gov- 
ern our conduct. We may have some degree of af- 
fection to subordinate objects. Such objects we shall 
readily sacrifice to that, which we supremely love. 
Now the Christian, viewing with supreme affection 
that cause, for which his Lord came into this world, 
and labored, and died, will willingly spend and be 
spent in the same cause. If there be an interference 
of interests, must not this prevail? Christ is the 
Head. We are the members. If we be alive in 
Him, we shall hot be idle. 

a 
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I hardly need observe, thai the happine$$ of per- 
sons of this character is one with that of their Head. 
Is knowledge a source of happiness, — that scheme, 
which has, from the beginning, occupied the divine 
mind, and called forth the willing services of angels, 
is opened to their inspection. Their views, formed 
under the light of inspiration, and the guidance of the 
Holy Spirit, are continually becoming more correct 
and enlarged. Although, in the present imperfect 
state, they see only as through a glass darkly, they 
shall hereafter see face to face* Their enlarged and 
ever improving faculties will always find new wonders 
to fill and amaze them. Does the success of a cause, 
which we love, and to which we are devoted, gratify 
the soul,— the more christians know of the nature and 
object of Christ's kingdom, the more will they approve 
and love. If this cause, which engages their supreme 
affection, absorbs every other interest, and calls forth 
all their energies, prevail, how can their best hopes 
be disappointed ? When the Savior sees the travail 
of His soul, and is satisfied, the same views will also 
satisfy them. "Father, I will, that they also, whom 
thou hast given me, be with me, where I am, that they 
may behold my glory, which thou hast given me." 

Such is a faint sketch of the union of believers 
with Christ their Head. But what shall we say of 
the unlimited expression in my text, " that He might 
gather together in one all things, in Christ ?" Only 
intelligent and moral beings are capable of the views, 
affections, pursuits, and joys, which have been des- 
cribed. 

Whether the expression " all things" may, with- 
out doing violence to the original text, be restricted 
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to moral agents, I will not attempt to decide. There 
is an important sense, in which the animal and mate- 
rial worlds are subservient to the moral kingdom of 
Christ. They are given to man. They serve to sap- 
port and cheer him in the service of his Lord, and 
thus indirectly promote that cause for which man la- 
bors. When men are united to Christ, they bring 
with them into His service all that is under their con- 
trol. All, even the minutest creatures, animate and 
inanimate, form part of that magnificent system, of 
which Christ is the Head, and which will ultimately 
subserve His glory. 

Even those moral agents, who have sinned, and ' 
continue obstinate in rebellion, are subject to the 
power of the Lord. He can either restrain, or over- 
rule their malignity. At the day of the manifestation 
of all things, He will be glorified in His treatment of 
impenitent sinners and rebel angels. This seems to 
be the meaning of that scripture, " that at the name 
of Jesus every knee should bow, of things in heaven, 
and things in earth, and things under the earth, and 
that every tongue should confess, that Jesus Christ 
is Lord, to the glory of God the Father." The dev- 
ils confessed our Lord, whilst He was on earth, to be 
the Son of God. All moral agents, who refuse to bow 
before Him in affectionate homage, will be forced to 
acknowledge His glory, and bend to His power. 
Those, who obstinately refuse to embrace His mercy, 
will illustrate His justice, and truth, and holiness, by 
enduring the penalty of His law. In this view, all 
things will be " put under His feet." 

God is also gathering together in one all things in 
Christ, " which are in heaven*" Many happy souls, 
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who were united to Him on earth, are now removed 
to His immediate presence. And do they cease to ac- 
knowledge Him as their Head? Do they cease to 
entertain the same views, to cherish the same affec- 
tions, to pursue the same object, or to partake of the 
same happiness with Him? They are, on the con- 
trary, more nearly united to Him, They behold 
more of His glory. They have clearer views of the 
manner, in which all things are conspiring to advance 
His cause. Their love is invigorated. They mingle 
their songs and services with those of angels. They 
worship in tjie immediate presence of the great object 
of their affection. Mast not their happiness be great, 
beyond our power of conception ? There are also* 
in close union with the Redeemer, those antient saints, 
who waited in faith for His manifestation. There 
is Abraham, the father of the faithful, and a train of 
worthies, whose hearts were renewed by the Holy 
Ghost, and who trusted in a promised Redeemer. 
With what rapture would they, like good old Sime- 
on, have embraced the child Jesus, might they have 
beheld Him on earth ! With what transport have 
they hailed Him ascending from the grave, after hav- 
ing actually paid the ransom, in anticipation of which 
they had hope and salvation ! There, it is probable, 
that most of us may say ; there are some of the dear 
friends, with whom we once took sweet counsel, and 
walked to the house of God in company. O, how 
close and endearing must be the union of the spirits 
of just men made perfect, .beholding the face of their 
Redeemer in righteousness, and being satisfied with 
His likeness ! 
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The holy angels are also united with Christ 
They are His creatures ; and there is no reason to 
doubt, bat their superior knowledge excites in them 
proportionable affection, zeal and delight Are they 
not all ministering spirits, sent forth to minister to 
those, who will be heirs of salvation ? Do they not 
encamp around the righteous ? Were they not oar 
Savior's constant attendants, busily employed in the 
affairs of His kingdom, from His birth to the mourn- 
fill scene in Gethsemane ? Did they serve without 
any knowledge of His views, without any affection, 
without any bond of union to their Lord? No, 
though their relation to Christ be, in some respects, 
different from that of sinners, and although we can 
know nothing of its peculiar nature, this does not di- 
minish the evidence of their union with Him. Their 
sphere of service is different from ours $ but the great 
object is the same, the glory of their Head. Who 
can doubt, bnt the affections and delight, with which 
they pursue this object, are of the same nature, that 
holy beings of an inferior order experience? 

There is also a union between angels and saints, 
through their common Head, If angels now minis- 
ter to us, and learn by the church the manifold wis- 
dom of God, may not we hereafter repay their kind 
attentions, and behold new wonders of wisdom and 
goodness from God's peculiar dispensations towards 
them, and the inhabitants of other worlds ? 

From this subject, and particularly from the na- 
ture of the union between Christ and believers, we 
are led to reflect on the nature and reality of experi- 
mental religion. It consists in participating the

views, feelings, pursuits and happiness of oar bles- 
sed Redeemer. Is it delusion to contemplate the di- 
vine character and government, and redemption 
through the blood of Christ, as God has revealed 
them ? May not the plan of gathering together in 
one all things in Christ, the progress it is now mak- 
ing, and its future accomplishment appear a solemn 
reality ? May it not captivate the mind, and raise 
it above earthly vanities and interests ? May it not 
warm the affections, and animate the soul to zeal and 
perseverance in the work of the Lord, and fill it with 
all joy, and peace, and triumph? May not these 
views, these affections, these exertions, and these 
joys flow from a consistent belief in God's word, and 
a just estimation of eternal things P Or must all this 
be delusion ? In other pursuits, men are not asham- 
ed to show, that their affections are engaged, that 
their happiness depends on success* Who condemns,- 
who does not approve the enthusiasm of the young 
artist, scholar, or philanthropist? And what is their 
object, compared with saving sinners from death, re. 
conciling them to God, uniting them to the kingdom, 
yea to the body of Christ? May not Christians be 
conscious of being thus united ? May not the expe- 
rience of such union be a foretaste of heavenly joy ? 
If this be enthusiasm, may it spread ; and may God 
hasten the time, when, like an overbearing flood, it 
shall fill the earth. 

My respected hearers, allow me, with faithful- 
ness, to press the inquiry on your consciences, are 
you gathered together in one in Christ? Are your 
views, affections, pursuits, and joys the same, as His 
were, when in the flesh He set us an example? If: 
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there be such a union, as has been described, between 
Christ and His disciples ; if this were what He had 
in view, when He prayed, " that they all may be 
one, as thou, Father art in me, and I in thee, that 
they also may be one in us," — how dark must that 
mind be, which can see no wisdom or glory in the pe- 
culiarities of the gospel ! How perverted those af- 
fections, which are not warmed in view of this scheme 
of sovereign grace to reconcile all things to God ! 
How misguided the exertions, which are not directed 
to this object ! How delusive the hopes of happiness, 
which do not flow from such union! Do any enter- 
tain different views of the essential features of the 
gospel, and of the glory of the Redeemer ; are any 
attempting to lay another foundation, or to establish 
another gospel, and placing their happiness in suc- 
cess, whilst the simplicity of the true gospel is to 
them a stumbling block or foolishness, — how will 
they be prepared to rejoice in the triumph of the 
cross ? What pleasure will it afford them, to be, 
where Christ is, and to behold His glory ? His glo- 
ry consists in what they despised and opposed. His 
favorite children are those, whom they hated and 
contemned. Their ow;n speculations are vanished, 
like shades of night before the rising sun. It is too 
late to form new views, and to give a new current to 
their affections. The day of probation is past, that 
of retribution come. Must they not eternally remain 
enemies to that, -to which they were not reconciled 
during their probationary season? How important 
then the inquiry, to every individual, am I gathered 
together with the friends of God, in one in Christ? 
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We may see in the light of this subject, what 
ought to be the union among Christians, and their 
feelings and treatment one to another. All real 
Christians are united in their views of the leading 
object of the gospel. They have such views of the 
purity and spirituality of God's law, that they feel 
their own depravity, guilt, and wretchedness. They 
are united in reposing humble and implicit confidence 
in the wisdom of Christ and the instructions of His 
word, in the efficacy of His atoning blood, and in His 
ability to save, to the uttermost, all who come to the 
Father by Him. They devote themselves unreserv- 
edly to His service. They desire to grow up into 
Him, in all things, who is the Head, even Christ. 
Their views, their affections, their interest, and their 
hopes are united iu the same great object, and in its 
essential and leading features. Must they not then 
feel as brethren ? " By this shall all men know that 
ye are my disciples, if ye have love, one to another." 
Merciful Jesus ! Are these thy words ? Where 
then have been thy disciples, for so many ages, whilst 
different sects have, in thy name, been opposing, a- 
busing, persecuting, and slaughtering each other? 
Has Christ, since Paul's day, been divided ? Have 
any of the leaders of sects been crucified for their fol- 
lowers ? Yet how lamentably have party distinctions 
and interests been magnified, above the vital princi- 
ples of the gospel ! 

If men only contended about what they believe 
essential to a saving union with Christ, and would 
contend, however earnestly, with christian temper, 
we should not wonder ; we could not blame them. 
Christian union cannot be expected among those, 
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who do not hold, or who do not consider each ether 
as holding, to the same Head. Bat errors, not in. 
consistent with onion to Christ, ought not to estrange 
Christians from each other. 

That then should he difference in some minute 
views of Christian doctrine, duty, and expediency! 
among those, who drink with humble faith and holy 
relish from the same consecrated fountain, is no won- 
der. Infinite Wisdom seems purposely to have left 
some things to be regulated by human prudence, ac- 
cording to the various circumstances of different ages 
and nations. Such, it is conceived, are many circum- 
stances respecting the forms of worship, the mode of 
administering special ordinances, distributing ecclesi- 
astical power, and maintaining Christian discipline. 
It would be no wonder, if Christians, living at remote 
parts of the earth, and having received those religious 
views, forms, and customs, which are not expressly 
taught in scripture, modified through the lapse of ages, 
by the influence of climate, education, domestic habits, 
and civil institutions, should acquire such different out- 
ward appearances, as hardly to know each other. Bnt 
if, instead of contending about differences of minor 
importance, they would inquire, whether they could 
have communion of heart on the great subjects of vi- 
tal religion ; if they would inquire after repentance 
towards God, and faith, unreserved faith, in the Lord 
Jesus Christ 5 if they would sympathize with each 
other in their mournful feelings of regret for sin, and 
for their daily imperfections, and distance from God, 
in their confidence in Christ's atoning blood, and in 
their hungering and thirsting after righteousness j if 
they would mingle their songs of praise to Him, that

loved them, and washed them from their sins in fab 
own blood, and is making them kings and priests to 
God and His Father; would they feel an inclination 
to be at war? Would they endanger the great inter. 
est of Christ to build up a party ? If after such com- 
munion of heart, and under its influence, they should 
inquire into the views arid circumstances, in which 
their differences originated, would they not, in view 
of these circumstances, at least tolerate each other in 
their different practices? What disposition might 
afterwards remain to discuss points of difference, like 
those, to which we just alluded, I cannot say. Nor 
can it be foreseen, whether the different sects, which 
divide every part of the Christian world, will aver 
renounce their peculiarities, so as customarily to unite 
in worship and ordinances. Different congregations 
may retain, till the second coming of Christ, some of 
their distinguishing modes and forms. But will they 
make them essential? Will they put them in place 
of the body of Christ? Will they feel more satis- 
faction in drawing a few to their own particular 
views, than in seeing sinners gathered to Christ? 

There are, without doubt, at the present day, 
many secular interests and unhallowed animosities, 
as well as pardonable prejudices, prompting the zeal, 
with which different sects, who held evangelical 
principles, contend. But until these be subdued, and 
Christians are disposed to love, and to mingle, at least 
occasionally, in every religious act with those, who 
love the Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity, the Church 
will never be raised to her native beauty and digni- 
ty; she will not appear clear as the sun, fair as the 
moon, and terrible as an army with banners. 
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Probably no one thing, except the natural oppo- 
sition of the human heart to divine truth, has so much 
impeded the progress of the gospel, as jealousies and 
discord among Christians. Instead of uniting all 
their energy to oppose the common enemy, too many 
waste their strength in mutual contentions. Instead 
of building, with united and affectionate zeal, the 
house of God, too many are idly disputing, in what 
form it shall be built. 

Whilst we see much to lament of party feeling 
among different sects, we may also notice much to 
approve ; much, which has taken place within a few 
years, to cheer the hearts of affectionate Christians. 
The union, in various parts of the world, of different 
denominations in bible and other charitable societies; 
the influence of a truly catholic and evangelical work, 
published under the influence of the episcopal church 
in Great Britain, and extensively patronized by per- 
sons of various sects in this country ; the Christian 
treaty between powerful sovereigns, who rule nations 
of different religious establishments in Europe ; the 
intercommunion of Baptists and Congregationalists 
in Asia ; all tend to compose the differences between 
the members of Christ, to lead them to look more at 
essentials, and dispose them to walk together in love 
wherein they are agreed. 

Do not the signs of the times conspire with the 
revealed* purposes of God to cheer the hopes and 
raise the expectations of the friends of Zion ? I^ift 
up your eyes, and behold the vast fields, in every 
quarter of the globe, that are white already to the 
harvest* Who are these, that fly, as a cloud, and as 
doves to their windows? The first fruits of the Spi- 
rit are already manifest in every climate and region 
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of the terifct The delusive and hideous phantoms 
ef paganism are vanishing, before the light of the Sua 
<tf righteousness* The temples of idols are shaken* 
Their worshippers are deserting then. Pagan ins& 
tutioes are crumbling to dust, at the voice of the an- 
gel flying through the midst of heaven, having the 
everlasting gospel, to preach to them, that dwell on 
the earth. Many among the heathen are looking to 
Jesus, as their only hope. Sons, who, hut for the 
seal of Christians would have been sacrificed to idols, 
are grown up in their youth, and sanctified to the 
Iford* Daughters, who would have been devoted to 
lust and wretchedness, are polished after the simili- 
tude of a palace, and wrought into God's building. 
Is not the Creator asserting His right to role ? Are 
not the friends of Immauuei animated ? Are not fer+ 
vent prayers, mingled with much alms and many 
thanksgivings, ascending up continually before God? 
What charitable institution has of late years failed 
of support? How have many flourished, beyond the 
most sanguine expectations of their projectors, and 
friends ! Is it not apparent, that the set time to favor 
Zion has come? How rapid and glorious is the 
gathering to Christ I 

What Christian does not feel animated with such 
views? Who will withhold his aid? Who does 
not burn with holy zeal to be a worker together with 
God, in so glorious a cause ? Tou will n«w have 
opportunity. Reflection on the immense harvest to 
be gathered in has led to fervent prayers to the Lord 
of the harvest, that He will send forth laborers into 
Bis harvest But prayers must be accompanied with 
efforts. This Society has been formed to concentrate 
these efforts. Its object io sufficiently known. The 



need of minister* has been repeatedly and ably ex- 
posed. In this country, there is hardly one, where 
four are needed ; and there are many millions, many 
hundred millions of our race, to whom the gospel has 
not yet been proclaimed. Many young meny who 
are hopefully devoted to their Redeemer, are waiting, 
anxiously waking, only for the means of being qual- 
ified by a suitable education, to devote themselves to 
the ministry. From such, if educated by a sacred 
charity for this purpose, what exertions may we not 
expect 

There is just cause for regret* not only that min- 
isters are so few, but that they are not distributed, 
even in this country, as impartial benevolence would 
geem to require. There are many stations for great 
usefulness, which possess few other attractions,, and 
are utterly neglected. Candidates* consulting their 
own inclination and the wishes of their friends, pre- 
fer settling nearer home, in more populous and culti- 
vated places ; and openings of this kind, where there 
appears to be room for usefulness* are sufficiently nu- 
merous to take up ministers ef talents. It is well 
known* that missionary societies have found it ex- 
tremely difficult to engage suitable persons in their 
employment. But may we not hope* that young men 
educated by a sacred charity, will feel more disposed 
to make personal sacrifices in view of the general in- 
terest* and will particularly respect the judgment of 
disinterested patrons? It may be the design of Prov- 
idence* with respect to many of these* that "the wil- 
derness and solitary place shall be glad for them* 
and the desert shall rejoice, and blossom as the rose." 

Will you then hold up their hands* and cheer 
their hearts* and enable them to go and gather those* 



who are ready to perish, together in Christ? Will 
you, now your feelings are engaged, fix the heavenly 
glow in yonr hearts ? Will yon not, by contributing 
of your substance, add a new bond to your union 
with Christ and His redeemed ? 

What you now give may be compared to grain 
sent to a destitute people, not for immediate consump- 
tion ; but for seed. Fix your attention on some pi- 
ous youth, who may be waiting for the assistance of 
this society, that he may obtain a suitable education 
for the ministry. It is not an unreasonable supposi- 
tion, that the contribution now to be taken up may be 
sufficient to educate at least one. Suppose him to be 
able, zealous, prudent, and successful. He may be 
the means of converting a hundred sinners to the 
Lord. What a delightful thought! An hundred 
souls saved from death, and gathered together in one 
in Christ ! But do not stop here : — among these are 
some faithful fathers, who will command their child- 
ren and households after them ; and they shall keep 
the way of the Lord. Among these are some faith* 
ful mothers, who will educate Samuels and Timo- 
thys for the service of religion. Look forward a few 
generations, and how incalculable the increase! 
What will you say, how will you feel, when the 
building of God shall be completed, and the head 
stone thereof shall be brought forth, with shoutings, 
grace, grace ? What part will you then wish you 
had borne in erecting it ? May I not, with proprie- 
ty, adopt the words of St Paul, on an occasion less 
interesting than the present, and say, « He that sow- 
eth sparingly, shall reap also sparingly ; and he that 
seweth bountifully, shall reap also bountifully."

REPORT. 

The Directors of " the American Society for educating 
Pious Youth for the Gospel Ministry/ 9 in presenting their sec- 
ond annnal Report, congratulate their associated brethren, on 
the increasing influence and pleasing prospects of the Society* 

The Directors have endeavored to transact the business of 
the Society in a manner, consistent with the liberal principles 
of the Constitution, and best calculated to promote the benevo- 
lent design of the members and patrons of the Institution. And 
although they have not been able to accomplish all, that could 
have been desired ; yet they are confident, that the incipient 
operations of the Society have been more effective and success- 
ful, than the most sanguine of its friends anticipated. 

Since the last annual meeting sixty-five young men have 
been received, as beneficiaries of the Society ; which number, 
added to the forty, who had been received during the preceding 
year, makes the whole number, who have received assistance 
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from the funds of the Society, in the course of this year, on* 
hundred and jive.—Of these one only was in the third stage of 
education, when examined and admitted bj the Directors ; and 
he, having completed his theological studies and received a call 
to settle in the ministry, will no longer need the assistance of 
the Society.— Five others have finished their course of study at 
College. Two of these, in a letter to the Directors, express a 
deep sense of their obligations to the Society, and their inten- 
tion, by theft* own exertions, to defray their expenses, while 
pursuing their theological studies. From the other three, no 
direct communication has been received, since they were grad- 
uated. But, it is believed, that they will all be able to complete 
their theological education without farther assistance. — Twenty* 
nine on the list of beneficiaries, are now in the second stage of 
education, pursuing their classical and scientific studies in sev- 
eral of our Universities and Colleges. They of course will need 
farther assistance. — The remaining seventy young men, under 
the patronage of the Society, are yet in the first stage of educa- 
tion, either in Academies, or with private instructors. Those 
will therefore necessarily look for aid to the funds of the Socie- 
ty, for several years to come. 

In examining candidates for the charity of the Society, the 
Directors have endeavored to be faithful to the trust reposed in 
them. They have taken every practicable precaution to guard 
against deception, and to prevent a misapplication of the funds. 
They have accordingly required ample and explicit testimoni- 
als ; and devoted much time to patient investigation. A stand- 
ing Committee of the Board has uniformly met, on the day pre- 
ceding each stated quarterly meeting, for the purpose of receiv- 
ing applications and examining candidates.* They have, how- 
ever, scrupulously confined the examination to the three grand 
points of qualification, recognized in the Constitution, piety, 
talents, and indigence. Accordingly they have admitted, as 
beneficiaries, young men who are members of churches of five 
different denominations. It has indeed been their constant aim 
to keep out of sight, as much as possible, all those external dis- 
tinctions, which separate real Christians ; and to afford encour- 
agement to genuine piety and real talents, wherever they were 
found.

It has likewise been the desire of the Directors to guard 
against the influence of local circumstances, and personal con- 
siderations, in appropriating the funds of the Society. While 
they have placed, on the list of beneficiaries, all who have given 
satisfactory evidence of their possessing the requisite qualifica- 
tions 5 they have endeavored faithfully, though with tenderness, 
to reject the applications of those, with whom they were not sat- 
isfied. While they have examined with patience and fidelity 
all applicants, living within a hundred miles of Boston ; they 
have been particular in requesting those gentlemen, whom they 
have authorised and desired to act for them, as examining com- 
mittees at a greater distance, to use the utmost care in ascer- 
taining the qualifications of the candidates, whom they recom- 
mend to the Board. It will be found by reference to the rec- 
ords of the Directors, that there are among the beneficiaries, na- 
tives of eight of the United States. 

The Directors have also felt it their duty, and have careful- 
ly endeavored, to keep the interest of the Society distinct from 
that of any particular literary institution. They have intended 
to favor no one seminary of learning to the exclusion ,of others. 
Accordingly the Society has beneficiaries in ten different Colle- 
ges and six different Academies, Reside a few with private in- 
structors. Indeed, they have uniformly been permitted to pursue 
their studies, where they have found it most convenient and 
economical. 

In order to prevent a waste of the sacred funds of the Socie- 
ty, the Directors have in no case pledged themselves to furnish 
a full support to those, whom they have placed on this charitable 
foundation. They simply assure to those, who^continue to prove 
themselves worthy of encouragement, such temporary grants as 
in the judgment of the Board, may enable them with the 
strictest economy, the aid of friends, and their own personal 
exertions, to meet their necessary expenses. For this purpose a 
circular letter has been addressed to each of the beneficiaries.* 

Considering it to be one object of the Institution to raise the 
standard of ministerial qualifications, as well as to increase the 
number of pious and learned ministers, the Directors have uni- 
formly refused to grant pecuniary assistance to applicants, who

intend to enter on tbo work of the ministry without a College 
education. 

In addition to the vote of the Directors last year, by which, 
the three Senior Officers of the several Colleges in New Eng- 
land were authorised and requested, to examine, in behalf of 
the Society, candidates for assistance in their respective vicini- 
ties, according to the Constitution of the Society and the regu- 
lations of the Directors ; — they have this year authorised and re- 
quested the three Senior Officers of Hamilton College and Un- 
ion College in New York, and of Columbia College in South 
Carolina, to perform for the Society the same service in their 
respective vicinities. They have likewise authorised and re- 
quested the Rev. Dr. Palmer, Dr. Percy, Nathaniel Ruasel and 
Timothy Ford, Esquires, to act, as an examining Committee in 
Charleston, (S. C.) and its vicinity. 

For a knowledge of the state of the funds, the Directors 
would refer to the Treasurer's account and the Auditor's re- 
port. Though the means of affording assistance have hitherto 
increased with the increasing number of beneficiaries, so that 
the Directors have not been obliged to reject a single applicant, 
with whose qualifications they were satisfied ; yet they have not 
been without solicitude, lest they should increase the number 
beyond the resources of the treasury ; and thus disappoint the 
reasonable expectations of those pious young men, who have 
been encouraged to place themselves under the patronage of the 
Society. Accordingly they have endeavored, by personal ex- 
ertions, by soliciting subscriptions, by forming auxiliary socie- 
ties, and by employing agents in various parts of the country, to 
open new sources, and thus to augment the funds in proportion 
to the increasing number of beneficiaries. Among other means, 
they have thought it expedient to publish a second address to 
the public* 

In conclusion of the report, it is obvious to remark, that the 
members and benefactors of the Society have much to encour- 
age them, to persevere in the attempt to replenish our churches 
with able and faithful pastors, and to supply the destitute re- 
gions of our country with pious and learned ministers. It is 
true, much labor must be performed and powerful efforts made,

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before the Society will obtain an influence, adequate to the im- 
portance of its benevolent object— before the estimated defi- 
ciency of six thousand ministers in our own country will be 
supplied ; and a competent number of missionaries for the hea- 
then world to be raised up and qualified for their work. But 
from a view of the progress of the Society, during the first two 
years of its existence, we have surely reason to anticipate much 
from its future and more extended exertions. The sphere of 
its operations is indeed rapidly increasing ; and there is much 
reason to believe, that by prudent management and persevering 
exertions, its influence may soon be extended through the Uni- 
ted States ; and every portion of our country be made to partici- 
pate in its labors and benefits. 

Brethren, let us be excited to diligence and perseverance. 
While we u pray the Lord of the harvest, to send forth laborers 
into his harvest ;" let our exertions accord with the spirit of this 
prayer — let us freely contribute of our substance, and cheerful- 
ly devote a portion of our time, to obtain the object of our 
Association. Let us not relax our exertions, till a pious and 
learned minister is furnished for every thousand souls in our 
country, and a competent number of qualified missionaries for 
every heathen land-— till we see verified in fact, what the belov- 
ed apostle saw in vision ; " an angel, flying through the midst of 
heaven, having the everlasting gospel, to preach unto them that 
dwell on the earth, and to every nation, and kindred, and 
tongue, and people"— till complete and perfect obedience is 
paid to the high command ; " Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature 4 '— till the messengers of sal- 
vation shall visit every human family, and this song of joy and 
gladness be on every human tongue ; " How beautiful upon the 
mountains are the feet of him, that bringeth glad tidings, that 
publisheth peace ; that bringeth good tidings of good ; that saith 
«nto Zipn, thy God reigneth !" 



NOTE A. 

The Directors have experienced much inconvenience from 
the application of some, who had paid no attention to classical 
studies. In such cases, the examination consumes more time, 
and furnishes a less decisive test of talents. It is certainly de- 
sirable, that no one should apply, without spending at least three 
months previously in classical studies. 



NOTE B, 

Circular letter referred to in the preceding report 

Dear Sjs, 

The Directors of " the American Society for educating Pi* 
ous Youth for the Gospel Ministry, 9 ' having placed yon on the 
foundation, as a beneficiary, think it proper to state to you ex* 
plicitly, what will be expected of you, and what course you must 
pursue, in order to be continued on this foundation. 

It can scarcely be necessary to remind you, that the interest 
of this Institution forbids us to grant any individual more, than 
is absolutely necessary, to enable him to obtain a suitable edu- 
cation for the ministry, upon the most economical plan $ or to 
inform you, that every beneficiary will be expected to procure 
from his friends and by his personal exertions as much of his 
support, as possible. 

The Constitution of the Society expressly provides, that no 
person shall " be continued on this foundation, whose Instructor 
or Instructors shall not annually exhibit to the Directors satis- 
factory evidence, that in point of genius, diligence, literary 
progress, morals and piety, he is a proper character to receive 
this sacred charity ; in addition to which, each beneficiary, after 
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his admission into an y College, shall annually exhibit to the 
Directors a written declaration, that it continues to be his seri- 
ous purpose, if his life be spared, to devote that life to the gospel 
ministry."— In accordance with this provision, the Directors 
have resolved, that beneficiaries, in the first stage of education, 
shall be considered on probation for three months ; at the close 
of which term, such constitutional evidence shall be furnished 
by their Instructors, before they can receive further assistance* 

This information, however, will not enable the Directors to 
judge, how much aid may be necessary for each beneficiary. As 
ofteB, therefore, as you wish for farther assistance from the 
funds of the Society, it will be expected, that you make direct 
application by letter, addressed to one of the Directors. In 
which letter you will, without reserve, state your necessities ; 
carefully noting any change in your pecuniary circumstances ; 
exhibiting an accurate account of your necessary expenses j 
mentioning any assistance, which you may have obtained, or 
which you may have reason to expect, from other sources ; and 
in general making a full communication of every fact and cir- 
cumstance, which may tend to give the Directors a clear view of 
your situation. 

The Directors require this particular and frequent commu- 
nication of your* circumstances $ because they conceive it to be 
the best method of obtaining that information, which alone can 
enable them to apportion the benefactions of the Society judic- 
iously ; and because they feel it to be their indispensable duty, 
to use the utmost economy in appropriating the funds of the 
Society. 

Hoping, that by your diligence in the acquisition of knowl- 
edge, and by cultivating a spirit of piety and benevolence, you 
will become qualified for the important work of the ministry, we 
commend you to God, through our Lord Jesus Christ.

NOTE C. 

Mireu referred to in the preceding report. 

In the present appeal to the public, we shall take it for 
granted that our fellow-Christians and fellow-citizens at large 
are not now .to be informed of the existence, or of the nature 
and objects of the Society, whose cause we plead. A pam- 
phlet containing its Constitution and Address has been, for more 
than a year, in extensive circulation. To that pamphlet, to the 
sermons printed by the Society, and the annual Report of the 
Directors, we must refer 'those, who wish for particular infor- 
mation respecting the design of the institution, and its claims 
on the patronage of the community* 

Of facts, estimates and arguments, already before the pub- 
lie, a minute recapitulation would he obviously improper. We 
are confident likewise, that it is unnecessary. The very design 
nation of the Society in whose behalf we speak, tarries in it a 
powerful appeal to the hearts of Christians. The design of erf* 
mating pious yeuthfor the Gospel ministry, cannot fail instan- 
taneously to commend itself to every friend of God and man. 

With all who believe in Revelation, it is an acknowledged 
and familiar principle, that the Christian ministry is the great 
standing ordinance of Heaven, for the conversion and salvation 
of men. It is to the blessing of God on this institution, that 
the progress and influence of Christianity in the world are to be 
principally ascribed. The fact is attested by the experience of 
eighteen centuries. Other means, it is acknowledged, hate 
their important place and use. The dissemination of the writ* 
ten word is an essential requisite, not merely to the prosperity, 
but to the existence of religion in a community. But the sacred 
Scripture itself, without a standing ministry to expound its doc- 
trines, and administer its ordinances, has opposed an unavail- 
ing resistance to human ignorance and depravity. For want of 
pious and well instructed preachers, many portions of New- 
England, the most favored region of the United States, have 
scarcely to this hour emerged from a state of heathenism. To 
the same cause it is owing, that other portions, once the abode 
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•f Christian institutions, and Christian piety, hate gone back 4e 
a condition of gross ignorance and stupidity* 

Nor let it be forgotten, that while it is tile grand aim of 
Christianity to train man for future blessedness, it sheda the 
most benign influence on his present condition. It is the best 
friend of literature, bf science, and the arts ; the guardian of 
liberty; the support of government; the cement of society ; the 
source of all that adorns and sweetens life. To preserve, then, 
and to perpetuate the Christian ministry, is a first dictate of 
patriotism and philanthropy, as well as of piety. Who that 
feels fer his country, and his species, can forbear to cherish an 
institution connected, by so many ligaments, with whatever ia 
interesting and precious to human beings ? What man of re- 
ligion, or of sensibility, would not weep to think, that in this 
land, once blest with a singular plentitude of religious instruc- 
tion, there should be experienced the heaviest of divine judg- 
ments, a famine of the word of the Lord? 

In intimating a danger of this kind, we do not sound a false 
or needless alarm ; we do but echo the apprehensions of every 
well informed and reflecting mind. We refer to /acts, too evi-i 
dent to be disputed, too obvious to be overlooked, too serious to 
be trifled with. For many years, the number of qualified Gos- 
pel ministers, compared with the population of our country, has 
been gradually, but rapidly diminishing.. While the most favor- 
ed sections in the community are hut imperfectly supplied, im- 
mense regions are absolutely desolate ; and thousands upon 
thousands go down to the grave, from year to year, uninstructed 
and unwarned. In a word, the fact is undeniable, that millions 
of the inhabitants, of these United States are destitute of the sta- 
ted means of religious instruction ; and of these unhappy beings, 
a considerable portion has never so much as heard a Gospel 
sermon, or beheld the face of a Christian minister. 

The exigencies of our suffering fellow-countrymen, "bone of 
our bones, and flesh of our flesh," have at length touched the 
hearts of their more privileged brethren. Their claims have 
been felt and acknowledged. A system of measures has been 
devised, and put into operation, for their relief. Indeed, the 
facts we have stated ma«t be amply sufficient to evince to every 
person of reflection, the duty of extraordinary, and hitherto un- 
precedented exertions to increase the number of duly qualified 



ministers of the Gospel. And we deem it one of the felicities 
pf the Society which through us, as its organ, new addresses the 
Christian public, that while its plan enables it to call into the 
service of the church, the brightest talents and the most fervent 
piety of our rising youth, wherever they may be found, it se- 
cures, likewise, to those talents the best cultivation, and to that 
piety the most rational direction. 

Moat devoutly and affectionately would we adore the Father 
of mercies, the Giver of every good gift, for his smiles upon our 
infant Institution. We congratulate its friends and well-wish- 
ers throughout the community, that in less than a year and a 
half, from the commencement of its operations, it has received 
under its patronage eighty-eight young: men of" promising tal- 
ents, and hopeful piety." We gratefully acknowledge, like- 
wise, the sensibility and favor with which its object has been 
regarded by Christians at large, and the active and generous 
patronage which it has received. 

At the same time, our circumstances and our prospects con- 
strain us to renew our appeal to the liberality of the public. In 
receiving so large a number of youth, we obeyed at once the im- 
pulse of feeling, and of apprehended duty ; the intimations of 
Providence, and the demands of Zion. Yet we could net be ig- 
norant that we were casting both ourselves and our beloved 
charge on the charity of our fellow -Christians. The funds en- 
trusted to our care, unless they receive large accessions, will 
soon be exhausted. And it now remains to be seen whether 
these young pensioners shall be thrown back upon the mercy of 
the world ; whether the doors of the Society shall be closed 
against new applicants ; whether the raised hopes of the church- 
es shall terminate in the bitterness of disappointment 5 wheth- 
er, in a word, the brightest day that has ever dawned on our 
American Israel shall be suddenly overshadowed by the gloom 
of midnight. 

As to the issue of the experiment, we cannot, for ourselves, 
entertain either anxiety or doubt. We cannot suspect that a 
Society which has laid such strong hold on the public affection, 
will be suffered to perish in its infancy. We cannot believe that 
the thousands, who send up their daily prayers for its prosperi- 
ty, will withhold from it their active patronage, and liberal aid. 
We are humbly confident that the glorious Head of the 
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•HimoH will cherish and support a cause so signallj his own ; 
that having inspired the great design, he will supply the means 
of its accomplishment ; and that many a treasure is now accu- 
mulating, which He will draw forth to the service of his sanc- 
tuary. 

The present era is honorably distinguished as the age of be- 
neficence. Scarcely any important object, which commends it- 
self to the approbation of the public, fails to be patronized by 
its liberality. It is far from our wish to establish our claims on 
the attention of the community, by depreciating those of others. 
Nor have we occasion. The Society for educating pious youth 
for the ministry has its interests and success intimately inter- 
woven with the interest and success of all other pious and be- 
nevolent institutions. Its designs are directly auxiliary to 
(heirs; and it claims their friends and patrons as its own. 
While Bible Societies are sending forth the sacred volume ia 
•very direction, it is peculiarly important that interpreters 
should follow to explain it. Without a great increase of quali- 
fied preachers, Missionary Societies must soon see their efforts 
prove abortive, and their very means of operation fail. Insti- 
tutions for suppressing vice, and reforming the public manners, 
must look for their principal support to the faithful inculcation * 
of Gospel doctrines, precepts and motives. And we appeal to 
all the friends of humanity, of science and literature, whether 
these great objects have not always received the most active 
and efficient patronage from an enlightened Christian ministry. 

It is a fact never to be forgotten, that at the very period 
when the friends of Zion have begun to feel the necessity and 
obligation of seeking out pious youth, and gratuitously training 
them for the ministry, uncommon effusions of heavenly grace 
have visited various regions of our country, and especially our 
public seminaries of learning. These signal interpositions 
speak a language, not to be misunderstood. They announce to 
Christians that their designs are approved in heaven, and pa- 
tronized by God himself 5 that their pious liberality will never 
want an object, nor their humble efforts a divine cooperation. 

Other peculiarities in the aspects of the times, we deem 
highly auspicious. In almost every portion of our country, the 
conviction is commencing, or gaining strength, of the inestima- 
ble worth of the Gospel, and especially of the Christian minis- 
S

try* The slumber of ages is disturbed ; and thousands, and 
myriads are apparently beginning to feel that they are immor- 
tal. " Send us the bread of li fe s end us missionaries- 
send us ministers*'— -such is the pathetic and importunate cry 
which echoes and re-echoes from one extremity of the land to 
the other. It is not for Christians to close their ears and hearts 
against such appeals as these. When the fields are thus white 
to the harvest, who would not employ every effort to prepare 
and send forth a host of laborers. 

We congratulate all who have the sensibilities of Christians, 
or of men, that they have such an invaluable opportunity for 
action ; that they may act on a large scale ; and with the inspir- 
ing hope that the consequences will be beneficial, beyond the 
possibility of calculation. We congratulate those, whom 
Heaven has blest with opulence, that an object is now placed 
before them, which can " give gold a price," and render it no 
common privilege to be rich. We would remind those, whose 
circumstances are little above mediocrity, or even below it, 
that they are not precluded from bearing an important part in 
this work of mercy. Their offerings, though individually small, 
may, in the aggregate, be vastly important. With that large 
portion of our fellow-citizens who, from the pressure of the 
times, have found their property, and their means of doing 
good, materially diminished, we sincerely sympathize* Yet 
to such, we may be permitted to recommend the example of a 
pious merchant, who, having received intelligence of losses so 
great as seemed to threaten him with poverty, took the occa- 
sion to devote several considerable sums to purposes of benevo- 
lence and piety. " If," said he, " my property is thus forsak- 
ing me, let me at least secure a part of it/* 

But while we duly estimate the importance of individual 
contributions, our principal. expectations are derived from the 
combined exertions of Societies. We rejoice that several 
County Associations have already sprung up in aid of our de- 
sign ; from some of which we receive the most efficient support. 
With confidence we rely on the continuance of their exertions; 
and we entertain the hope that their example will soon be imi- 
tated throughout the commonwealth. 

It is one of the prominent and delightful peculiarities of the 
day, that pious and amiable females have come forward, with a 
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sensibility and zeal hitherto unparalleled, to promote the cause 
of religion. Precluded from actively preaching the Gospel of 
their adored Redeemer, thej are doing more than their equal 
part in furnishing the means, and preparing the instruments for 
the glorious work. Surely, this is not to " overstep the modes- 
ty' 5 of the sex. It is their highest ornament and glory. We 
calculate largely on their support ; and have already received, 
from individuals and associations, important contributions to 
eur funds. 

But there are societies of a particular species, to which we 
look with a singular confidence. We mean the churches of 
Jesus Christ. Bound by ties innumerable, by obligations un- 
paralleled, to love the Redeemer's cause, and the souls for 
which he died, they surely can never be indifferent to an Insti- 
tution most intimately connected with both. To them is com- 
mitted the sacre» deposit of the Gospel, not to be concealed 
in obscurity, not to be confined within their own pale, but to be 
spread through the world $ to be communicated through its au- 
thorized and qualified ministers to every creature. Such is the 
express command of Chris* himself. Brethren, what have you 
done in obedience to this command ? And what are you now 
doing? Alas! have you not slumbered top long 9 Arouse, 
then, and pay the long arrear of duty to your Savfour $ of com. 
passion to the souls of men. A Society comes to your door, 
and asks your aid in extending the Gospel, by multiplying the 
number of its ministers. And shall it ask in vain ? Shall nqt 
your liberal offerings witness that its object, and its prosperity 
are dear to your hearts ? 

Fellow-Christians and fellow-citizens! We have spread 
before you the exigences of the Church, and the community. 
We have attempted to plead with you the cause of the Redeem* 
er, of Zion, and of man. It is yours, under God, to determine 
whether the American church shall continue to be fed with the 
bread of heaven, or be afflicted with spiritual famine. It is 
yours to determine whether this favored land shall still be bright- 
ened with the beams of the Sun of righteousness, or be covore^ 
with the glooms of ignorance, of delusion, and moral death.

The stated business of the annual meeting having been fin- 
ished, the committee of the Society appointed to petition the 
Legislature of this Commonwealth for an Act of Incorporation, 
reported, that they had obtained such an Act.*— Whereupon 
the meeting, notified according to the provisions of the Act* was 
organized by choosing his Honor William Phillips Esq.

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THIRD REPORT*, 



In once more meeting their brethren on the anniversary 
of this Institution, consecrated to .the interests of the 
church, the Directors would devoutly acknowledge the 
continued smiles of heaven, upon the endeavours of its 
friends to promote its prosperity. 

According to the provisions of the Constitution, which 
the Society adopted under the act of incorporation, it 
will be recollected that their annual meeting is attended 
oil an earlier day than heretofore. Of course this report 
includes but three quarterly meetings of the Directors. 
At each of these meetings the average number of young 
men received on the list of beneficiaries has been about 
twelve. Of the forty one thus received at these three 
meetings, one is in the third stage of education, seven- 
teen are in the second, pursuing their studies in the Col- 
lege, and twenty three in the first, members of Acade- 
mies and private schools. The whole number of bener 
ficiaries, on our funds from the commencement of the 
Society is one hundred and forty six. The number for 
the past year is one hundred andjbrtjft.

In selecting candidates for this sacred charity, the Di- 
rectors hare deeply felt the difficulty and responsibility 
qi the trust reposed in them by the Constitution. They 
have endeavoured to exact the best evidence which the 
nature of the case admits, that these candidates unite, 
as their claim to assistance, piety, promising talents, and 
real indigence. 

In the appropriation of monies, the Directors have 
been guided by the desire of accomplishing the greatest 
amount of good with their limited means- Considering 
how pauch useful qualities of character depend on per- 
sonal effort, and how often this eflbrt results from the 
impulse of necessity ; aqd considering bow much indigeat 
young men often do accomplish for themselves, by pri* 
rate exertions, and the aid of friends; the Directors 
ljave designed to apportion their assistance tp the exi- 
gencies of each case ; believing that it is better to give 
to a large number, such relief as to prevent discourage* 
ment, than ample maintenance to a few. In most cases, 
however they wish that the state of the funds could 
Have justified a more liberal allowance. 

In transacting business so arduous, and so complex, as 
that committed to their hands, the Directors have been 
compelled, by experience, to aim at simplicity and sys- 
tem, in their proceedings- Aqd they hope *oon to attain 
greater precision ia the testimonials of beneficiaries, and 
in correspodence with the Instructors of Colleges and 
schools. 

The three senior officers of Nassau Hall have been 
authorised and requested to examine, in behalf of the 
Board, candidates for the assistance of the society, ao 
cording to the Constitution, and the regulations of the 
]Wrectorg; etnd the Board have, froni time to time, ap 
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pointed agents; both temporary and permanent, to tram* 
nut from different parts of the United States, facts relat- 
ing to the general objects of the Society, and to promote 
its interests abroad, as they have opportunity. 

For reasons which will doubtless be obvious to the So- * 
ciety, the Directors have found it necessary to establish 
the general rule, that, except in extreme cases, no one 
shall he admitted as a beneficiary, who shall not have 
Studied the languages, at least three months. 

In conformity with the name of the Society, and the 
liberal principles on which it was established, the Direc- 
tors have endeavoured to keep out of sight, all geograph- 
ical and sectarian distinctions. Accordingly, no applicant 
has ever been refused, on account of the region or relig- 
inw denomination, to which he belonged : but beneficia- 
ries have been received from eleven different states and 
five denominations ; and have pursued their studies in 
eleven colleges, and in many academies and private 
schools. 

In prosecuting the great business committed to their 
trust, the Directors have found the concerns of this So- 
ciety attended with many difficulties, some of which, in- 
deed, are common to all the benevolent operations of 
the day, butt others peculiar to this. 

One of these difficulties is that locality of feeling, which 
limits the views of good men to their own vicinity. Such 
feelings, resulting from principles common to our nature, 
are strengthened in this country perhaps, by the char- 
acter of our institutions and habits. In some respects, 
these limited views, are attended with important advan- 
tages. But they are certainly unfriendly to the accom- 
plishment of any great, public object ; where concentra- 
tion of efforts is required. In respect to our principal lit- 



erary institutions, multiplied as they are, without the pos- 
session or hope of adequate endowments, we have much 
instruction to receive from experience. But in respect 
to our benevolent operations, at least, we ought to learn 
wisdom from a few noble examples of our own times. 
We rejoice in all that is accomplished by minor associa- 
tions, to promote the object which we are pursuing; 
and we would hail them as auxiliaries in this good work, 
though their efforts have no direct connexion with our 
own. But in no case perhaps, is cooperation among the 
friends of Zion, for the attainment of a great end, more 
necessary, than in this. The magnitude of the design 
requires, that it should be conducted on a large scale. 
Without the agency of a general Society, it is impossi- 
ble to combine the two grand principles of operation, 
efficiency and responsibility. The independent efforts of 
an individual, or neighborhood, are liable soon to die 
away. In such cases too, the want of a regular body of 
men to examine and watch over beneficiaries, has often 
occasioned the selection of candidates, so defective in 
character, as to bring reproach on this department of 
charity. 

The ample resources necessary to a great society, it is 
perfectly obvious, cannot be furnished by a system of 
contribution so restricted, as to require that each sum 
shall be applied under the eye of the donor. 

At the same time, the Directors wish beneficiaries to 
pursue their studies in respectable seminaries, most con- 
venient to themselves : and appropriations of money 
have invariably been made with an impartial regard to 
the best interests of students, and not from motives of 
favour to any literary institution. But this vast enter- 
prise cannot prosper as it ought, till its friends regard it 



with feelings of expansive benevolence ; — regard it as 
strictly a public object, which it is their duty to promote 
on public principles, without stipulating that an exact and 
immediate equivalent of benefits shall be measured out 
to themselves, or to their neighborhood. It is the cause 
of God and the church, that calls for aid : and every one 
who contributes to its support, from proper motives, will, 
in this life or the next, be rewarded an hundred fold. 

A second difficulty attending the operations of this so- 
ciety, arises from the supposed uncertainty that exists, 
respecting the ultimate character and usefulness of those 
who are assisted by its funds. The conduct of each ben- 
eficiary is subjected, as it should be, to public scrutiny ; 
and if exceptionable in any case, it is liable to be made 
the occasion of prejudice against the whole system. Ju- 
dicious men will however see the impossibility of guard- 
ing, with entire certainty, against instances of deception. 
While the Directors have had so little to regret on this 
point, they feel that unceasing vigilance is indispensable : 
and that every friend of the Society, who has the requisite 
knowledge of facts, ought promptly to inform the Board 
of any misconduct or unpromising defect in a beneficiary. 
Still the candid and wise will not demand that such a youth 
shall be exempt from human infirmity, or shall possess 
an elevation of character, that belongs only to advanced 
age. Much less will they condemn this system of char- 
ity in the gross, because, in common with all human un- 
dertakings, it is liable to occasional disappointment. The 
fact is unquestionable, that the charity students in our 
Colleges, generally, maintain a high rank in the estima- 
tion of their Instructors. And that many of these stu- 
dents wHl become eminently useful, may be reasonably

expected, if we may judge from distinguished examples 
of the same sort in Europe and America. 

A third difficulty results from inadequate yiewa of ma- 
ny pious people respecting the necessity of learning, as 
a qualification for the ministry. 

Without entering into an extended discussion of this 
subject, which would be inconsistent with the limits of 
this Report, it may be taken for granted, that no one can 
be qualified to teach what he does not understand. 
Knowledge is certainly necessary to a preacher of the 
gospel ; not only that experimental knowledge of the 
truth, which is given by the Spirit of God, but intellec- 
tual knowledge. This he must receive by special inspi- 
ration, or by study. That ministers of this day are in- 
spired, or have reason to expect miraculous qualifications 
for their work, will hardly be pretended by any sober 
Christian. They must then preach without knowledge, 
or they must acquire it, like other men, by study. And 
if study is necessary, time, and teachers, and books, are 
necessary. It is admitted that some men have made re- 
spectable attainments, without the aid of literary Semi- 
naries. Such honorable exceptions prove only that tal- 
ents and zeal, which could surmount obstacles sufficient 
to bury common minds in obscurity, might, with proper 
cultivation, have shone in distinguished spheres of use- 
fulness. It is also admitted that preachers, with no lit- 
erary qualifications, have done good. But the question 
remains, with proper qualifications, how much more good 
might they have done ? And how much less mischief 
might have been mingled with this good, by inadequate 
or false interpretations of the scriptures, or by prejudic- 
es fostered in the minds of the irreligious, and transfer- 
red to Christianity itself, from its unskilful advocates ? 
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After the utmost that candor can allow in behalf 
©f teachers, who are grossly illiterate, one solemn and 
unquestionable fact should riot be forgotten. In those 
parts of our country* where the defence of the gospel 
is chiefly committed to such teachers, open, avowed in- 
fidelity is fashionable, especially among the higher classes 
of Society ; while it is driven from the field, and scarce- 
ly has a public existence, in regions that are furnished 
with able preachers. Nor can it be said that this influ- 
ence is limited to mere external decency ; for the same 
preaching, before which infidelity has fled away, has 
been accompanied, under the blessing of God, with the 
most powerful revivals of religion. 

In this view, it is to be deeply lamented, that efforts 
to raise the qualifications of ministers should be oppos- 
ed, and even stigmatized, by any professed Christians, 
who exhibit an ardent, though, in this respect certainly, 
a mistaken zeal for the cause of religion. While we 
think that experience and the word of God most plain- 
ly condemn these prejudices, we would not speak of 
them in terms of asperity ; but the magnitude of the 
subject requires us to speak distinctly. What then is the 
state of those regions, where thfcse prejudices exist in 
their greatest strength ? A respectable gentleman now 
resident in the West, says, in a letter to the Directors, 
a The objects of your Society have long had the next 
place in my heart, to those of the Bible Society. I have 
too often seen, in other parts of the country, professed 
preachers of the gospel, * who could not teach, and 
would not learn.' Judge then, how I must have felt, in 
this region, where I have seen more than one preacher, 
who was ready to avow that he could not read the Bi- 
ble." From another region, a gentleman of equal credi- 
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bility writes, that there is a considerable number of 
preachers, who can neither " read nor write" In other 
extensive districts of the United States, preachers are to 
be found, who acknowledge that they have read only 
parts of the Bible ; and some whose ignorance is not so 
great, are notwithstanding incapable of teaching chil- 
dren, in a common school, the rudiments of the English 
language. Will these men think themselves injuriously 
treated, when it is said, that they are incompetent to 
teach and guide the church of God ? We would not 
say that no man, in any circumstances, ought to preach, 
without respectable literary acquisitions. But the time is 
come to say unequivocally, that without such acquisitions, 
no man ought to regard himself, or to be regarded by 
others, as competently qualified for this great work. 
While we would give ample credit for all the good ac- 
complished by men of piety and sound understanding, 
though defective in education, some of whom have been 
great blessings to the church ; we hope that the Chris- 
tian public, and especially the members of this Society, 
will keep steadily in view the importance of a learned, 
as well as a pious ministry. 

A fourth difficulty, closely connected with the forego- 
ing is, that many who admit the necessity of ministers be- 
ing learned men, are in no proper degree aware, how 
great is the deficiency of such ministers in the United 
States. 

In all calculations which have been recently made on 
this subject, it has been common to allow that the coun- 
try would be properly supplied, if there were one edu- 
cated minister to every thousand souls. That there 
should be at least this number, will appear reasonable, 
when we reflect that in England and Wales, with a pop- 
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ulation of 10,150,615, there are 10,434 clergymen of the 
established church ; while the dissenting ministers are 
supposed to be even more numerous than those of the 
establishment If only one half of these were estimat- 
ed to possess competent qualifications, there would be 
more than one to 1000 souls. 

In 1753, there was in New England on an average, 
one liberally educated minister to every 628 souls. 
When we say then, that there should be, in the United 
States, one minister to 1000 souls, we only claim that 
the country should be supplied a little more than half as 
well as New England was actually supplied, within the 
memory of many now upon the stage* 

The United States contain about 9,000,000 inhabi- 
tants. At the rate of one minister to 1000 souls, this 
population requires 9000 ministers. Let us now see what 
is the actual number. 

To avoid misapprehension, the Directors wish two 
tlungs to be kept in mind. One is, that while the Col* 
lege Catalogues are taken as the only basis of accurate 
calculation, the estimate of competent ministers includes, 
as will be ^een, a large number, not educated at Colleg- 
es, who are supposed to have acquired, in some other 
way, sufficient learning to be safe interpreters of the Bi- 
ble. The other is, that this estimate has no respect 
whatever to difference of religious denomination. 

From the triennial catalogues of the following Colleg- 
es, viz. Harvard, Yale, Princeton, Dartmouth, Union, 
Brown, Middlebury, Williams, Bowdoin, Columbia, Car- 
lisle, South Carolina, Transylvania, . and William and 
Mary, it appears that only 1465 settled ministers, alum- 
ni of these colleges, are now alive.* It will be perceiv*

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cd that this calculation stops at the year 1810 ; as from 
the nature of these documents, it can never be brought 
up to the present time. The University of North Car- 
olina has ^furnished a few ministers ; though one of its 
officers speaks of the number as very small. The Col- 
leges at Brunswick, N. J., and Hampden Sydney College, 
Virginia, have very meritoriously struggled against great 
difficulties ; and have each furnished the church with a 
number of respectable ministers ; but we have no offi- 
cial documents from either. Washington and Jefferson 
Colleges in Pennsylvania, and Washington College in Vir- 
ginia, were more recently established. No catalogues, and 
no other means of exact information have been obtained 
from any of these. It will not be deemed essential that 
we should pursue these statements into an exact account 
of Colleges lately established. Indeed the object of 
these statements does not require that they should be 
perfectly exact. Hundreds more of ministers might be 
reckoned, without any considerable change in the princi- 
ples of reasoning, or in the result. 

Of these 1465 ministers educated in the abpve named 
American Colleges, probably there may be as many su«> 
perannuated and infirm, as ought to be reckoned for the 
number educated in foreign countries and now resident 
among us. But to make a liberal allowance for this lat- 
ter class, some of whom are highly respectable, let 135 
more be added, making a total of 1600 educated minis- 
ters. 

With respect to the number of ministers, who have 
not received the advantages of collegial instruction, but 
who may yet be considered as competently educated, 
we have no means of exact information. Probably, 
however, the pious and intelligent of every denomina- 
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tion, will be satisfied, that it would be a large estimate 
to consider them one half as numerous as those who 
have been publicly educated ; that is, to reckon them 
at 800. But place the estimate at 900; and then the 
whole number of competent religious teachers in the 
United States of all denominations, will be 2500, and 
the deficiency 6500. 

The general view, which has now been given of this 
subject, is strongly confirmed by the following state* 
ments respecting particular districts of our own country^ 

In North Carolina, South Carolina and Georgia, con- 
taining according to the last census, a population of 
1,223,048, there are but about 110 competent ministers, 
leaving 1,113,048, destitute of proper religious instruc- 
tion. A respectable gentleman, who is a native citizen 
of South Carolina, informs us, that in an ancient dis- 
trict of the state, embracing an extent of 900 square 
miles, contiguous to the sea coast, there is but one 
place of worship, and that not used ; and not one Chris- 
tian church or minister of any denomination. 

The states of Indiana, Mississippi, and Louisiana, with 
the Territories of Alabama, Illinois, Michigan and Mis- 
souri, contain a population of about 350,000, and nearly 
the same number of square miles as the whole of Eu- 
rope, with the exception of the Russian Empire. Yet 
in this vast region, which is becoming populous and 
wealthy, with unexampled rapidity, we cannot ascertain 
after much inquiry, that there are more than 17 compel 
tent and stated preachers of the gospel ; that is, less 
than one to 20,000 souls. And it is affecting to learn, 
that such important places as Mobile, Blakely, Fort 
Claiborne, Huntsville, Madisonville, Baton Rouge, and 
Nachitoches, which are becoming seats of enterprise and 
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influence to this new world, hare no Christian teach- 
ers of any denomination. 

In East Tennessee, which contained, in 1810, — 17 
counties and 101,367 inhabitants, an intelligent gentle* 
man on the spot says ; " There are 14 counties, b 
which there is not a single regular or educated min- 
ister of the gospel." 

Concerning the western parts of Virginia, a respect- 
able gentleman resident in the State, says, in a letter 
to one of the Directors ; " The deplorable situation 
of this region is enough to awaken sensibility in the 
heart of a stone." He then proceeds to say, that in 
eight counties west of the Great Ridge, containing 
48,587 inhabitants, there are about 1000 people, con- 
nected with the Presbyterians, Methodists and Bap- 
tists ; leaving more than 47,000, not connected with aijj 
religious societies ; and four entire counties without any 
religious institutions whatever. In another district, h$ 
gays, there are 53,000 people in the same dreadful 
state; in another, 20,000 in the same state, except 
that there are a very few Methodists and Baptists. 
Jin another district of fine country, compact, rich, and 
populous, there are near 60,000 people who wre connect" 
ed with no religious denomination whatever ! 

This letter presents one tract of country larger 
than the whole of New England, (excepting Maine,) 
in which the writer says, " Jhere are but three educat- 
ed ministers. There are but a handful of Methodists 
and Baptists, who deserve a great deal of credit for 
their zeal and exertions. But here are 180,000 peo- 
ple, who are absolutely without religious teachers of 
any sort !" A lady in Monongalia county, Virginia, in 
writing to her brother, who is a minister of Connec- 
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ticut,— draws the same dark and dismal picture of the 
country where she resides, and then exclaims ; " O 
my brother, how my heart bleeds for souls around us* 
buried in ignorance, sin, and stupidity ; and also for 
myself and family. Can you not be spared a little 
while from your charge, to visit us ? Can you not in- 
tercede for us, with the Trustees of the Missionary 
Society ? If yon cannot come, cannot some ooe be 
sent ? The people wish that they could have preacht 
ing and schools, and seem to regret that they cannot 
read. They do not labour on the sabbath, but visit, 
and do errands, and make bargains. It appears to me 
at times that I cannot endure one sabbath, and month, 
and year after another, shut up in this wilderness, with 
my children growing up about me, and not be able 
to lead them to the house of God. I walk alone, in 
a little grove of oaks, on the sabbath, about the time 
I think you are going to the house of God." 

Concerning the western parts of Pennsylvania, a 
gentleman of unquestionable credibility says, " there 
are extensive districts in which there is not, and nev- 
er was a school. More than half the adults probably 
can neither read nor write ; and there are thousands, 
who never saw the Bible, nor any other book, nor 
ever heard a sermon ; and this among a people who 
have extensive farms, in fine order, with large orchards, 
brick bouses, and stone barns. One distrist has 40,000 
people, with but one fixed pastor." 

Another gentleman, a respectable missionary, de- 
scribes a tract of country, in Pennsylvania, of one hun- 
dred miles extent, in which there is but one settled 
minister. 

The Committee of an Education Society, just formed 
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id the Western District of New York, say in their ad- 
dress to the public, that in 200 organized congregations 
of that state, ministers might sdon be settled, if they 
could be obtained. In one county of that state, adjoin- 
ing Connecticut, — there are 10,000 people, and but one 
regularly qualified minister. In New York City* it is es- 
timated that there are 78,000 people without the means 
of religious instruction, and 14,000 families attached to 
jqo denomination of Christians. 

If we come to New England, where Christian privi- 
leges are enjoyed in a higher degree, than in any other 
region of the country, there is much to excite the so- 
licitude of good men. The population of New Eng- 
land is about 1,500,000. The number of ministers qual- 
ified to preach the gospel, among all denominations, can- 
not be estimated at more than 1000 ; leaving a deficien- 
cy of 500. 

In the two oldest counties of New Hampshire, which 
contain 77 towns, there were in 1813, (and the case 
cannot be essentially altered still,) 45 towns destitute. — 
In 24 of these towns, containing 20,000 inhabitants, 
there were but 161 church members ; and in 9 of the 
24 towns there was not one ; 7 had always been desti- 
tute of preaching. One church had had no commun- 
ion for 5 years ; — -another none for 20 years. Two 
churches had become extinct, and in another, which for- 
merly contained 40 members, there remained but two, 
and these females. 

This is a gloomy picture ; but there is one view in 
which it is still more gloomy. If the people of the 
United States are how in this condition, what is to be- 
come of their posterity ? When we call to mind that 
70 years ago, New England was supplied with one col- 
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legially educated minister for every 628 souls, and that 
now, in the United States, there is not one such min- 
ister to 6000 souls ; when we remember that this rapid 
degeneracy has been regular in its progress, that the 
great causes which produced it are every year becom- 
ing more powerful and extensive in their operations ; 
and when we add to all this, that the great mass of the 
community are not awake to the danger; — with what 
apprehensions must we look toward the generations that 
are to come* 

Statements, founded upon our College catalogues, 
prove that, in respect to the number of our educated 
ministers, we are far behind our fathers ! * But when we 
carry the result of these statements forward, and calcu- 
late the effect of continued degeneracy upon future 
times, an awful prospect opens before us. From these 
catalogues it appears, that for a hundred years after 
the settlement of this country, viz. from 1620 to 1720, 
more than half of all the graduates of our Colleges 
were ministers. During the next period of 50 years, 
that is from 1720 to 1770, only one out of 3 engaged in 
the ministry ; and during the period of 40 years next fol- 
lowing, that is, from 1770 to 1810, only one out of 5 
engaged in the ministry. From 1800 to 181Q, only one 
out of 6*. Let it here be observed, that the number of 
graduates has not increased so fast in proportion as the 
population of the country, so that the decrease of col- 
legially educated ministers, compared with the popula- 
tion of the United States, hat been even greater than in 
the proportion of the numbers h h !• 

The following are some of the particular facts includ- 
ed in this general statement.

3 
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Dartmouth College, from 1780 to 1800 famished on 
an average 8 ministers annually ; from 1800 to 1810 
only 5,* though the graduates had increased one fifth m 
number. 

Yale College furnished for 30 years in succession 
(from 1740 to 1770) 10 ministers annually on an aver* 
age. From 1800 to 1810 the average number was 
cfhly 10, although the number of graduates had doubled. 

Harvard College for more than 20 years in succession 
(from 1719 to 1741) sent out on an average 13 mini*- 
ters annually. From 1800 to 1810 the average was 
only 6, though the number of graduates had increased 
one third.* 

Princeton College, from 1756 to 1776, sent out more 
than 8 ministers on an average every year. From 1808 
to 1810, although the number of graduates had nearly 
doubled, the average was only 3. # 

From these catalogues it appears also, that the whole 
number of ministers furnished by all the colleges has but 
a little more than doubled in 70 years. During a period 
of 10 years (from 1730 to 1740) Harvard and Yale colleg- 
es, the only colleges then in existence,) sent out 187 min- 
isters. Trom 1800 to 1810 all the colleges together fur- 
nished only 453. While the population of the country, 
therefore, doubling once in 23 years, has multiplied more 
than eight fold, the number of ministers has doubled only 
once. 

Let the population of the United States continue to 
increase for seventy years, as it has done for the seven- 
ty that are past, and let no extraordinary exertion be 
made to multiply the number of educated ministers, but 
let them increase only in the slow proportion above-

mentioned, and what will be the result ? In seventy 
years, a period, which our children may live to see, 
there will be in the Uqited States 72,000,000 people, 
and but about 3,000 educated ministers. Instead of one 
educated minister to 628 souls, as in the days of our 
fathers, there will be only one to 24,000; instead of 
more than half of all the educated men in the country 
directing their learning and talents exclusively to the 
ministry, and spending their lives in advancing the moral 
and religious prosperity of the country, there will be 
only one in twenty who will be thus employed. 

According to the ablest treatises on the principles of 
population, supposing the average quality of land, and 
the general means of sustenance to be as good in the 
United States as in Massachusetts, the inhabitants of our 
country may be expected to increase in much the same 
ratio as heretofore for a century to come. In other 
words, the population will not bfe checked, by pressing 
on the .means of support* till our territory shall generally 
be as populous on an average, as Massachusetts Proper. 

Let us then consider our present number of compe- 
tent ministers to be 2,500, and our population 9 millions, 
and taking the ratio of increase for both, as furnished 
by past years, look forward to the year 1925, a little 
more than a century hence. Two hundred and twenty 
four millions of people will then be scattered over our vast 
territory, seventy to each mile, a population about as 
dense as that of Massachusetts Proper, and as the ave- 
rage of all Europe. Of these 224 millions, 209 millions, 
(a population greater than that of Europe,) will be des- 
titute of competent religious teachers. 

There is one more consideration, which the Directors 
beg leave to suggest as increasing the darkness of this 
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prospect, already sufficiently distressing. It is this: 
The ratio of 1,000 souls to one minister, which, for the 
6ake of convenience, has been made the basis of the 
preceding estimates, does by no means exhibit the full 
extent of the evil, which we are laboring to remedy. 
This ratio is the highest that can reasonably be applied 
to the most populous districts of the country ; but when 
applied to a population so dispersed, as the great ma- 
jority of ours is, and must be for a long period, it is much 
too large* A brief illustration will make this evident 
Perhaps a compact, city congregation may increase to 
three thousand souls, and yet be served by one minister. 
But let this congregation emigrate to the west, and 
spread themselves over six new townships, and then 
they will need the labors of* six ministers. A thousand 
inhabitants, on an average, in Massachusetts Proper, oc- 
cupy about 14 square miles ; in Vermont, 45 ; and in 
Kentucky, 100. Allow then to a minister in the more 
thinly settled parts of the country, a parish of 50 square 
miles, which must be a sufficient extent for the labors of 
any one man, and you' give him the charge of less than 
500 souls.* While this principle is not applicable to a 
population so dense as that of Massachusetts, nor so 
scattered as that of Michigan, it shows that in interme- 
diate regions of great extent, the ratio of one minister to 
one thousand people, leads to a result much more favor- 
able than the truth. At least one third of our popula- 
tion will, for many generations, need one minister to 500 
souls. It is plain therefore that our present deficiency 
of ministers, instead of being only 6500, cannot be reck" 
oned at less than 8666. 

From these statements taken together, the following 
conclusions seem to be established ; 

• gee Tabjc, No. V. 
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1. That to furnish an adequate supply for the United 
States, would require more than 11,000 well qualified 
ministers. 

2. That we actually have less than one fourth part 
of this supply. 

3. That the ratio of supply has, for a long time, been 
regularly and rapidly on the decline. 

4. That the number of pious young men, who are 
able to defray the expense of their oWn education for 
the ministry, is not sufficient to provide a remedy for 
this alarming state of things. Whether this fact can be 
explained or not, it is in rain to doubt it 

. 5. The alternative before the church then, is clearly 
this; either our number of ministers must continue to 
decline, or pious and indigent youth must be assisted in 
their studies preparatory to the sacred office. 

That hundreds of such youth might be found every 
year, if proper encouragement were given, cannot ad- 
mit of a doubt The only question is, will good men 
make the necessary effort to meet the expense ? It can 
be borne, without subjecting any family or individual to 
serious inconvenience. Only let the magnitude of the 
object be felt ; let it be distinctly understood, that the 
grand point at issue respecting the unborn generations 
that are to inherit this goodly land, is, whether they 
shall enjoy Christian institutions, or sink into paganism ; 
and it will be easy to show how the expense of the 
proposed remedy may be sustained. 

Nor must it be forgotten, that according to a fair di- 
vision of the unevangelized nations, to whom the gospel 
is to be sent by Christians, one, hnndred millions would 
fall to the share of our country. For these, we ought 
with as little delay as possible, to furnish, at l<?ast two 
thousand missionaries, 



That it is entirely practicable ami easy for the pedple 
of our country to bear the expense, which these meas- 
ures contemplate, is capable of the clearest demonstn* 

tta- 

If each person in the United States would pay on* 
pmt a year, for this purpose, the amount would be 
$90,000 annually. 

These statements are made only to shew the perfect 
facility with which the object might be attained, if its 
real importance were generally felt That it should 
be felt, by those who have no sensibilities to the obligar 
tions of religion, and the Worth of their own souls, is not 
indeed to be- expected. But we hare a right to expect 
that, they will feel it, who u prefer Jerusalem above 
their chief joy," and "weep in secret places" over its 
desolations. 

The resources then to which We look, under God, to 
defray the great and growing expenses of this estab- 
lishment, may be classed under the following heads ; 

1. Occasional contributions ; in which may be includr 
ed special collections made in religious assemblies, inci- 
dental donations from individuals, the avails of charity 
bpxes, &c. 

2- Female charitable associations, established for 
general purposes of benevolence, with a view to aid 
different objects, according to their importance and 
their exigences. 

3. Minor auxiliary Societies. Many of these have 
recently been formed, on various plans. Some have 
fixed an annual sum for membership. Some have con- 
sisted of married ladies ; and others of young ladies, who 
have devoted, at stated intervals, an afternoon to some 
kind of productive labor. Efforts of this sort, properly 
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multiplied, and reduced to system, might go far towards 
furnishing an income adequate to this great object 

4. District Auxiliary Societies* which are designed 
to stimulate and concentrate the efforts of towns, add 
charitable associations within their limits. Such a Soci- 
ety has been formed in Essex and another in Middles** 
county ; another in Norfolk county has gone into very 
successful operation* and has honorably distinguished & 
self, in this good work. Another has recently been 
formed in Berkshire, and another in Bristol county, under 
promising auspices. And others, we understand, wit! 
soon be formed in Plymouth and Hampden counties. 

5* Annual subscriptions of members will produce i 
considerable income, if the Christian public become suf* 
ficiently interested in the objects of the Society. 

6. Life membership. This will become an important 
resource, if the worthy example of those Female Socie- 
ties, who hare made their pastors members for life, 
should be generally followed ;* and if those, to whom 
it would be but a small sacrifice, should be disposed to 
comply with the terms of life membership from their 
own resources. 

If the foregoing sources of revenue should be deem- 
ed inadequate, or for any other reason unsatisfactory ; 
the Christian Church is always to be regarded, as one 
grand) organized, permanent charitable Society. By its 
constitution, it is permanent ; and by its character, each 
of itd members is pledged to employ his influence and 
resources for the promotion of its interests. It is indeed 
but a late thing, that retrenchments and sacrifices for the 
kingdom of the Redeemer have come to be seriously 
regarded, as the duty of good men. But let those, who

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profess friendship to religion, only submit forjfoe yearst 
to out fiftieth part of the privations, to which some mod* 
ern nations hare been subjected by war ; and to which 
any people will cheerfully submit for the preservation 
of civil liberty, and no second solicitation of their chari- 
ties for this object would be necessary. But is it un- 
reasonable to ask for sacrifices, from Christians, to pre- 
serve institutions, without which liberty, and life itself, 
are worthless ? 

The members of churches in the United States, 
may be estimated at not less than one to twenty two of 
our population, that is, four hundred thousand. Let 
these four hundred thousand members of churches be 
divided into eight classes of fifty thousand, and let them 
combine all the great objects of religious charity in one 
contribution. 

The first class then, consisting of wealthy \ 

Christians in our cities and chief towns, > 500,000 
might give $10 each, a year ... .5 

The second class, consisting of the most \ 

affluent in our interior towns, might > 250,000 
give $5 a year 7 

The third class, consisting of those less > .^ ^^ 

affluent, $3 a year ) 

The fourth, consisting of respectable hus- > ^ „ ^ 

bandmen, mechanics, &c, $2 a year ) 

The fifth and sixth class $1 a year . . . 100,000 

The seventh class 50 cents 25,000 

The eighth class, consisting of the indi- > 
gent, sick, and aged, — nothing . . . . ) 

$1,125,000 
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Let this rate of contribution be continued only for 
five years, and it will produce the sum of $5,625,000. 
The simple interest of this sum would be $336,000 ; an 
amount probably three times greater, than all the con- 
tributions of the country hitherto, in behalf of all the 
great objects of the day united 

8. Finally, as all these estimates are predicated on 
the supposition of a deep, and general, and constant in- 
terest in the Christian public ; an interest which cannot 
be kept up without greater efforts on the part ,of 
active and influential Christians, and a more general 
prevalence of true religion, than we have hitherto wit- 
nessed ; we add, as the last head of these estimates, 
donations and legacies of wealthy individuals, and extra- 
ordinary contributions from that portion of the commu- 
nity, who love the prosperity of Zion. And we cannot 
but hope, that there is a multitude in this Christian land, 
who will be so deeply affected with the necessities of 
the church, that they will gladly do more than their 
part, and make up the deficiencies of others ; and that 
many, whom the God of heaven and earth has blessed 
with temporal abundance, will, on their dying bed con- 
secrate a portion of that abundance to the Redeemer's 
cause,* 



* There are many men in this favoured land, to whom it would be a small 
tiring to bequeathe thirty, forty, or fifty thousand dollars to the Education Soci- 
ety. It may be useful to consider how much might be accomplished for the ad- 
vancement of Christ's kingdom by a legacy of $50,000. The income would be 
$3,000. This sum might be sufficient to afford constant aid to about 20 indigent 
youth, devoted to the christian ministry. And these 20 youth might finish their 
whole education in about 10 years. Accordingly, such a fund would educate 200 
ministers in a century, and 2000 ministers in a thousand years ; almost as many 
as the whole number of competent ministers now in America. In those better days 
of the church, which we are taught to expect, each of these ministers would in 
art! probability be the happy instrument of converting'and saving several hundreds

From the Treasurer's Report, it will be perceived that 
the expenses of the Society for the past year have consider- 
ably exceeded its income. And the Publishing Committee 
think proper to state that, at a meeting of the Directors, a 
fortnight after this report was made to the Society, the 
Board found no alternative, but to suspend appropriations 
to their beneficiaries, or to exhaust the Treasury ofaU mo- 
nies subject to their disposal. They did not scruple to do 
the latter ; casting themselves on the providence of God, and 
the liberality of the Christian public. For some time past, 
even the moderate allowance, which has been granted to the 
beneficiaries, has exceeded two thousand dollars, at each 

rirterly meeting of the Directors; and this sum needs to 
continually increased, with the growing number of appli- 
cants. With these solemn facts in view, it remains to be 
seen, whether this noble institution, towards which Mission- 
ary Societies and vacant Churches have begun to look with 
such elevated hopes, shall proceed with this great undertak- 
ing ; or whether the Directors, at their meeting in January,

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It will be recollected, that, at the commencement of 
the present year, the Directors were reduced to straits 
by the want of funds. They found themselves obliged 
either to suspend appropriations to beneficiaries, or to 
exhaust the treasury of all monies subject to their dis- 
posal. Casting themselves on the kind providence of 
God, and the liberality of the christian public, they de- 
termined to exhaust their treasury ; and then made a 
solemn appeal to the friends of Zion, whether this noble 
institution, towards which vacant churches and Mission- 
ary Societies had begun to look with such elevated 
hopes, should proceed with its great undertaking, or 
whether the Directors should be compelled to with* 
hold farther aid from those, who were relying upon 
their patronage. The appeal was not made in vain. 
Public benevolence was roused to action. New socie- 
ties were formed ; new benefactors were secured ; and 
old societies and benefactors increased their contri- 
butions ; the treasury was liberally supplied ; and the 
Directors enabled to proceed in the discharge of their 
duty with fresh satisfaction, and with brighter prospects 
of success. And they desire now to unite with others, 
in gratefully acknowledging the divine mercy, which has 
crowned the efforts of the Society through the past 
year. The goodness of God in promoting their benev- 
olent object, has dissipated the fears of the most timid* 



and surpassed the hopes of the most ardent Trusting 
in that same divine goodness, the Directors indulge the 
confident hope, that the public liberality will not only 
Continue, but increase. It must, they think, be perfect- 
ly obvious that, without a constant augmentation of the 
funds of the Society, notwithstanding all that has been 
done, and whatever efforts they may make to discharge 
their duty, the grand design of the institution must 
fail of its accomplishment. 

In executing the trust reposed in them, the Di- 
rectors, early in the year, adopted measures to engage 
ministers of known reputation, as agents for the Soci- 
ety. One of these, the Rev. Richard S. Storrs, spent 
about seven months in the service of the Board at the 
South. In many parts of South Carolina and Georgia, he 
found the people forward to promote this momentous ob- 
ject. The more intelligent and wealthy in that flourish- 
ing region of our country show an increasing sensibility to 
the importance of a well educated ministry, and of relig- 
ious institutions, and a readiness, highly honourable to 
their character, to aid the designs of this Society by gen- 
erous contributions. Several rich individuals have made 
liberal donations $ and one* has distinguished his pious 
liberality by giving $3,500 as a permanent fund. 

The amount of monies already received, in conse- 
quence of the successful agency of the Rev. Mr. Storrs is 
S3,000.t 

The board have reason to expect still further and 
very important aid from the same quarter in promoting 
the object of this Society.

The other agent of the Board, the Rev. EM ward Pay- 
son, limited his labors chiefly to Essex County, Mass, 
By his well directed efforts, he presented the object of 
the Society more distinctly than had been done, before 
the minds of a considerable portion of the people, living 
in that respectable and wealthy County. The contri- 
butions received by the Treasurer, as the fruit of this 
agency, which was executed gratuitously, amounted to 
$960. Besides this, the Directors hope the way is pre* 
pared for the' formation of many auxiliary societies, and 
for a continual stream of bounty to flow, both from in* 
dividuals and from permanent associations of men, into 
the treasury of the Society. 

The benevolent ardor, which has been awakened the 
past year, has led to the formation of several auxiliary 
societies in different parts. Among these, there.are two, 
which hold a distinguished rank, and upon, whose gene- 
rous aid in future the Board can rely with the most 
pleasing confidence ; — The young men's Society in Bos- 
ton, and The Female Society for Boston and Vicinity. 
From the former of these, the Treasurer of the Parent 
Society has already received $500; from the latter 
$753,63. 

The Directors have also the pleasure to state, that a 
Branch Society has been formed in Maine, and, on ap- 
plication, has been received, upon condition of their 
complying with the Constitution of the Parent Society. 
A Branch Society has also been formed in the State of 
Vermont. The Education Society in Connecticut has 
passed a vote in favor of becoming a Branch of the 
American Society. An Auxiliary Society has been 
formed in Hampden County, Mass. 

It is no more than what justice requires, to state, 
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that the Auxiliary Society in the County of Nogfout 
has, from the first, exhibited a zeal and liberality in this 
cause, highly worthy of praise, and of imitation. 

The Treasurer's statement will show to the honour 
of the various contributors! what has been the whole 
amodnt of receipts for the year ; namely, 819,330. 

The number of Beneficiaries received by the Board 
during the year, has been 58. The number of those, 
who hare been assisted by the funds of the Society the 
past year, is 161. The whole number on the list of 
Beneficiaries, from the beginning, 204** 

The Board rejoice in being able to repdrt, that the 
literary improvements of the Beneficiaries, and their 
christian deportment have, almost without exception, 
been represented to be such, as may justly afford satis- 
faction to their Benefactors, and excite lively hopes, 
that their future usefulness will, in the best sense, re- 
pay all the friendly assistance they are now receiving. 

But considering the number of Beneficiaries, add 
that they are pursuing their studies in Colleges, Acade- 
, mies, and private Schools, throughout New England, and 
in several instances, in distant parts of the Union; the 
Directors are sensible, that the greatest possible vigilance 
is necessary in regard to their character and conduct. 
Under this impression, and from an earnest desire to 
maintain the necessary vigilance, they have been more 
particular and exact in requiring the proper testimonials 
respecting the diligence, the moral behavior, and piety, 
as well as the genius and indigence, of every Beneficiary. 
For any evidence of a radical want, of economy, or of 
christian circumspection ; especially for any just ground

to apprehend a disposition or character incompatible 
with the sacred object in view, the Directors feel them- 
selves under imperious obligations to withhold charita- 
ble support' These consecrated funds, which are sup- 
plied by the friends of Zion, and, in part, by the hard la* 
bor and pious self deoial of the poor, are not to be distrib- 
uted at random. They are given for a specific object, 
tad that object of infinite moment; namely, to aid in 
preparing young mm of requisite qualifications, Jbr preachr 
ing the everlasting Gospel. Unless those, who are assist- 
ed by these funds, possess those natural and moral en- 
dowments, and exhibit those improvements, which an- 
swer the views of the Society, as expressed in their Coi> 
stitution ; the funds are misapplied, and lost. 

On this part of the subject, the Directors are impell- 
ed by a sense of duty, both for the sake of the Benefi- 
ciaries, and of the community, to speak with the utmost 
plainness. It is obvious, that young men of sanguine and 
aspiring minds are in no small danger of choosing the 
ministry, as a profession, from improper motives. This 
profession, at the present day, has many and strong at- 
tractions, even to those, who exhibit little evidence of 
piety. In the first place, there is from all quarters a 
demand for ministers, more and more frequent and im- 
portunate ; and every young man, who possesses even a 
common share of genius, may have a pretty sure pros- 
pect of a comfortable settlement in this profession. — 
This profession too is held in high respect. In most in- 
stances, ministers are considered as men of conse- 
quence in the places where they reside ; and if they sup 
port the clerical character in any good degree, will al- 
ways receive the most respectful and affectionate atten?- 
tioa from the friends of religion. Another recommenda- 
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lion of the sacred office is, that it affords opportunity for 
mental improvement, and generally secures to ministers 
the pleasures and advantages of a frequent intercourse 
with the most intelligent and polished members of 
society. And by many, who contemplate it superficial- 
ly, and at a distance, the profession of a minister is sup- 
posed to be exempt, in an uncommon degree, from the 
necessity of labor, and to afford a prospect not only of 
honor, but of ease. — Under the influence of these, and 
other similar views, young men. of ardent minds are like- 
ly to choose the ministry from wrong motives. To 
guard against this danger, it is necessary that ministers 
of the Gospel, and other enlightened christians should, 
in every proper way, take pains to impress the minds of 
young men with the vast importance of the ministry, and 
with the difficulties, the wearisome, exhausting labors 
and hardships, which must be encountered in the dis- 
charge of its duties. Before young men are encouraged 
to apply for patronage to the Education Society, they 
should be examined and watched with the most vigilaat 
fidelity. It should not be forgotten, that every instance 
of misconduct, or of defective talents, in a beneficiary of 
the Society, will not only be matter of reproach to the 
christian name, but will chill the ardor of public charity, 
recently kindled in behalf of this benevolent object. 

The Directors feel the most solicitous desire, that 
young men, who are inquiring into the expediency of 
seeking an education for the ministry, should be guided 
by proper views, and be led to pursue that course, 
which will be safest for themselves, and most advantag- 
eous to the church. They ought to be impressed with 
a sacred dread of misapplying or wasting these precious 
treasures. They ought frequently to address to- their 
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mini' consciences and hearts such questions as these £ 
SfuxU I tmth this cotmcra&ed charity without the requisite* 
qualifications ? - Skull I date to commit sacrilege, to gratify^ 
mtfiotmtmhaiioided desires ?-+* As to their quantitations*' 
titey shoifld remember, how difficult it is for young meriy 
especially in such a case, to form a .correct judgment oft 
tbemseJves. They should, therefore, guard against thcr 
influence of vanity and self-lore, and** with a pious doJ* 
cility* seek to know what is the will bf God. They 
should Solicit the serious advice of judicious minister^) 
end: private christrdnfc ; holding themselves ready tosul>* 
mit ' to the n^ost faithful examination^ and the mdet safe; 
isfactory trial of their talents and tjipir piety, and dfl 
ways feeling, that however desirable, honorable, ancfi 
useful an effioe the jriinistry may be, unless they have 'thria 
requisite character, it is better for them to be in % tajp 
W0fdk>yment, . than in that. Above afl| theyi should im- 
jUoto the guidarioe and Messing of God. And if atariyt 
period of. their* edueatioh, their patrons or in&tructerai 
shouldrbe convinced, /that <they have mistaken their ob*" 
je£ir: they otigfit cheerfully td relinquish their education; 
t*»w much soever th&r hearts may have been set upon; 
k^aud be satisfied, that it is their duty, and will be tbetr 
honor arid happiness, to serve God in that calling* for: 
which they are the best qualified. 

/There ie another caution necessary to be indicated!, 
The vast importance of: raising Up able ministers of the 
Gospel is /felt to a great estent in our country, and fuhd^ 
are collected* to aid in promoting^ this object. NW> 
young men, wbd are pursuing an education preparatory 
to the ministry, will be prone to rely passively upon tins 
charitable provision so far, as to remit exertions theyl 
would otherwise be ; ready to make for themselves*

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Some, who might Jmd it practicable to defray the whole 
expense. of their education from. some other source, may 
be inclined to solicit aid from this Society, not remem- 
bering that its funds are designed for .those only,- who 
are destitute of all other means of support. . And era* 
those, who are wholly destitute, may rest too quietly en 
public charity, and satisfy themselves witk much less ice 
due try and economy, than otheik have practised* * who 
have, been left to make their way by thieir own ve Sorts. 
But whether young men ask for assistance mthout cause, 
or ask for more than, what is absolutely necessary; they 
are guilty of an impropriety, admitting of no excuse. 
They, who are appointed by this .Society to manage its 
fhnds, wish these sober views of .the subject to be con* 
stehtly impressed on their own minds, and on the mindi 
of their beneficiaries. 

, There is another view which the Directors fe^tve 
t*ken of the dangerous influence of the charity entrustec^ 
ten them ; namely, that it will . be likely to detract from, 
wwgy of character. Beneficiaries, whose wants are reg- 
ularly, supplied by public beneficence, will be in danger 
of falling far below the activity i and usefulness of those, 
wbehave been obliged to struggle through great difficult 
ties, ^nd who rise to eminence in society hy their own 
persevering diligence. . The Directors have kept this 
d&ngerous: tendency of charity steadily in view, and have 
labored, ,by every practicable means* to counteract it 
In the first place, they have made it their uniform prin- 
ciple, not to afford to any beneficiaries a complete support 
Even if their fonde. had been so finch larger, as to be 
fidiy competent to this ; they would have considered it 
the dictate of sound discretion, to grant only so much as- 
Stance to beneficiaries, as would be sufficient to keep 
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them from sinking under too heavy a burden, and td 
give encouragement Add success to their own diligeirf 
efforts. 

It wad partly on the same grounds, that the Direct 
tor? in April last, adopted and published the following 
f^g^tion; viz.; "that it is the desire and expectation 
of; th& Board, that their Beneficiaries, in each stage of 
their : educatiori, should, as for as they have opportunity, 
employ at least two hours in a day, in productive labof*, 
with, a view both to aid them in defraying the expenses 
of their education, and to promote vigorous health ; and 
that their Instructors be requested to direct and assist 
them as to suitable employment." 

The Directors, further, are not a little anxious re* 
spfafctipg the moral influence, which may, in some re-i 
speots, bet produced on the character of the beneficiaries 
tgr the habit of relying for support upon others; and 
would therefore Earnestly call upon them, to use every 
possible means for preventing the effect which is feared. 
Every beneficiary should be led to reflect most seriously 
on the design of this benevolent institution, and on thfJ 
end which is constantly to be sought by the application 
df its charities. He should never Suffer the thought Of 
feeling for a moment to steal into his heart, that he t&rf 
any peteonai claito, upon the public charity, ob<that htf 
hfes any right to complain, if it is withheld; toly if b«4 
stowed with ever so much liberality, that it is any rea^ 
son for him to look upon himself with feelings of pride 
or self-complacency. On the contrary,' he should plac* 
himself habitually under the eye of Christ, the Head of 
the Chtarch, be affected with his own unworthiness; and 
be deeply sensible, that every favor conferred upon him, 
especially that which may contribute to prepare him for 
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fbt&rc usefulness, should 1 excite the liveliest gratitude id 
his heart, gratitude first of all to God, the giver of trety, 
good and perfect gift, and then to all, who are moved 
by- love to the causte of God, to assist in educating young 
men for the christian ministry. And if, in any cstse^ &i 
indigent youth, who is preparing for the ministry, AfcttW 
deceive less from this sacred charity, than what i# ne- 
cessary to afford a complete supply erf his wants; l#t 
him still remember, that what he . does receive, comes 
from the hand of christian benevolence ; and that if he 
fbpuld possess such a temper of heart, as to be unthank- 
ful for a small gratuity, he i would prove himself totally 
unworthy of a greater. •:*•.*.... . ■ . ». s 

» The Directors would also request the ministers! and 
friends of religion, and especially Instructers of public* 
Schools^ to cooperate with them in guiding, and forming 
for usefulness, the beneficiaries of the AmericautEdaca-* 
tiw Society ; to exercise a watchful friendship over 
them, and to give any information to the Directory which 
qan enable them more advantageously, or more faithfuls 
ly to execute their important and difficult trust 

. In the course of the year, a question, which had been 
38 interesting subject of conversation in many places, and 
fead occupied, in no small degree, the attention of indi- 
viduals' belonging to the Board of Directors, was distinct* 
Ly brought before them, with a request from a: respect* 
able clergyman, in behalf of his church, that they would 
give a definite, and public expression of their opinion 
uppn it The question was this ; " whether it is etiptdi- 
titfjthatjhe Directors should select beneficiaries byname, as 
(kt particular objects of the charity of individual churches 
wbinefaptws.". ..From the sincerest respect to those, 
^h<Mnade the request, as well as to others, who h*d 
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been contemplating the same subject, the Directors were 
induced to give, in the following communication, a pub- 
lic* expression of their opinion on the question, which 
had thus been brought before them. 

« The Directors cannot but feel the highest gratifica- 
tion iq the active zeal, which has been excited in church- 
es and individuals, as well as in the community at large, 
in favor of the great object of the American Education 
Society ; and would gladly contribute to raise, to a still 
higher degree, that benevolent ardor, which has already 
effected so much for the cause of Zion. With this view, 
they have heretofore been inclined to advocate the 
method of assigning beneficiaries by name to individual 
churches and benefactors. And they are still satisfied 
that, were there no insurmountable difficulties attending 
it, this method would be calculated to create a lively in- 
terest in the \ object' of this Sofeiety, and might possi- 
bly, in some instances, secure larger contributions, than 
any other method. But a deliberate consideration of 
the: subject, and a little experience, have resulted in a 
conviction, that the method of selection proposed, is in- 
expedient: : i j * 

*ln the first place, it would obviously be an un- 
pleasant ancT hazardous business, for the Board to un- 
dertake to make a selection from the list of their bene- 
ficiaries, when it would of necessity be understood, that 
the selection was meant to be a mark of distinction among 
thejn. Oft any other principle, the selection would not 
he satisfactory to those, for whom it was made. Church- 
es and. individual benefactors would naturally expect, 
that the Directors would assign to them scholars of high 
qualifications. So that the selection would unavoidably 
he uoffotstaod tcr.be. a mark of distinction, not only 
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among the beneficiaries, but also among these benevolent 
societies or 1 individuals* to whom the selected benefice*- 
ries should be assigned. The Directors are not prepar- 
ed to encounter the evils, which might originate from 
their attempting to make a distinction in either of these 
respects, even if they could be sure of making it justly. 
They Would apprehend no small danger to the bcneficuh 
ties, who should thus at the very commencement of 
their education, be publicly distinguished by the Board, 
and be made the particular objects, not only of the chat* 
i7y, but oi the flattering personal attention, of their benfe* 
factors. Honorable distinctions, conferred upon young 
men, even at the end of their literary course, haVe gen* 
erally an unpropitious moral influence, ag&inst which we 
cannot too vigilantly guard the hearts of those, who art 
to be ministers of the meek dnd lowly Jeans. But in the 
opinion of this Board, that influence must be much more 
unpropitious, if the public distinction is conferred, be ford 
the- youthful mind is strengthened by the disciplined 
education, and secured from danger by some degree of 
maturity in its faculties and habits. 

" It is equally obvious, that those beneficiaries, who 
should not receive the honorable distinction conferred 
upon their associates, would be likely to feel a sensible 
depression and discouragement 9 ' 

" But another evil, of no small moment, would arise 
from the circumstance, that the Directors could not re* 
ly on their own judgment, to make the distinction pro- 
posed, with perfect justice. They, who are converses! 
with the education of youth, well know, how often 
those, who appear to have minds of the first promise 
at the outset, are by and by outstripped by others, who 
were ranked far below them. In this affair, there will 
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fee perpetual disappointments. No human foresight can 
determine, what will be the rank of scholarship, which 
any youth, now commencing his course, will ultimately 
attain. And no human power can control the causes 
which conspire to awaken the latent energies of the 
Blind, and to form the youthful character. This impos- 
sibility of making the proposed distinction justly, andtbfe 
Consequences, which would be occasioned by a disap- 
pointment of the expectations of .benefactors, respecting 
the ultimate character of a particular youth, constitute 
another of the intrinsic difficulties, which embarrass the 
plan of selection proposed. 

" An additional objection arises from the perplexity, 
which would be. created, in managing the pecuniary con- 
cerns of the Society, if any considerable number of 
churches of individual benefactors should undertake to 
support particular young men by name, and each church, 
or benefactor, should, of course, have an account current 
opened, in the books of the Treasurer of the Society, 
with each beneficiary, to be thus supported. 

" And although the plan of selection proposed would 
have the advantage of giving an individuality to the ob- 
ject of charity, and of bringing it near ; it is, on the 
whole, the persuasion of the Directors, that there is no 
occasion to resort to this plan, in order to excite in the 
public mind the most lively interest They cannot but 
think, that any church or society, who have sufficient 
enlargement of heart to engage in this benevolent work, 
will feel a more sensible excitement, in contributing, 
with others, to the education of several hundred young 
men for the ministry, than from the consideration, that 
some single individual is the object of their charities. 

" This Board are confirmed in the opinion above 
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stated, by the result of the experience, which other son 
cieties have had In no case has there ever been a 
warmer zeal excited in our country for the promotion 
of any benevolent object, than for the support of our 
missionaries to pagan lands. But all this zeal has been 
excited, without any such selection of individuals, as is 
dbntemplated in this case* It has been found sufficient 
for the friends of the Foreign Mission to know, that they 
were contributing to the support of Missionaries, and tt 
the propagation of Christianity, among those, who were 
perishing for lack of vision. The same has been the 
case with other charitable institutions, at home and 
abroad. 

" The Directors think it necessary to add that, when 
churcbes or individuals desire it, a sufficient degree of 
definiteness and individuality may be given to the object 
of these charities, in another way, not attended with any 
of the difficulties, which embarrass the plan of selection, 
viz. ; that a church, or individual benefactor, should stated- 
ly contribute the average sum, that is necessary for the main* 
tenanceofone or more beneficiaries. And they wish it to 
be distinctly understood, that, in case any church, or in- 
dividual benefactors, are acquainted with a young man 
of promising qualifications, and choose to commit him to 
the care of the American Education Society, affording 
Him, through their agency, and in conformity to the rules 
which govern them respecting other beneficiaries, what 
is necessary to enable him to acquire an . education for 
the ministry, thus taking upon themselves the responsi- 
bility of making their own selection ; the strongest ob- 
jections which lie against the plan, considered above, 
would be entirely removed." 

At the same meeting the Directors, with a view to 
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advance the extensive interests of the Society, adopted 
the following resolution ; viz. ; 

" That the American Society for educating pious 
youth for the Gospel ministry may keep up such a con- 
nexion with its Branch and auxiliary societies, as the^ 
great and growing interests of the institution require; 
and that a complete view of the combined operations^ 
the Society in different parts of the country may be giv- 
en in its Annual Reports ; the Directors request each 
Branch, and County Auxiliary Society to transmit to this 
Board a statement of their proceedings by the first o£ 
July in each year ; and the Directors propose, that a 
representative from each Branch, and County Auxiliary 
Society, attend the Annual Meeting of the Parent Socie- 
ty, and, when practicable, that a representative from the 
Parent Society attend the Annual meetings of such Dis- 
trict Societies." 

The Directors deem it of the highest moment, that 
all who have any concern with this Society, should 
steadily keep in view its original design ; that is, to fur* 
nish to indigent young men of proper qualifications, the 
means of a thorough classical and public education* In 
prosecuting this design, many difficulties were to be ex- 
pected ; some, arising from the inadequate views which 
generally prevail, of the nature and value of a learned 
education ; some, arising from the various ways which 
are open to young men, of getting into the ministry, with- 
out a regular course of classical study ; some, arising 
from the haste or fickleness of young men themselves, 
or from a puerile vanity or self-esteem, which urges 
4hem to undertake the duties and seek the honors of the 
most important public profession, before they have ob- 
tained the requisite qualifications ; and some, arising

from the circumstance, that the beneficiaries of the So- 
ciety are pursuing their studies in situations so distant, 
and under modes of instruction so diverse from each 
other. The Directors indulge the hope, that the time 
is not far distant, when the state of our higher schools 
and the feelings of the public will be such, that a more 
efficient direction can be given to the education of their 
beneficiaries, and thus a result be obtained more auspic- 
ious to the cause of learning and religion. 

The Directors would imprint it deeply on their own 
minds, and on the minds of all who desire more laborers to 
be sent forth into the harvest, that, notwithstanding the 
difficulties and dangers which attend the operations of 
this Society, and the painful disappointment oi their 
hopes, which may in some rare instances occur, as to the 
ultimate character and usefulness of their beneficiaries ; 
there is abundant reason to be animated with their pros- 
pects, and, with growing zeal, to press forward to the 
consummation of their benevolent design* This design 
is not a subject of doubtful experiment. The plan of 
educating youth by public charity has long been known 
^nd approved in the christian world. Liberal provis- 
ion is made for this purpose in the European Colleges 
generally ; and it is well known, what funds have been 
furnished to the most respectable Colleges and Acade- 
mies in this country, for the gratuitous education of 
promising youth. The disappointment of hopes indulg- 
ed, in a few cases out of many, has never led the mana- 
gers of our public Seminaries, or the friends of learn- 
ing and religion generally, to doubt the utility of such 
charitable funds. And it will not be forgotten that the 
large charity funds in two of the oldest and most re* 
spectable Academies in New England were appropriat- 
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ed primarily to the very object, which this Society has 
in view. Nor ha9 the wisdom or the benevolence of 
the men, who so richly endowed those Academies, ceas- 
ed, after the trial of forty years, to be universally ap- 
plauded. The result of such gratuitous education of 
youth for the learned professions, especially for the 
christian ministry, is well known. Of late years this 
plan of public charity has assumed, in some respects, a 
new form. It has been presented before the commu- 
nity at large ; and to a great extent the members of the 
community have taken an active part in its favor. It 
has been appropriated exclusively to those, who appear 
to possess piety and talents, and are seeking an educa* 
tion for no other purpose, than to prepare for the sa- 
cred office. Definite rules have been made and agents 
appointed for the regular application of this charity, and 
for securing a learned education to those young men, 
who are to enjoy it. — And what has, on the whole, been 
the fruit of these charitable provisions for the educa* 
tion of a learned and pious ministry, but this ; — that men, 
who have been selected and educated by the managers 
of public charity, now fill many of the most important 
stations in our churches and Colleges, and occupy many 
of the most promising fields of missionary labor in 
heathen lands. This fact, in the view of the Directors, 
is testimony sufficient in favor of this general system of 
charity. 

From present appearances, there is the best reason 
to hope, that the beneficiaries of this Society will be 
able and useful ministers in the church of Christ, and, 
in the language of another, " that individuals will be 
found among them, who will singly repay to the church 
by their labors and their salutary influence, more than 
the cost of all the charitable institutions in our country." 
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Should any be disposed to ask, what need of further 
exertions in this cause? The answer is, that after all 
which has been accomplished, the demand for ministers 
still increases. The necessity of great and constant ex* 
ertion does not depend on any doubtful principle, nor on 
the exactness of any particular calculation. It will be 
seen by every serious man, who gives any suitable atten- 
tion to the subject, that in the most favored parts of the 
country, many flocks are left without a shepherd; that 
Our newly settled regions, which are of great extent, and 
over which a vast aqd growing population is rising up, 
are destitute of ministers to an alarming and distressing 
degree j and that not far from eight thousand compe- 
tent ministers are needed, in addition to all, now labor- 
ing in the country. If this is a fact, the necessity is 
great and urgent It is one which speaks to the heart 
of every man and woman, especially of every christian. 
It calls loudly upon all, to do what in them lies towards 
supplying this alarming deficiency. In their exertions to 
effect this, they should search out every young man in 
our country, to whom God has given promising talents 
and a pious disposition, and by friendly counsel, and, 
where it is necessary, by charitable aid, encourage him 
to qualify himself for the work of the ministry. Not 
one should be left. While great care is taken to guard 
against imposition, and to withhold patronage from those 
who do not deserve it ; still greater care should be tak- 
en, that no young man, in any part of our country, who 
possesses suitable qualifications, should be overlooked, 
and waste his talents in obscurity, for want of patronage. 
And as real worth of character is modest and unobtru- 
sive ; pains must be taken to search it out, and bring it 
forward into public view. Christian parents should be 
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watchfully attentive to this .duty, and should consider, 
how great a happiness it must be to them, to be instru- 
mental, by their pious labors and sacrifices, in preparing 
one or more of their sons for the holy ministry. Chris- 
tian ministers should be watchfully attentive to this du- 
ty ; remembering, that the usefulness of their whole life 
may be doubled, by every successful effort to help for- 
ward a promising youth in hi? preparations for the sac- 
red office. Every intelligent christian, every friend of 
man should be watchfully attentive to this duty ; con- 
sidering how great a comfort it must be to him, living 
and dying, to look upon one faithful minister or mission- 
ary, if no more, who was drawn forth from obscurity, 
and prepared for a work of distinguished usefulness in 
the kingdom of Christ, by his friendly counsels and his 
charities. * 

To stimulate the friends of religion to these efforts, 
the Directors would earnestly request them to consider, 
how close and important a connection the design of this 
Society has with all the plans, which christian benevo- 
lence is aiming to accomplish at this auspicious day. If 
the churches in christian lands are to be enlarged and 
purified, and fed with the bread of life ; if the rising 
generation are to be instructed in the principles of relig- 
ion, and trained to virtue and usefulness ; if literary and 
religious institutions are to be cherished and supported ; 
if the gospel is to be preached in all the destitute parts 
of this vast Republic, and its increasing population 
brought to obey the laws and enjoy the benefits of Chris- 
tianity ; if the savages in our wilderness are to be reclaim- 
ed from their wanderings, and formed to the service of 
Jehovah ; if the millions of the heathen are to be turn- 
ed from their idolatry ; if the reign of sin is to be brought 
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to a close, and the reign of Christ to be extended over 
the earth ; if things 90 desirable and momentous as these 
are to be accomplished, a great number of suitable agents 

* must be raised up to accomplish them. And who ever 

* have been — who ever can be employed, as proper agents 
in accomplishing these things, but ministers of the gos- 
pel ? The design of this Society, then, has an insepar* 
ble and most interesting connection with all the great 
objects of christian love. They who sincerely pray the 
Lord of the harvest to send forth more laborers into his 

* harvest, and who freely contribute of their substance to 
, increase the number of laborers, give the best proof of 

their benevolence, and contribute directly to promote the 
blessed cause, for which the Son of God lived, and snf* 
fered, and died. 

How animating are the signs of the times ! The period 
of Zion's enlargement and glory is drawing near. The 

y whole earth will soon be given to Christ for an inheri- 

tance. But before christians can behold that blessed 
day, they must rise to greater efforts, and to purer devo- 
tion. Loud and repeated calls reach us from the East 
and from the West, and from the North and from the 
South. Millions are hastening to the judgment, without 

'\ any knowledge of the only Savior. Let us do with all 

our might whatsoever our hand findeth to do. Let our 
hearts glow with higher ardor. Let us go forward writ* 
edly in our work, trusting in the strength of God, and 
pursuing, as the dearest object of our hearts, the coo- 
version and salvation of the world. Let us be filled 
with holy resolution, and confidence of success. We 
have an almighty Leader. All heaven is with us, and 
shortly all the earth will be with us too. As soldiers of 
the cross, then, let us press forward, and enjoy a speedy 
and glorious triumph.

CONSTITUTION 



OF THE 



American Society 



FOR EDUCATING 

PIOUS YOUTH FOR THE GOSPEL MINISTRY. 



Art. I. Any person^ who shall subscribe and annually pay 
into the treasury, a sum not less than five dollars, and if a cler- 
gyman, two dollars, shall be a member of this Society : and any 
person who shall pfcy, at 6ne time, one hundred dollars, and if 
a clergyman, forty dollars, shall be a! member for life. 

Art. II. A permanent fund shall be formed of bequests, 
legacies, donations, and grants, thus appropriated by the do- 
nors ; and of any other property of the Society, as the Direc- 
tors may think best calculated to promote the object in view. 

Art. HI. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a Pres- 
ident, Vice President, Clerk, and Treasurer, and such other 
officers as may be found necessary ; who shall continue in office, 
till others shall be chosen in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, 
elect such a number of honorary Vice Presidents, as they may 
judge expedient. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, 
seven Directors ; who, together with the President and Vice 
President of the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors. 
It shall be the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the. 
Society, by soliciting themselves, and by appointing and in- 
structing agents to solicit, the aid requisite to achieve the object 
in view. This Board shall have the power of appropriating all 
monies for the support of beneficiaries ; of examining; and 
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selecting candidates for this charity ; and likewise of appoint- 
ing agents, to examine and recommend applicants living in 
distant parts ; and generally, of transacting all business neces- 
sary for the furtherance of the object of this Society, not other- 
wise herein provided for. The Directors shall also keep a fair 
record of their proceedings, and annually make report of their 
transactions to the Society. 

Art, VI. Qualified candidates for this charity may be aided, 
in each stage of preparatory education for the ministry ; bat, 
except in very singular cases, no applicant shall be assisted, 
even in the first stage, who shall not produce, from serious and 
respectable characters, unequivocal testimonials of hopeful piety, 
promising talents, and real indigence ; nor shall any person be 
continued on this foundation, whose instructor or instructors, 
except in very special cases, shall not annually exhibit to the Di- 
rectors, satisfactory evidence, that, in point of genius, diligence; 
literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character to 
receive this sacred charity ; in addition to which, each benefi- 
ciary, after his admission into any college, shall annually exhibit 
to the Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be his 
serious purpose to devote bis life to the gospel ministry. 

Art. VII. If any person, who has been assisted by the 
Society, shall not devote himself to the gospel ministry, he shall, 
.within a reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his edu- 
cation, with lawful interest, whenever required by the Directors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his absence, the Vice 
President, in concurrence with three of the Directors, shall have 
power to call special meetings of the Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties, 
in a reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the 
faithful discharge of his duty. He shall vest the property of the 
Society in the safest and most productive forms ; make pay- 
ments and advances of money, from time to time, agreeably to 
the orders of the Directors ; and annually render, to the Society, 
a written account of all receipts and expenditures within the year, 
of the amount of its funds, and of the manner in which they are 
vested. This account to be previously examined and approved, 
in writing, by a committee of the Society, annually chosen for 
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tb6 purpose. He shall alto give to the Directors, whenever 
they request it, a particular account of the state of the Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually, in Boston, on 
the Wednesday succeeding the fourth Wednesday of September ; 
to attend public worship, to elect officers, to choose a preacher 
for the ensuing anniversary, to hear the report of the Directors, 
and of the Treasurer, and to transact other necessary business* 

Art. XL At all meetings of the Society, thirty members shall 
be requisite to constitute a quorum ; and every meeting of the 
Society, and of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliaries to this, 
which shall pay annually, five hundred dollars into the treasury 
of this Society, shall be, ex officio, honorary Vice Presidents of 
this Society ; and every person, who shall at one time pay 
five hundred dollars into the Treasury, shall be an honorary 
Vice President for life. 

Art. XIII, Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the in- 
habitants of any State, or district of any State, whose distance 
renders an immediate connexion with this Society impracticable, 
and such Society shall adopt the essential principles of this 
Constitution, especially the provisions of the sixth article, as the 
basis of its own, and shall annually raise the sum of two thou- 
sand dollars, such Society, upon due notice of its existence, and 
desire of union, shall be received, as a constituent branch of the 
American Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of ap- 
pointing its own officers, including a board of Directors and a 
Treasurer ; and also the right of appropriating its own funds for 
the assistance of beneficiaries, who may apply for its assistance, 
and who shall have, in all respects, the requisite qualifications. 
Every candidate for such charity shall be examined by a com- 
mittee of three competent men, two of whom shall be appointed 
by the Directors of said Branch Society, and one of the Direc- 
tors of this Society ; and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, 
preparatory to the ministry, under the immediate superintend- 
ence of the Directors of said Branch Society ; or if they shall 
deem it expedient, such candidate may be committed to the 
charge of the Directors of this Society. All monies of any 



Branch Society, noC appropriated, as above, shall be transmitted 
to the general Treasury ; and whenever the exigencies of such 
Society shall exceed its own resources, it may apply for assist- 
ance to the Directors of this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be honorary 
Vice Presidents of this Society, and also honorary members of 
the Board of Directors. 

Art. XV* The Directors shall have power to supply any 
vacancies that may occur in their own Board, or in the offices of 
the Society, till the next annual meeting* 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, 
except on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of 
three fourths of the members present, at an annual meeting ; or 
unless the proposed alteration shall have been submitted to the 
Society, in writing, at a previous meeting*

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FIFTH REPORT. , 



Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature. This highest mandate of Sovereign love 
mu9t be neglected no longer. It must be uttered, and 
repeated, and reiterated, until every mind shall be awake, 
*pd every heart fired, and the whole Church united in 
ardent action for its fulfilment. The world is wide ; 
the creatures ready to perish are many ; and the com- 
pany of the preachers must be great But as yet it is 
small. , Thousands of preachers are wanted for this land; 
tens of thousands for the lands where the good tidings 
hare never, or scarcely for many ages, been heard. 
This want, of a kind and extent not to be mentioned 
without the deepe&t concern, instead of being lessened, 
has long been increasing. And it will increase, unless* 
exertions be made upon a more extensive scale, and with 
a spirit of benevolence Which will never think of what 
it has done, but only of what it has yet to do. 

Five years ago* touched with this deplorable case, 
a few individuals reeved on a remedial attempt, and 
the A*ewca* , E^wation Society was formed. The 
detug» of the Society commended itself to Christian* 



generally ; and was received with favour and hailed 
with grateful joy in different parts of our country. 
The Society has been from year to year increasing; 
and its Members are now 415. Of this number, 166 
are Life Members ; and of these 39 were added during 
the last year; and 107 were constituted chiefly by 
the liberality of Females in attestation of affectionate 
respect for their Pastors. The other 249 are Mem- 
bers by annual subscription, the greater part, of five 
dollars, more than twenty of ten dollars, and some of 
fifty dollars. 

Since the commencement of the Society, the Direc- 
tors have received as Beneficiaries 256 young men, who 
offered themselves with the declared design and pur- 
pose of being devoted to the service of God in the Gos- 
pel of his Son ; and with satisfactory testimonials as to 
their piety and talents, and their need of charitable aid. 
Fifty twoLof the number were received the last year. 
The present beneficiaries, a large proportion of whom, 
at the time of being received were just entered upon a 
regular course of study, are in different stages of ad- 
vancement, and at such approved Seminaries as have 
been found for them respectively most convenient. And 
from information respecting them, regularly communica- 
ted, according to established requisitions, the Directors 
have the gratifying persuasion, that in general their con- 
duct and progress are such, as should be satisfactory to 
their patrons, and inspire their benefactors and friends 
with lively hope and confidence. 

To determine the proper allowance to be 'made to 
Beneficiaries has been with the Directors a poiht of par- 
ticular concern and earnest consideration, frcto the first 
Ort the one hand, the allowance should hot be bo abtiud* 



ant as to exempt the beneficiary from the salutary neces- 
sity of doing what he can, in the way of good economy 
and suitable exertions for himself, as well as for the re- 
lief of the sacred funds ; on the other hand it should not 
be so scanty as to subject him to unavoidable embar- 
rassment, perplexity, and discouragement/. After ma- 
ture ".deliberation the Directors were settled iw the 
opinion, that it would conduce to the advantage of Ben- 
eficiaries and to the promotion of the object of the So* 
ciety, to determine certain limits to the quarterly ap* 
propriations, and that those limits should be made 
known to the Beneficiaries and their Instructors." Ac- 
cordingly at the beginning of the last year it was adopt- 
ed as a standing order, " that Beneficiaries in the first 
stage of education, or while fitting for College, shall 
not in ordinary cases receive more than fifteen dollars a 
quarter, with the exception of those who pursue their 
studies at the most expensive schools, who may receive 
twenty ; » that in the second stage, twenty five dollars 
shall be the largest sum granted quarterly to Beneficia- 
ries at all the Colleges except those which are most ex- 
pensive, and that thirty dollars shall be the largest quar- 
terly allowance to any Beneficiaries ; aud that the Direc- 
tors will conform to this principle, Unless in some rare 
cases circumstances are such as to justify an exception." 

The appropriations to Beneficiaries, amounted in the 
course of the year, together with the incidental expens- 
es, to the sum of 811,312,57, 

The receipts at the Treasury during the year were 
$15,148,80. Of this sum, $6,195,78 were donations from 
Societies arid individuals for current use; $6,000 a bequest 
designed for the permanent fuod,and made by the late 
Mr. Beza Tucker of Roxbury, a benefactor, whose dis- 
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tinguished liberality to the Education Society will be 
had in grateful remembrance by the friends of religion ; 
$1600 the payments, of Life Members ; $542 thrf pay- 
ments of Members by annual subscription ; and $811,02 
interest of productive funds, 

It was hardly to be expected that the amount of re- 
ceipts of the last year should etjual that of the year pre- 
ceding. But the degree in which it falls short occasions 
no small anxiety. - For even if the bequest' of $6000 is 
taken into the account, the total sum is still between three 
and four thousand dollars less,; than that of the preced- 
ing year ; and if that extraordinary contribution is left 
out of the account, thcf sum is reduced to one half of what 
it was the year before* (Now although comparatively lit- 
tle has been don* in the way of agencies for procuring 
funds—although it has been a year of almost unexam- 
pled embarrassment from the general scarcity or, stetgnar 
tion of the circulating medium— -and although public ob- 
jects of benevolence are continually multiplying, and 
pressing upon the attention of the community ; the So- 
ciety will perceive in the difference above stated, some- 
thing to awaken their most serious. solicitude. The re- 
membrance of the past however excites the pleasing 
hope, that the liberality of the public towards the object 
of this Society will not abate, but rather increase. Everjr 
appeal to the Christian community in behalf of this great 
object has been met with generous contributions* There 
is the strongest reason to believe this will continue to be 
the case, and that a Society, whose tffortp and charities 
are devoted so entirely and directly to the interests of 
Ziod, will be liberally supported, and enabled to proceed 
in the accomplishment of its* momentous desigtii : 



At their last quarterly tasting the Directors took inU 
to particular consideration the-' importance and difficulty 
of their duty in regard to the proper direction and disci* 
pline of the Beneficiaries of the, Society } and, conscious 
of their own incompetency' to exert the necessary influ- 
ence upon the minds o( numerous Beneficiaries, located 
as they are in various Academies and Colleges in differ- 
ent and distant parte of the country, and apprehending too 
that this great work id one in which enlightened minister* 
and christians must feel a common interest, concluded to 
address a circular letter to Associations, to individual 
ministers, to instructors and others, requesting them to 
exercise a watchful inspection orer the Beneficiaries of 
the Society, and to unite their efforts with those of the 
Directors, to prepare them for the greatest degree of 
usefulness. With these objects in view, the following 
circular has been written and published by a committee; 
of the Board* 

To all the friends of a learned Christian Ministry* and in 
particular to those, who have an agency in recommend- 
ing or instructing the Beneficiaries of the America* 
Education Society. ( 

Reverend and Beloved Brethren^ 

The Directors op thb American Education Society, 
in whose name I now address you, consider the business 
committed to them, as deeply interesting to all the friends 
of Zion. The greater part of our own country, to say 
toothing of the rest of the world, is destitute of religious 
instruction ; and those ministers of the gospel, whose 
preaching and example are now so great blessings to the 
church, will not be suffered to continue by reason of 
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death. The graochquestion before us is, whether min- 
isters shall be raised up to supply the places of those, 
whose labours will shortly cease, and to preach the gos- 
pel to the destitute aud perishing? — and what shall be 
the character and qualifications of those, who shall teach 
Christianity to the world, after we are called from our 
labours ? This is a question of common concern ; and 
all who love the prosperity of the church will surely 
give it their most serious attention. They cannot but 
regard it as one of the first labours of christian benevo- 
lence, to increase the number of able and faithful min- 
isters of the gospel. 

But besides the general interest involved, there is 
another consideration which strongly urges us to solicit 
your cooperation in this great business ; namely, that 
without your assistance, it cannot be conducted with pro- 
priety and succesfc. As Directors, we can have but little 
personal acquaintance with the Beneficiaries of the So- 
ciety. Generally, we can exercise no immediate inspec- 
tion over them, either as to the improvement of their 
time, or the formation of their moral and religious char- 
acter. Young men of the most promising talents and 
piety are subject to many failings, temptations, and dan- 
gers, of which they ought to be seasonably and faithful- 
ly warned. But who can give them warning, except 
those christian friends, who have long been near them, 
and have had, or now have, opportunity to be familiarly 
acquainted with their dispositions and their deportment? 
Christian Fathers and Brethren, 

The work of training up young men for the holy 
ministry is a great and difficult work. . The Directors 
will not neglect any effort to accomplish their part of 
this arduous undertaking. But the labour and responsi- 



bility of the work are too great for them. The object 
of this letter is to solicit your aid. 

Young men,' who quit the field or the shop for a stu- 
dious life, are exposed to various dangers. So sudden 
and entire a change in their employment may have an 
unpropitious influence on their whole character. The 
generous patronage afforded them by charitable societies" 
and individuals, together with the affectionate attentions 
they receive from the friends of religion, and the injudi- 
cious commendations often bestowed upon them, are apt, 
in a greater or less degree, to excite their vanity. Their 
ardor and inexperience expose them to various indiscre- 
tions. In every respect they need the faithful inspec- 
tion of christian friends. And you, brethren, who most 
intimately know them, and who recommend them to pub- 
lic patronage, or act as their instructors, are under the 
best advantages to exercise this faithful inspection over 
them. They must look for this favor first of all to you. 

If they exhibit any thing contrary to the seriousness 
and humility of Christians, — any symptoms of pride, ex- 
travagance, or imprudence with respect to their dress or 
their expenses, — any unsanctified ambition or forwards 
*ess of temper, — any want of docility, gratitude, or dili- 
gence, — any thing, in short, which ought not to be found 
ft those who profess to be servants of God, who are 
dependant on public charity, and destined, at a fu- 
ture time, to be ministers of the meek and lowly Je- 
sus; it will become a matter of urgent duty, that 
you freeiy and faithfully admonish them, and with 
persevering kindness labour to correct what is amiss. - 
Personal friendship for them, and especially a proper 
regard to the welfare of the Church, demands of you the 
toost patient «fiorts to free tfeeir character' from every 
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blemish, and to prepare them to be faithful, beloved, 
and useful ministers of the gospel. 

In case any palpable faults of character, not easily cor- 
rected, should appear, the directors earnestly wish that 
you would not stand as uninterested spectators, but would 
consider it as a matter which demands your immediate 

- attention, and that you would also take measures to com- 
municate the fullest information to the Directors, so that 
they may be able to unite their endeavours with yours 
to prevent the evils apprehended* 

Let me here in the name of the Directors, suggest 
to you the vast importance of exercising the highest de- 
gree of watchfulness and caution, in selecting those who 
shall be encouraged to ask the patronage of this society. 
The selection ought never to be made in haste. It ought 
never to be concluded, without great care atid long de- 
liberation, that any one possesses the piety and talents 
which are requisite in those, who shall enjoy this sacred 
charity. . No one should be offered as a suitable person 
to be educated for the ministry, before all reasonable 
doubts respecting his qualifications are removed. To 
refuse any, who are offered and recommended, is in no 
small degree painful to the Directors. But to accept 
and patronize those, who are wanting in suitable qualifi- 
cations, either intellectual or moral, is to injure the credit 
and usefulness of the society, and ultimately to occasion 
a great evil to the Church of Christ. 

The Directors are so deeply impressed with the im- 
portance of this whole subject — they are so sensible of 

- their insufficiency to accomplish the work committed to 
them, and their need of assistance from others, — and 
they consider it as so obviously a matter of common con- 
cern, especially to the public guardians of the interests of 
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the church, that they have deemed it a duty to address 
their fathers and brethren on the subject. It is our 
earnest wish, v that every minister and church, and espe- 
cially Instructors of young men destined to the ministry, 
may take this great concern into serious consideration, 
and do all in their power to forward the object of the 
American Education Society. We desire especially, that 
every Association of ministers may consider themselves 
an organized body, for the express purpose of concerting 
and pursuing the most prudent and efficient measures, 
not only to select proper young men to be recommended 
as candidates for the service of the church, but to main- 
tain a faithful inspection over them during the whole 
course of their education, and by every act of paternal 
wisdom and kindness, to prepare them in the best man- 
ner for the holy office of the ministry. 

tCT* It is requested that the Minister, who may receive this com- 
munication, would take the first opportunity to lay the subject before 
the Association with which he is connected, and that the ministers of 
each Association would present it in the manner they judge most 
suitable, to their respective churches. All the Instructors of our 
beneficiaries will consider this letter as addressed particularly to 
them." / 

There are two subjects, which will continue preem- 
inently to demand public attention; the selection of 
suitable young men as beheficiaries. and the procuring of 
necessary funds. 

As to the first of these, the providence and grace of 
God give us the most encouraging prospect. Without 
doubt we may find an increasing number of young men, 
possessing the requisite qualifications, who will gladly 
turn aside from their common pursuits, and devote 
themselves to the work of the ministry. In the various 
places where God has interposed and is still interposing 
for the conversion of sinners and the enlargement of his 
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church, there are doubtless many to whom God has gun 
en minds capable of distinguished improvement, and 
hearts which ardently desire the salvation of their fel- 
low men. Great and unceasing care should be taken, 
that such youth should be selected, and by a proper 
education trained for the sacred ministry ; and when 
their circumstances require it, that they be encouraged 
to solicit the patronage of the Education Society. All 
christians, and especially Pastors of churches and mis- 
sionaries, ought to consider it as incumbent on them, to 
give an awakened and constant attention to this subject. 
How can they render a more important service to the 
cause of the Redeemer, than to be instrumental in pre- 
paring one young man for the great work of preaching 
the everlasting gospel ? How happy then is the lot of 
those, whose pious efforts are successful in bringing for* 
ward a number of faithful laborers into the harvest ! Oh 
blessed selfdenial— blessed prayers and charities, which 
contribute to so momentous an object In pursuit of 
this object, parents are sacredly bound to consecrate 
their children to God, and if any one of them appears 
to possess promising talents and pious dispositions, they 
ought to rise above all the objections and difficulties 
which may seem to stand in the way, and to make eve- 
ry possible exertion to prepare that one for the service 
of the sanctuary. With what self-congratulations, and 
thanks to God do many christian fathers and mothers 
call to remembrancer the pains they took, the difficulties 
they struggled with, and the sacrifices they made, in oiy 
der to prepare their pious sons for the holy office of am- 
bassadors of Christ. What joy must it be to parents, 
and what a satisfaction and honor to their families to see 
one, who is bone of their bone, and flesh of their flesh, oc- 
cupying a station of distinguished usefulness in the Re- 
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deemer's kingdom, and enjoying the confidence and the 
love of multitudes, to whose spiritual good he faithfully 
ministers;. The Lord grant this honour and this joy to 
thousands of parents and brothers and sisters. 

The other subject, that is, the procuring of necessary 
funds, is, at present, attended with greater difficulties. 
Though the christian public have been in a good degree 
awakened to the importance of sending forth more labor* 
ers into the harvest, it is still difficult to convince them how 
much it is their duty to do. Great liberality has indeed 
been displayed by Auxiliary Societies and by individual 
benefactors. But the demand for ministers of the gos- 
pel is increasing ; the number of youth, possessing tal- 
ent and piety, and desirous of being prepared for the 
ministry, is also increasing ; and to meet these move* 
ments of divine providence, there must be an increase of 
charitable contributions ; and those contributions must 
be systematic and constant The board cherish feelings 
of the sincerest gratitude for the bounty which has al- 
ready been exercised towards the Society. But in view 
of the present number of beneficiaries and the present 
exigencies of the Society, the Directors are constrained 
to ask, have all christians contributed to this object ? 
And have all the contributors carried their contributions 
as far as the magnitude of the object and their obliga- 
tions require ? Have all who are blessed with wealth 
duly considered that they are stewards of God ? Have 
they considered this in the disposition they usually make 
of their property, and especially in the arrangemenfs of 
their last will and testament ? Have people general* 
ly been impressed in a suitable degree with the duty of 
exercising the strictest eponoray,— the duty of retrench* 
mg all unnecessary expenses, and submitting to selfdeni- 
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al, that they may be able to do something towards fur- 
nishing destitute churches, and the ignorant, perishing 
heathen with christian teachers ? Have they well con- 
sidered how great an honor and privilege it is to be co- 
workers with the King of Z ion in accomplishing the sal- 
vation of men ? Have they felt the animating influence 
of all the considerations, which urge them to diligent and 
persevering exertion to promote the object of this Socie- 
ty? Have they anticipated the exalted blessedness, 
with which the grace of God will, in a better world, re- 
ward every act of pious benevolence here performed ? 
The Directors must rely upon the ministers and 
friends of religion to aid and support them in the ardu- 
ous work which they are called to execute. Without 
their prompt, and liberal, and systematic aid, the cause 
will miscarry. The beneficiaries, already in a course of 
education for the ministry will be discouraged, the num- 
ber of destitute flocks will increase ; our new settle- 
ments will be in danger of being overspread with moral 
darkness and delusion, and to the reproach of all christen- 
dom 9 in the 19th century of the christian era, the greater 
part of the world will continue to be ignorant of him, 
who died on the cross, deriving no benefit from all that 
he has done for their eternal salvation. 



Note. The publishing committee beg leave to inform the chris- 
tian public, that the grants made to the Beneficiaries of .the Society 
at the last meeting of the Directors amounted to near, six hundred 
dollars more than the balance in the Treasury for present use. The 
number of beneficiaries is almost 200 ; and it is impossible for the 
Directors to continue to them even the small allowance which has 
heretofore been made, unless the contributions to the Society are im- 
mediately increased. It is confidently hoped that the friends of this 
benevolent institution will interpose in this case, with that prompti- 
tude and liberality which has distinguished their character and re- 
lieved the urgent necessities of the Board in times past.

The object of this Society is to educate pious young men for 
the gospel ministry. 

Art. I. Any person, who shall subscribe and annually pay 
into the Treasury, a sum not less than five dollars, and if a cler- 
gyman, two dollars, shall be a member of this Society : and any 
person who shall pay, at one time, one hundred dollars, and if 
a clergyman, forty dollars, shall be a member for life. 

Art. H. A permanent fund shall be formed of bequests, le- 
gacies, donations and grants, thus appropriated by the donors ; 
and of any other property of the Society, as the directors may 
think best calculated to promote the object in view. 

Art. HI. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a Pres- 
ident, Vice President, Clerk, and Treasurer, and such other 
officers as may be found necessary ; who shall continue to office, 
till others shall be chosen in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, 
elect such a number of honorary Vice Presidents, as they may 
judge expedient.. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, 
seven Directors; who, together with the President and Vice 
President of the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors. 
It shall be the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the 
Society, by soliciting themselves, and by appointing and in- 
structing agents to solicit, the aid requisite to achieve the object 
irt view. This Board shall have the power of appropriating all 
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monies for the support of beneficiaries; of examining and 
selecting candidates for this charity ; and likewise of appoint* 
ing agents, to examine and recommend applicants living in 
distant parts ; and generally, of transacting all business neces- 
sary for the furtherance of the object of this Society, not other- 
wise herein provided for. The Directors shall also keep a fair 
record of their proceedings, and annually make report of their 
transaction* to the Sodety. jr 

Art- VI. Qualified candidates for this charity may be aided, 
in each stage of preparatory education for the ministry ; but, 
except in very singular cases, no applicant shall be assisted, 
even in the first stage, who shall not produce, from serious and 
respectable characters, unequivocal testimonials of hopeful piety, 
promising talents, and real indigence ; nor shall any person be 
continued on this foundation, whose instructor or instructors, 
except in very special cases, stall not annually exhibit to the Di- 
rectors, satisfactory evidence, that, in point of genius, diligence, 
literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character to 
receive this sacred charity ; in addition to which, each beneficia- 
ry, after his admission into any college, shall annually exhibit to 
the Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be his 
serious purpose to devote his life to the gospel ministry. 

Art. VII. If any person, who has been assisted by the 
Society, shall not devote himself to the gospel ministry, he shall, 
within a reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his edu- 
cation, with lawful interest, whenever required by the Directors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in t his absence, the Vice 
President,' in concurrence with three of the Directors, shall have 
power to call special meetings of the Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties, 
in a reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the 
faithful discharge of his duty. He shall vest the property of the 
Society in the safest and most 4 productive forms; make pay- 
ments and advances of money, from time to time, agreeably to 
the orders of the Directors ; and annually render to the Society, 
ft written account of all receipts and expenditures within the year, 
of the amount of its funds, and of the manner in which they are 



vested This account to be previously examined add approved* 
in writing, by a committee of the Society, annually chosen fefc 
the purpose* He shall also give to the Directors, whenever 
they request it, a particular account of the stsl&ofttte Treasury* 
: Art. X. The Society shall meet annually, ib jBostpn, oh 
the Wednesday succeeding the 'fourth Wednesday of September ; 
to attend public worship, to elect officers, to choose a. preacher 
for the ensiling anniversary, to- hear the report of the, Directors, 
and of the Treasurer, and to .transact other necessary business* 

Art. XL At all meetings of the Society, thirty members shall 
be requisite to constitute a quorum j and every .meeting of. the 
Society, and of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer* 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliaries torlhtf, 
which shall pay annually, five hundred dollars influx, the treasury 
of this Society, shall be, fe* officio, hc^or^ry Viae P^ e^ident^ ^f 
this Society 5 and every person, who shall .at one time* pay five 
hundred dollars into (be Treasury, sba)l be an honorary Vice 
President for life. • -..<: ••. >••«.-. 

Art. XIII. Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the in* 
habitants of any State, or district of any State, whose distance 
renders an immediate connexion with this Society impracticable, 
and such Society shall adopt the essential principles of this 
Constitution, especially the provisions of the sixth article, as the 
basis of its own, and shall annually raise the sum of two thou- 
sand dollars, such Society upon due notice of its existence, and 
desire of union, shall be received, as a constituent branch of the 
American Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of ap- 
pointing its own officers, including a board of Directors and a 
Treasurer ; and also the right of appropriating its own funds for 
the assistance of beneficiaries, who may apply for its assistance, 
and who shall have in all respects, the requisite qualifications. 
Every candidate for such charity shall be examined by a com- 
mittee of three competent men, two of whom shall be appointed 
by the Directors of said Branch Society, and one, by the Direc- 
tors of this Society 1 ; and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, 
preparatory to the ministry, under the immediate superintend- 
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ence of the Directors of said Branch Society; or if they shall 
deem it expedient, such candidate may be committed to the 
charge of the Director* of this Society. All monies of any 
Branch Society, not appropriated, at above, shall be transmitted 
to the general Treasury ; and whenever the exigencies of snch 
Society shall exceed it* own resources, it may apply for assist- 
ance to the Directors of this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be honorary 
Vice Presidents of this Society, and also honorary members of 
the Board of Directors. 

Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any 
vacancies that may occur in their own Board, or in the offices of 
the Society, till the next annual meeting. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, 
except on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of 
three fourths of the members present, at an annual meeting ; or 
unless the proposed alteration shall have been submitted to the 
Society, in writing, at a previous meeting.

SIXTH REPORT. 



The Directors congratulate the members and friends of the 
American Education Society, oh the return of another Anni- 
versary ; and unite with them in devout acknowledgments of 
that divine goodness, which has hitherto smiled upon the be- 
nevolent design of this Institution. As this design is to give 
the blessings of the gospel ministry to the destitute, and ulti- 
mately to glorify God, by the salvation of ruined men, it com- 
triends itself to the reason and the heart of every christian phi- 
lanthxopist. 

In point of utility, this society can scarcely yield to any 
Other charitable institution, whether we regard the influence 
it proposes tor exert upon the character of the Clergy, upon 
the prosperity of the American churches already in existence, 
or that may hereafter exist, or upon the heathen of our own 
country, and of Asia and Africa, It is not the rival of any 
other institution, but lies at the foundation of every scheme 
for the conversion of the world, for u how shall men believe 
on Him, of whom they have not heard ? and how shall they 
hear without a preacher ? and how shall they preach, except 
they be sent?" But where shall we find pastors for the 
thousands of destitute churches and congregations in our land ? 
How shall the waste places be built up ? And where shall 
missionaries be found, to carry the gospel to the hundreds of 
millions perishing in pagan darkness, if young men, who love 
the Redeemer, be not raised up and qualified, for this service, 
bylhe hand of christian charity? 



Though the Directors have cause for much gratitude to 
God for the prosperity, that has attended the discharge of 
their arduous duties, they have found their way obstructed by 
disheartening difficulties. While the number of beneficiaries 
was rapidly increasing, they beheld, with painful apprehen- 
sions, a great diminution in the receipts of the Treasury. The 
prospect that the claims on the Board would continue to in- 
crease beyond its resources, suggested the obvious necessity, 
either of rejecting a part of the young men, or of requiring 
them all to refund a portion of what they receive, to be appli- 
ed when refunded to the aid of others equally necessitous and 
deserving with themselves. 

At the quarterly meeting of the Board in October last, it 
was accordingly adopted as a general rule, That each bene- 
ficiary, in making application for the continued aid of the So- 
ciety, shall transmit to the Treasurer a promisory note for one 
half the sum of the appropriation, which he had last receiv- 
ed from the funds. This note is to become due within one 
year after the beneficiary shall have entered on his profession- 
al labours ; and if not paid by the end of that year, to be 
thenceforward on interest. If any beneficiary, however, 
choose not to obligate himself, in this manner, he may, not- 
withstanding, receive one half the usual appropriation. 

While this measnre will require an increase of economy 
and personal effort from the beneficiaries, and to the most des- 
titute, will be a severe trial of their perseverance, it will not, 
in any case, it is hoped, be an insuperable difficulty. The 
Directors are persuaded, that pious young men, who shall 
have been thus furnished with means of pursuing an educa- 
tion and obtaining the great object of their desires, will cheer- 
fully devote the necessary time, after entering on the business 
of their profession, to restore to the common stock, the above 
proportion of what they shall have received, for the purpose' 
of helping others, in their pursuit of the same great object. 

The beneficiaries have, generally, complied with this re- 
quisition. 

The correctness of the views, which led to the adoption 



of the measure, in October, was confirmed by the 'state of 
things in January. At the quarterly meeting of the Board, in 
January, the Treasurer reported, that the whole amount of 
money, in his hands, for current use, was only #1,446. As no 
relief to the funds, from the payment of beneficiaries' notes, 
can be expected under several years, the Directors were 
brought to the alternative, either to dismiss from their 
list a part of the young men, who were looking to them for 
aid, or to reduce the sums allowed to each, at least twenty 
five per cent, below, what had been usually granted. After 
serious deliberation, they chose the latter part of the painful 
alternative. 

This equal distribution among the whole number of bene- 
ficiaries, they considered decidedly preferable to making the 
customary appropriations to a part of the number, aqd leaving 
the rest entirely without help. A burden might be borne for 
a time if laid on all, which would be insupportable, if 
laid only on a part. It seemed also to be the dictate of 
impartial justice, that equal aid should be afforded, where the . 
general claims to charity were equal. 

Still, after making this reduction, in the ratio of their grants, 
the Directors found themselves obliged, at that meeting, to 
make appropriations amounting to #2,408, almost a thousand 
dollars more than the sum, at their disposal, in the Treasury. 
This they did, relying on the good providence of God, and 
that generous cooperation of the christian public, which two 
years before, had furnished prompt relief, in a similar emer- 
gency. 

In the mean time, they made efforts of no ordinary kind, 
to increase the funds of the Society. They spread their wants 
before the public, in the hope and belief, that they would not 
be compelled, for want of means, to abandon any of the young 
men, who are training up for the ministry, under their guar* 
dian care. To every one of them the Directors consider them- 
selves, as standing, in a very sacred and endearing relation. 
And it has never been without pain, that they have found 
themselves obliged, to leave any one of them to pursue his

studies in circumstances of embartatesmerif or anxiety. Bat 
notwithstanding all the exertions that were made, ft appeared, 
at the quarterly meeting of the Board, in April, that the re- 
ceipts of the preceding quarter, fell far below what was neces- 
sary to make even the scanty appropriations, that Wefe matfe 
in January. 

Still, hoping and believing, that an enlightened christian 
community would not suffer an institution of such vital impor- 
tance to the interests of the church, to languish and die for 
want of that support, which ihay be afforded With so little sac- 
rifice and self denial, the Directors determined to divide the 
amount of their funds, for present use, among the Whole num- 
ber of beneficiaries. In doing this, they indulged the hope, 
that the relatives and friends of those young men, whose ne- 
cessities were urgent, but could not d£ rtfieved' by the funds 
of the Society, would be excited to itiake l'argdr contributions 
and greater exertions for their* relief. It Was also believed, 
that many of the beneficiaries might make a saving of expfensig, 
by the practice of a still stricter economy. 

The disclosure of these embarrassing and dfcdduf&grng 
circumstances t& the public ; the appeals made and repeated 
to the hearts of the benevolent; and other eflbrts : , which the 
exigency of the case demanded, harfsbfar th€ desired effect, 
that at the quarterly meeting ih July, the fundisftjr present usfe 
Were sufficient to meet the existing dfcmancfe ; ridt, hoUrever, 
upon the scale that guided the appropriations of fbrntei* years, 
but upon a scale somewhat above the point of depression, 
which had been made the ratio of the recent grants. 

Among other means employed to replenish the funds, be- 
sides the appointment of several Agents to labor ih the ser- 
vice of the Society, the Directors have cansed to' be prepared 
andprirtted, aaf a : Tract, Dr. Porter's Sermoti, pteaclifcd' befofe 
the Society in Sept. 1 820. 

Besides this, the New-England Tract Society, has recent- 
ly printed twfc important Tractsj suited directly to promote 
the object of the Education Society ; one entitled Trife Mac** 
donian Cry 1 , the other, an interesting correspondence between

The receipts, at the Trewwy, duping the year from Sept. 
SO, 1820, to Sept. 30, J 821, amount to #13,108,97. Of this 
sum #500 are a bequest of Jtfr. John Peirspn late of Rowley, 
Massachusetts, for the permanent fund ; $1660 the payments 
of Life Messrs ; $604, annual subscription of Members ; 
#967,54 interest of productive funds ; the remainder dona- 
tions* 

The whple pumber pf the present members of the Society, 
as nearly as can be ascertained, is 435. Of this number, 197 
are Life Members \ of these 40 were added during the last 
year, and 26 of them by the contributions of females. Of 
the 197 Life ftfembers, 133 were constituted chiefly by the 
liberality of females, in attestation of their love to the Saviour, 
and of affectionate respect for their Pastors. 

The whole number of beneficiaries, who have been aided by 
the funds of the Society, sjnee its first establishment in 1815, 
is 321. Of these 63 have beep received within the last year. 
The number now depending on the Society for help, is about 
S50. These are pursuing a regular course of study, in differ- 
ent stages of advancement, at approved seminaries. And 
from information respecting them, regularly communicated, 
the Directors have " satisfactory evidence, that, in point of 
genius, diligence, literary progress, morals, and piety, they 
are proper characters to receive this sacred charity. 9 ' 

In thi^ great enterprise of christian benevolence, a confi- 
dent reliance i* placed upon the spirited and continued efforts 
of Branch and Auxiliary Societies. While all these have 
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shown a laudable zeal in this good cause, some of them have 
set a noble example of systematic and most vigorous exertion. 
The Norfolk Auxiliary Society was organized in 1816. Within 
the five years of its existence, besides defraying its own in- 
cidental charges, it has made disbursements to the Treasury 
of the Parent Society amounting to $4,579,31. 

The Young Men's Auxiliary Society of Boston has existed 
two years ; and within that time has raised by persevering 
efforts, and added to the common stock, the amount of $1 ,000. 

How can young men, especially young men, who have en- 
joyed the advantage of a public education, better express 
their gratitude to God for his gifts to them, than by exerting 
their influence, and contributing liberally of their substance, 
to enable other young men, who are destitute of their means, 
to qualify themselves for the service of God and their genera- 
tion, in the gospel ministry ? 

Since the last annual meeting of this Society, the North- 
western Branch, in the State of Vermont, has been formed, 
with the prospect of doing much for the general cause. 
Though its operations commenced so recently, it has already 
under its care 26 Beneficiaries. 

The Female Auxiliary Education Society of Salem and vi- 
cinity has been perseveringly engaged five years and has 
contributed #695,03. The contributions the last year exceed 
those of any preceding year. 

The Female Auxiliary Society of Boston and vicinity has, 
in three years, contributed to the funds $1,1 19,32. 

The Graham Society of Boston from January, 1817, to 
January, 1821 have aided 42 Beneficiaries of the American 
Education Society in articles of clothing to the amount of 
$626,27. 

The Editor of Babington's Treatise on Education has paid 
into the Treasury of this Society $350, as the avails of that 
useful work. 

Honorable notice is also due to those numerous females, 
in various parts of the country, whose charities have afiorded 
such important aid to this institution. 



Of 58 Societies, which are auxiliary to this, SI are com* 
posed of Females. And though some of their contributions 
may be comparatively small, it should stimulate them to unre- 
mitted exertion, to consider, that majestic rivers, which "ferti- 
lize provinces and enrich kingdoms," receive all their waters 
from little streams. 

How can females better testify their regard for that relig- 
ion, to which they are indebted for their elevation of charac- 
ter, their influence ia society, and their present and future 
happiness, than by doing all in their power to increase the 
number of those, whose office it is, to defend, teach, and prop- 
agate, that same religion. 

By comparing, it appears, that, while 63 new beneficiaries 
have been placed upon the funds, during the present year, and 
notwithstanding the extraordinary efforts of the Directors, the 
amount of receipts, at the treasury falls more than $2,000 be- 
low the amount received the last year, and more than $6,000 
below the amount received the year before. It is, therefore, 
as plain as arithmetic can make it, that this institution must 
languish, unless the friends of Zion will maintain its health 
and vigor, by constant, systematic and increased contribu- 
tions. 

And is there a want of motives to such an effort?. The 
object of this institution, and the plan, on which the object is 
pursued, have received the decided approbation of the chris- 
tian public. 

If, then, the christian ministry is of vast importance to the 
salvation of men, and the want of preachers is great and in- 
creasing, must not those, who are convinced of these facts, 
allow to the claims of this Society, a magnitude, inferior to 
the claims of no other institution ? Of the former of these 
facts, it must be taken for granted, that every man, who be? 
lieves in the necessity of the gospel, believes in the necessity 
that the gospel should be preached. And as to the latter fact, 
the great and increasing want of preachers, the evidence has 
been too diligently sought, too ably and fully exhibited, too

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often repeated, and too widely spread, in our land, to leave a 
doubt in the mind of any enlightened christian. 

But the evidence, already overwhelming, is daily increas- 
ing. The Macedonian cry, from every part of the country, 
waxes louder and louder, Send us Missionaries. Send us 
Pastors. 

The following appaling facts are drawn from the most au- 
thentic sources.* 

In the state of Maine are 127 towns, many of them exten- 
sive and populous, that are destitute of Congregational, Pres- 
byterian and Episcopalian ministers. In 1813, in two coun- 
ties of New Hampshire, were 45 destitute towns. In Vermont, 
81 towns have no minister, of any denomination, and 1 39, 
have no Congregational, Presbyterian, or Episcopalian minis- 
ter. 

There are 53 destitute congregations in Massachusetts, 
and 35 in Connecticut, and 332 in South Carolina. In the 
Presbyterian connexion in the United States are 451 vacant 
churches, and in the Baptist connexion one thousand. All 
Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, and the Michigan Territory, are 
destitute of regularly educated ministers, except so far as 16 
can supply a population of 300,000, scattered over a Territo- 
ry almost three times as large as New England. 

A table, made with great care, from information obtained 
from gentlemen in civil office, from almost all the counties in 
'Virginia, furnishes the following melancholy results : In that 
ancient and opulent State, there are not as many Baptist min- 
isters, In proportion to the population, as in Connecticut. 46 
counties have no Presbyterian minister. 62 counties hare 
no Episcopalian minister. The whole State has not one 
Congregational minister. 46 counties, containing a popu- 
lation of more than 304,000, have neither an Epis- 
copalian nor Presbyterian minister. The State contains 
974,000 inhabitants, and but 92 Presbyterian and Episcopali- 
an ministers, leaving upwards of 882,000 souls, destitute of 
such ministers. Such facts must be reiterated, or forgotten. 

When we view the great moral waste spread out before 
• See note A in the Appendix. 
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us, in connexion with the unexampled growth of our country, 
how dark and portentous is the prospect ! 

In 1810, the population of the United States, was 7,323,903. 
By the recent official report of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
it appears that our population increases 34 per cent in 10 
years. The census of 1820, gives a population of almost 
10,000,000. On this ratio of increase, in 50 years, there will 
be about 45,000,000 ; enough to give all the territory, within 
the limits of the States, belonging to the Union, a population, 
as dense as that of Connecticut. To supply this population 
as well as Connecticut is supplied, would require 46,000 min- 
isters. But in the last 70 years, the number of ministers was 
a little more than doubled. If we allow that the number will 
double in the next 50 years, there will then be but 6,000, not 
as many as are wanted at this moment. 

War, famine and pestilence, may retard the rapid growth 
of our nation. But from the immense extent of our territory, 
the fertility of our soil, the salubrity of our climate, and the 
enterprising character of our citizens, we may fairly calculate, 
that the increase of our population will not be checked for a 
hundred years. On this supposition, our country would then 
contain 177,000,000 of souls, a number nearly equal to the pop* 
ulation of Europe, and yet, if spread over our whole territory, 
between the Atlantic and Pacific Ocean, would be less dense 
than the present population of Massachusetts. The prospect 
is grand. But how is it darkened by the moral desolation, 
that will overspread this vast empire, unless stayed by omnip- 
otence, through the agency of christians : unless the friends 
of the Redeemer have more of his spirit ; — his zeal for God, — 
his love to man, — his self-denial, and perseverance in the 
mighty enterprise . of saving a lost world. This enterprise 
must be achieved " by the preaching of the gospel ; and the 
company of the preachers must be great. If mountains of 
difficulty obstruct the way, they will sink before the power of 
faith. A stronger impulse must be given, to the tone of feel- 
ing and action in the christian community. The word and 
providence of God warrant the fullest confidence, that when

the friends of Zion unite, with system and energy, on chris- 
tian principles, to accomplish the purposes of divine grace, 
every mountain will be brought low, and every valley exalt- 
ed ; the crooked ways will be made straight, and the rough 
places smooth. 

To excite the friends of this Society to a more systematic, 
and vigorous action, the Directors respectfully propose the 
following ways and means, for increasing its funds. 

1. Let the churches become Education Societies. To 
christian Professors, we appeal with confidence. Those, who 
enjoy the regular ministrations of the gospel, and appreciate 
their importance, will naturally care for the destitute. Those, 
who have been washed in redeeming blood, and tasted the 
sweetness of the liberty of Christ, will have bowels of com- 
passion, for the millions living without God, and dying in 
spiritual thraldom. 

Several churches have given the example. 

The churches in Hartford, Farmington, Pittsfield, Lenox, 
Lee, Stock bridge, Goshen, Old South and Parkstreet, in Bos- 
ton, in the Theological Seminary in Andover, the Presbyteri- 
an church in Newburyport, and the churches in Beverly and 
Portland, have in effect become Education Societies, and sup- 
port 27 beneficiaries. 

2. Let females adopt, more extensively, the plan of con- 
stituting their Pastors members for life. 

In this way, so easy in itself, and so pleasant to all con- 
cerned, more than #5,000 have been already received into 
the treasury. 

Were all the ministers of the Presbyterian and Congrega- 
tional churches, in this country, made life members, the sums 
would amount to #80,000, more than all the Society has ever 
received, and, of course, more than enough to do as much as 
the Society has already done. If we consider the number of 
ministers this sum would educate, and the number of souls 
they would probably be instrumental of saving from eternal 
death, how great is the object ! 
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3. Let every person, who is able, engage to support one 
beneficiary. 

The circumstances, of a pious youth, whose parents were 
unable to assist him, and who was fearful of entirely failing in 
his efforts to obtain an education, were stated by one of our 
Agents to a gentleman, wfyo immediately sent him the follow- 
ing letter. 

Dear Sir, 

I am ready to commence, aqd I trust in God 
for future ability, to furnish the means to educate , the 

son of , in a manner, suitable to qualify him, in the 

hand of our Great High Priest, to preach the unsearchable 
riches of Christ, to a perishing world. I accept with grati- 
tude, your kind offer, to make this resolution known to him 
and his friends, and your agency in forwarding the arrange- 
ment, which, I trust, is dictated by the Spirit of our common 
Lord. You are hereby authorized to make the arrangement 
for me, and the enclosed draft will be duly honored, to com* 
mence it. And may our Heavenly Father make the youth a 
rich and lasting blessing to the world, and to the church of 
our blessed Redeemer." 

The circumstances of a charity student were stated to 
another gentleman ; how the young man had left his father's 
house and travelled many hundred miles, on foot, to seek as- 
sistance in prosecuting his studies, till his heart almost failed 
him ; on which the gentleman wrote the following letter. 

Mr Dear Sir, 

The situation of ■■ , in -, College, 

calls upon my feelings to assist him. If you approve of my 
purpose, you may authorize him to expect from me, upon the 
first day of June, in each year, for four successive years, the 
sum of $50, in all, $200. I wish him to understand, that I 
discontinue this 'assistance, in case he should, within the 
above period, relinquish his literary studies, or cease, in your 
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opinion, to give evidence of vital piety. I treat in God 9 that 
I shall not fail of the will and ability to fulfil this promise." 

These examples are strongly recommended to the imita- 
tion of the wealthy. How can they better invest a portion of 
their abundance, than by thus lending it to the Lord ? In this 
way, how easily might many hundreds of pious youth, whose 
hearts throb with desire to preach the gospel, but who are 
cramped under the pressure of poverty be raised up to bless 
their benefactors and the church ! 

4. Efforts should be made to increase the number of an- 
nual subscribers. 

5. Let men of different occupations devote a specific pro- 
portion of their income to the object of the Education Society. 

Ministers might devote their marriage fees, for one or two 
months in a year to this sacred charity. Merchants might re- 
turn a certain proportion of their gain to Him, who owns the 
silver and the gold, and holds the winds and waves in his 
hand. This would be the best Insurance of their property. 

Let the Trader consider how entirely his loss or gain is at 
the disposal of divine providence, and ask how he can find 
the best security. 

Let mechanics set apart one or two days in each month, 
to labour for the Education Society, remembering from whom 
they receive their strength to labour, and all their success in 
business. 

This plan, if generally adopted, would greatly enrich the 
treasury of the Lord, without empoverishing the donors. 

6. Let Education fields be set apart, in all our farming 
towns. 

Let every good man give each of his sons a small piece of 
ground to cultivate, and encourage a generous emulation to 
produce the greatest amount for the Education Society. 

. The young men of every town, with scarcely any sacrifice! 
might combine to cultivate a large field for this object. 

Though little has yet been done in this way, a great rev- 
enue might thus be easily obtained. 
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Let the charity students in every academy and in every 
College be furnished with a field to cultivate for their own 
benefit. While they would thus do something for themselves, 
they would remove some of the common objections to Educa- 
tion Societies ; — that beneficiaries are idle ; that they are too 
proud to work with their hands ; — that they are in danger of 
losing their health for want of exercise* 

7. The design of the Society might be greatly aided by 
donations in clothing* Articles of clothing are much needed. 
Donations of this sort are to the Society equivalent to their 
worth in money* Those* who have made exertions to pro* 
cure boxes of clothing, will accept the grateful acknowledg- 
ment of the Directors. 

8* Important aid may be afforded by subscriptions for 
boarding beneficiaries, in the neighborhood of academies and 
Colleges. The Directors have the satisfaction to state, that 
this plan has been adopted in Lenox, Stockbridge, Richmond, 
Pittsfield, and several other places with good success* 

9. Let booksellers and other gentlemen be induced to 
make life subscriptions in books* 

In conclusion, the Directors, impressed with the magnitude 
and sacredness of the object committed to their trust, call upon 
the friends of religion and of man, throughout the country, to 
pause and view this object, and ask themselves, whether, in 
the midst of privileges, they are duly affected with the wants 
and woes, which cry to them for relief, and whether they 
have given to the extent of their ability ?

Extract of a letter from Rev. J. Seward. 
" In this Presbytery are 33 churches, and eight ministers ; four churches to 
one minister, or 25 destitute. In Medina Co. are 7 churches, and no minister. 
It it rapidly increasing in population. In Huron Co. are eight churches, and 
no- one of them has a minister. One minister resides in the County. In Ctl- 
yahogia Co. are four churches, and one minister. In Portage, which is bet- 
ter supplied than any co. in the Reserve, are 14 churches and six ministers. 
Here are many populous towns, where there are no churches, which must re- 
ceive attention or they will sink into a state of heathenism. We need the atten- 
tion of 20 active missionaries. Sdme who are here, and have borne the heal of 
the day, will soon be worn out, and their places must be supplied." 
TENNESSEE. 1821. 
" The writer of this letter lives in a Presbytery the bounds of which com- 
prehend IS counties. We have ministers in six of these counties only ; and 
these six are but vtry partially supplied. The other nine are totally desti- 
tute ; nor have we it in our power to -give them any relief. If your heart 
doe* not sicken at the picture, let me inform you, that this Presbytery is one 
of the oldest and best supplied of five or six Presbyteries that compose this Sy- 
nod, which extends over Tennessee, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkan- 
aaw, Missouri, and perhaps a part of Illinois and Indiana." 

INDIANA. 1820. 
" We have a state containing 34,000 square miles of Territory, and about 
150,000 Inhabitants. To supply the spiritual wants of this great and rapidly 
increasing community, we have, old and young, firm and infirm, about ten 
ministers, who have been classically and Theologically educated. Some of 
these are laid aside from labour." 

ILLINOIS. 
Extract of a letter from Rev. Jesse Townsend, dated Illinois^ 1820. 
" The field before me is large, and needs many labourers. I am the only 
Presbyterian minister, residing in this State, who is in connexion with the 
general assembly. I am able to say from well informed persons, that one half 
or two thirds of the people, in the State, are entirely illiterate. 1 have found 
in my travels many heads of families that could not read a syllable." 
MISSISSIPPI AND LOUISIANA. 
Extract from the 21 #/ report of the Conn. Missionary Society. 
" The Trustees have employed but ode Missionary in these great States, 
containing more square miles than all New England. Rev. Samuel Boyer, 
saw that all was desolate, nor could he perceive any prospect of immediate 
improvement."

CONSTITUTION 



Of THE 



American Education Society* 



The object of this Society is to educate pious young men for 
the gospel ministry. 

Art. I. Ant person, who shall subscribe and annually pay 
into the Treasury, a sum not less than five dollars, and if a cler- 
gyman, two dollars, shall be a member of this Society : and arty 
person who shall pay, at one time, one hundred dollars, and if 
a clergyman, forty dollars, shall be a member for life. 

Art. II. A permanent fund shall be formed of bequests, le- 
gacies, donations and grants, thus appropriated by the donors ; 
and of any other property of the Society, as the directors may 
think best calculated to promote the object in view. 

Art. III. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a Pres- 
ident, Vice President, Clerk, and Treasurer, and such other 
officers as may be found necessary ; who shall continue in office 
till others shall be chosen in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, 
elect such a number of honorary Vice Presidents, as they may 
judge expedient. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, 
seven Directors ; who, together with, the President and Vice 
President of the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors. 
It shall be the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the 
Society, by soliciting themselves, and by appointing and in- 
structing agents to solicit, the aid requisite to achieve the object 
in view. This Board shall have the power of appropriating all 
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monies for the support of beneficiaries ; of examining and se- 
lecting candidates for this charity ; and likewise of appoint- 
ing agents, to examine and recommend applicants living in 
distant parts ; and generally, of transacting all business neces- 
sary for the furtherance of the object of this Society, not other, 
wise herein provided for. The directors shall also keep a fair 
record of their proceedings, and annually make report of their 
transactions to the Society. 

Art. VI. Qualified candidates for this charity maybe aided, 
in each stage of preparatory education for the ministry; but, 
except in very singular cases, no applicant shall be assisted, 
even in the first stage, who shall not produce, from serious and 
respectable characters, unequivocal testimonials of hopeful piety 
promising talents, and real indigence ; nor shall any person be 
continued on this foundation, whose instructor or instructors, 
except in very special cases, shall not annually exhibit to the Di- 
rectors, satisfactory evidence, that, in point of genius, diligence, 
literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper character to 
receive this sacred charity ; in addition to which, each beneficia- 
ry, after his admission into any college, shall annually exhibit 
to the Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be 
his serious purpose to devote his life to the gospel ministry. 

Art. VII. If any person, who has been assisted by the So- 
ciety, shall not devote himself to the gospel ministry, he shall, 
within a reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his edu- 
cation, with lawful interest, whenever required by the Directors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his absence, the Vice 
President, in concurrence with three of the Directors, shall have 
power to call special meetings of the Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties, 
in a reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the 
faithful discharge of his duty. He shall vest the property of the 
Society in the safest anil most productive forms ; make pay- 
ments and advances of money, from time to time, agreeably to 
the orders of the Directors ; and annually render to the Society, 
a written account of all receipts and expenditures within the 
year, of the amount of its funds, and of the manner in which 
they are vested. This account to be previously examined 
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and approved, in writing, by a committee of the Society, an- 
nually chosen for the purpose* He shall also give to the Di- 
rectors, whenever they request it, a particular account of the 
state of the Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually, in Boston, on 
the Wednesday succeeding the fourth Wednesday of Septem- 
ber ; to attend public worship, to elect officers, to choose a 
preacher for the ensuing anniversary, to hear the report of the 
Directors, and of the Treasurer, and to transact other neces- 
sary business. 

Art. XI. At all meetings of the Society, thirty members 
shall be requisite to constitute a quorum ; and every meeting 
of the Society, and of the Directors, shall be opened witb 
prayer. . 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliaries to 
this, which shall pay annually, five hundred dollars into the 
Treasury of this Society, shall be, ex officio, honorary Vice 
Presidents of this Society ; and any person, who shall at one 
time pay five hundred dollars into the Treasury, shall be aft 
honorary Vice President for life. 

Art. XIII. Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the 
inhabitants of any State, or district of any Stale, whose dis- 
tance renders an immediate connexion with this Society im- 
practicable, and such Society shall adopt the essential princi- 
ples of this constitution, especially the provisions of the sixth 
article, as the basis of its own, and shall annually raise the 
sum of two thousand dollars, such Society upon due notice of 
its existence, and desire of union, shall be received, as a con- 
stituent branch of the American Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of ap- 
pointing its own officers, including a board of Directors and a 
Treasurer ; and also the right of appropriating its own funds 
for the assistance of beneficiaries, who may apply for its assis- 
tance, and who shall have in all respects, the requisite qualifi- 
cations. Every candidate for such charity shall be examined 
by a committee of three competent men, two of whom shall be 
appointed by the Directors of said Branch. Society, and one, 
by the Directors of this Society ; and, if approved, may pros- 
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ecute his studies, preparatory to the ministry, under the ii 
diate superintendence of the Directors of said Branch Society; 
or if they shall deem it expedient, such candidate may he 
committed to the charge of the Directors of this Society. AD 
monies of any Branch Society, not appropriated, as above, 
shall be transmitted to the general Treasury ; and whenever 
the exigencies of such Society shall exceed its own resources, 
it may apply for assistance to the Directors of this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be hono- 
rary Vice Presidents of this Society, and also honorary mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors. 

Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any 
vacancies that may occur in their own Board, or in the offices 
of the Society, till the next annual meeting. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, 
except on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of 
three fourths of the members present, at an annual meeting; 
or unless the proposed alteration shall have been submitted to 
the Society, in writing, at a previous meeting.

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SEVENTH REPORT. 



Christian Brethren, 

Through the smiles of a gracious Providence, we are 
permitted to mingle our congratulations, on the return of the 
Seventh Anniversary of the American Education Society* 
With our eyes directed to the same grand object, and our 
hearts expanded with the same fervent desires for the uni- 
versal diffusion of the Gospel, we have those common sym- 
pathies, that form a bond of brotherhood, too strong to be 
broken by the power of prejudice, or even weakened by the 
stroke of death. 

Among those distinguished Benefactors, who have hon- 
ored this rising Institution with their patronage, and assisted 1 
it, by their munificence, some have fallen asleep, since our 
last Anniversary. The names of Whitehead, Boudinot, and 
Thompson — each rendered illustrious, by the benevolence, 
that adorned them, and the commanding influence, they ex- 
erted, in the spheres, where Divine Providence placed them, 
will be had in sweet remembrance, as long as a single mon- 
ument shall remain, on earth, or in heaven, of the activity 
and holy resolution of this Society. When such men are 
taken away, who will not adopt the language of ancient 
times ; " Help, Lord, for the godly man ceaseth j for the 
faithful fail from among the children of men ?" 



Of your Beneficiaries, four have been taken from your 
list, and summoned to higher employments, we have rea- 
son to believe, than those, to which they had destined them- 
selves, in this world. It was our intention to make them 
burning and shining Tights in the church, here.— -But God's 
thoughts are not tike ours. • May all our surviving Benefici- 
aries, regard the removal of Goodwin, and darter, and 
Weston, and Burr, as admonishing them to be also ready. 

From this brief notice of the afflictions, with which a 
righteous God has visited us, we turn to a grateful review 
of the labors of the past year. 

The increasing importance of the Institution, the wide 
extent of its operations, and the multifarious duties devolv- 
ing on the Board, have rendered the appointment of a spe- 
cial Agent, necessary to its increasing prosperity. We ate 
happy to acknowledge the good providence of God, in pre* 
paring Ike way far the employment of a gentleman, in this 
new department, toward the close of the last year, who has 
consented An derate his time and (talents entirely to this ob- 
ject* 9jr entering on an extensive correspondence with the 
friends of an evangelical and competent ministry, through 
him, we have come into possession of many interesting facts, 
relative to. the spiritual wants of the ooantry, as well as the 
dispositions ami resources of the churches ;— facts, which 
have feet0,*lreadyt laid before the public with happy effect* 
or which wiiJ appear in the present Report. A flattering tea* 
tiovmy ia.beene to the manner, in which he has performed 
thednliea assigned bias, by the augmented receipts of the 
Treasury during the year* Nor is the valne of bis labcra 
to be estimated by wi>at is already seen ; results still mom 
gratifying are confidently expected from the train of mea- 
sures, which has been adopted, and which is now in pre* 
greas* 

The subscription opened, at the last annual meeting, 
amounted to nearly #2^00, of which $7Q& were the annual 



oubBcripttons of seven individuals* and £350 of seven others. 
The whole amount of annual subscriptions obtained, that 
week, is equal to a permanent fund of £20,000 during the 
life-time of the subscribers. This is an honorable example 
of liberality. 

Letters, accompanied with documents, have been ad- 
dressed to those benevolent individuals, whose names are 
found among the most liberal patrons of Bible and Mission- 
ary Societies* They have been kindly received and acknow- 
ledged, by letters inclosing generous donations to this kin- 
dred object. Among the valuable names thus added to the 
list of our Benefactors, are the Hon. Benjamin Tallmadge, 
Gen. Stephen Van Rensellaer, Richard Varick, Esq., and 
the venerable President of the American Bible Sdciety, the 
Hon* John Jay, who expresses his regret that he had not 
before been made acquainted with the operations of the A- 
merican Education Society. The cordial cooperation of 
such men, will be justly appreciated by the earlier friends of 
the Society, and it is hoped will induce others of similar el- 
evation of mind and character, to enrol themselves among 
its Beaefectors. 

Letters*bave been addressed, also, to benevolent and ac- 
tive ladies, in many towns, in New England, with a request 
ftbft they would make their ministers life members. These, 
in instances too numerous to mention, have been promptly 
answered, as the Report of your Treasurer declares.* In 
many other instances, we are assured they will be answered 
shortly, and many more of the Clergy of New England will 
receive this grateful token of the aflection borne to them by 
the mothers in Israel, and the daughters of Zion. To them, 
who 1 have already bestowed this tribute of respect and love 
en their ministers ; to them, who are now preparing to do 
it ; and to them, who contemplate it, at a future time, the Di- 
rectors tender their grateful acknowledgments. 
• Set Note A. 



It has been observed, in the history of this Society, as 
well, as in that of similar institutions, that the constant diffu- 
sion of information is indispensable to its prosperity. The 
public have a right to know, and they do demand the Jacts 
and the principles, on which every benevolent enterprise, 
soliciting their assistance, is adopted and pursued. Their 
feelings are interested, and lead to efficient action, in pro- 
portion as they become acquainted with the destitution of 
large districts of the country, and the practicability of sup- 
plying the deficiency by measures, already, in a train of ex- 
ecution. Soon after the last annual meeting, therefore, ar- 
rangements were made to publish something, weekly, in the 
Boston Recorder, on the subject, and the publisher has not 
only promptly inserted the communications, which have been 
made to him, but also generously offered to send his paper, 
gratuitously, to all printers, who would engage to reprint the 
matter under the head, " American Education Society." 
Twelve or fifteen printers, in answer to letters written to 
them, readily assented to the proposition, and thus much im- 
portant and authentic information, particularly in regard to 
the want of ministers, in this country, has been extensively 
circulated, and other Education Societies, as well as the A- 
merican, have been benefitted* If they, who have thus made 
their papers channels of communication on this subject, can 
receive Sny addition to the happiness of doing good, from an 
expression of gratitude from the Directors, this expression of 
gratitude is now most sincerely offered, — while in behalf of 
those, who are wandering from the fold, having no Shep- 
herd, a continuance of the same favor is solicited* If editors 
of papers would devote a column or two, weekly, to this sub- 
ject, they would greatly promote the interests of Education 
Societies, and of destitute churches, while at the same time, 
they would rather increase than diminish the popularity of 
their respective, publications ; for public opinion, in many 



of the States, now demands, instead* of forbidding, the dtffa* 
sioD of religious intelligence. 

The Society has languished, not only from the limited \ 
degree, in which information of its embarrassments and de- 
signs has been diffused, but from an evil, which has been 
much more extensively felt in the country, than in the larger 
towns —scarcity of money. It was therefore made an object 
of attention during the last year, to present this object, in 
such a form to those who were friendly to it, as to enable 
them to contribute to its advancement in their own way. By 
the application of this principle, important aid has been re- 
ceived in board, clothing, tuition, and classical books. 

Information was received early in the year, from a cler- 
gyman, who bad visited Maine, that the inhabitants living 
in the vicinity of several respectable Academies, had prom- 
ised to give several years' board to Beneficiaries of the A- 
merican Education Society, who should come among them 
to prepare for College. This arrangement was particularly 
desirable- to ministers and people, because they wished, at 
the same time to contribute all, in their power, to the gene- 
ral object, and to introduce pious young men into their A- 
cademies and villages. The plan further promised to make 
the object more generally known, and to recommend it to 
some, who otherwise might not become interested in it. At 
the same time, letters were received from the Secretary of 
the Maine Branch, confirming this information, and stating 
further, that their Society had several hundred dollars in its 
treasury, which might be expended for the support of Bene- 
ficiaries of the American Education Society, who should be 
placed at Literary Institutions of that State. The Directors 
not deeming it either expedient, or consistent with their 
rules to remove Beneficiaries, who were already located, au» 
thorised a correspondence to be opened with clergymen in 
Connecticut informing them that a number of pious young 
men, who should study three months on probation, and ob- 
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tain the necessary certificates, would receive assistance, io 
obtaining an education, at the Colleges and Academies in 
Maine* Nine from New London, one from Fairfield, and 
two from Hartford gladly accepted these terms, and are now 
pursuing their studies, four in Winthrop, three in HaUowell, 
one in Alna, one in Saco, and three in Plain^eld, N. U. 
Most of these are boarded gratuitously, in the families, where 
they are located ; and, so far as information has been receiv- 
ed, are diligent in their studies, obliging and affectionate in 
their deportment, promoting the happiness and enjoying the 
love of those with whom they dwell* 

Other Beneficiaries have been provided for, in the same 
manner in Massachusetts. Two in Newburyport, one in 
Andover, three in Stockbridge, and one in Laneeborongh. 

Scarcely less important aid has been rendered to the So- 
ciety in clothing, than in board. Many boxes of valuable 
articles have been sent from distant places, directly to the 
Treasurer in Boston, and by him forwarded, under the di- 
rection of the Board, for distribution among our grateful 
Beneficiaries. To save the trouble and expense of trans* 
portation, other boxes have been sent directly to the Col- 
leges, in the vicinity of which they were collected, and by 
the officers of these Colleges distributed according to the 
design of the donors. > 

Many gentlemen, during the last year, have given their 
second hand clothing to our Beneficiaries. No doubt more 
would have been done in this way, but for the groundless 
apprehension, that such articles would not be acceptable to 
students in Academies and Colleges. If the wants and suf- 
ferings, and grate Ail feelings of indigent students were as 
well known to all, as they arc to some, donations of this kind 
would be greatly multiplied. 

It is pleasant to be able to record here, a remark of the 
President of Yale College, with which the testimony of other 
Officers corresponds, in relation to the gratitude of Benefi- 
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ciaries, *Toany one who doubts their gratitude, " it would 
be satisfactory to attend, a meeting of indigent youth with the 
committee of appropriation, and see how gratefully they re- 
ceive the articles appropriated to them ; and how reluctantly , 
they disclose their wants ; and how the most affecting cir- 
cumstances fere disclosed incidentally. 5 ** 

As theif Wants may be so easily supplied, and a disposi- 
tion is so extensively manifested to supply them ; the Direc- 
tors have appointed committees to receive and appropriate 
clothing in several Colleges and Academies, and have pro* 
cured a list of articles which are most wanted.* 

As m board and clothing, so in tuition, essential aid has 
been received, and still further aid may be expected. Iri 
Bowdoin College, by a regulation of the Trustees, the term 
bills of one half the students, if they are indigent, may be 
remitted. In Amherst Collegiate Institution and Academy, 
the Trustees have offered tuition gratuitously to forty of the 
Society's Beneficiaries. In Union College, fifty dollars a 
year is granted to each from the College fund. The Trus- 
tees of Williams College are enabled to remit half the term 
bills to all the indigent students* In Phillips, Bradford, 
Wrentham, Londonderry, Exeter, Leno*, and some, other 
Academies, tuition is gratuitous to the Society's Beneficia- 
ries. * 

Classical books, also, which may be estimated at seven 

hundred dollars, have been presented by gentlemen! in New- 

buryport, Boston, New Haven and elsewhere ; and classical 

libraries, for the use of indigent students, have been com* 

menced in Stock bridge, Hopkins, Wrentham, Bradford, 

Newburyport, Saco, Union, and Pembroke academies. 

These are all the property of the American Education Soci* 

ety, and are placed under the care of the Instructors, for the 

exclusive use of the Society's Beneficiaries. In each book, 

these circumstances, together with the name of the Donor, 

* See note B. 
2 
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are written. Classical libraries had been previously formed, 
and the Beneficiaries have received the benefit of them, in 
Yale, Union, Williams, and Middlebury colleges, and in 
Brown university ; and measures are adopted to form an- 
other in Bowdoin college ; so that the Library of the Amer- 
ican Education Society, will now be an object of distinct 
consideration ; and we cannot but hope that it will receive 
the attention of those, who have long since completed their 
education, and have on hand classical books, which they do 
not want ; also of those who are about to close their college 
life, and of booksellers friendly to the object.* 

While the Directors congratulate the friends of the Soci- 
ety on the important aid, which has been rendered in board 
and clothing, in tuition and in books, and also in the pros- - 
pect of permanent aid in the same way ; they would in this 
place recommend a kindred measure, which has been sug- 
gested by the adoption of it, at Amherst and Williamstown, 
viz, that several towns in the vicinity of the different Colleges, 
each furnish a room in one of the College buildings, for the 
use of indigent students. This measure is alike recommend- 
ed by the sufferings of our young brethren, whose rooms are 
in many instances, but poorly furnished ; and by the ease 
with which a few female friends, in any society or village, 
may supply the furniture of a rngle roocn.t 

In the attempts, which have been made the last year to 
create an interest in this Society, in every region of country 
— to retnove as far as possible all undue local feeling, and 
secure the greatest amount of patronage from every place, 
a letter was addressed to the Rev. Mr. Ely of Monson, Mass. 
inquiring whether provision could be made in his neighbour- 
hood, for two or three Beneficiaries, while fitting for college 
in Monson academy. This letter opened an interesting and 
profitable correspondence ; and Mr. Ely, in his third or 
fourth letter, communicated the pleasing intelligence, that a

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subscription paper to a fund, Auxiliary to the American Ed- 
ucation Society, had been opened among his people, on con- 
dition that it should amount, within three years, to #10,000, 
and the income of it should be sacredly applied forever, to 
the support of pious indigent young men of promising talents, 
while fitting for college in Monson academy. The subscript 
(ion thus opened, we understand, already amounts to nearly 4 
£6,000.* 

A subject of scarcely less interest and importance, than 
the one just presented, to the friends of Education Societies, 
to the friends of the Western World, and the Church, will be 
introduced in the Appendix.t 

Having exhibited these evidences of the growing influ- 
ence and prosperity of the Society, particular and honorable 
notice is now duetto the less novel and more indispensable 
sources of its stability — the male and female auxiliaries. 

The first place belongs to the Norfolk County Society ; 
and its organization, management, perseverance, and liber- 
ality, deserve special attention. It embraces all the towns, 
in the county, except two ; and besides the President, the 
Hon* Edward H. Robbins, with the other customary officers, 
it has from two to ten Directors, in each town. Its annual 
meetings are well attended, when an appropriate sermon is 
preached, which is usually published, accompanied by an 
Appendix containing a Report, exhibiting the names of all 
the officers and all the members, with the amount of money 
paid into the treasury, by each Director, and by each town. 
These documents, when published, are circulated with par- 
ticular care. The Society has been in operation six years, 
and its disbursements to the Parent Society have been, the 
first year #787; the second $816; the third $1,350 ; the 
fourth $748 ; the fifth $993 ; and the sixth $1,700 ; making 
a sum total of $6,394. This particular account of the Socie- 
ty is given, that if possible, the secret of its " great strength"

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may be ascertained t for if all Auxiliaries were like this, (be 
number of competent ministers would more rapidly increase, 
accessions to the church would become more frequent, and 
many more offerings of sweet incense would be presented to 
the Saviour. To what, then, does this Society owe its pros* 
perity ? Not to the extraordinary wealth or population of the 
.county ; for in Imputation it is the seventh county in the 
state, and in wealth it bears probably a similar proportion 
to the rest ; but principally to the following circumstances ; 
its Directors are in every town ; its documents show how 
much every town and every individual contributes, and how 
much every Director obtains, as well as the names of all the 
members in each town ; its anniversary sermons are printed, 
and with its other documents carefully circulated. ]f these 
are the means of its efficiency, then the way to promote the 
efficiency of other County Auxiliaries is plain* 

For the sake of the practical results, having noticed at 
greater length than would be otherwise proper, the Norfolk 
Society, we pass to a grateful recollection and record of the 
transactions of several other Auxiliaries. 

The Young Men's Education Society of Boston, besides 
publishing the sermon of its President, and the speeches of 
some of its members, which, in the perusal, have excited 
many to action, has also paid to the Treasurer of the Parent 
Society $700 ; a sum exceeding by $200 the payments of 
the preceding year; and they have already obtained by 
subscription, toward another year's donation, $300, with the 
fixed purpose of raising their annual payment this year to 
$1,000. Such an example cannot be too much admired and 
commended ; but more grateful to the persons concerned 
will be the knowledge of the fact, that if they succeed in 
raising the contemplated sum, it will be sufficient, together 
with the assistauce } which they may obtain from other sour* 
ees 9 at some of the institutions where they are located, to 
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enable twenty of tip Sfaifilyh Beneficiaries, to proceed in 
their studies. * 

Tbe Female Auxiliary Education Society in Boston, 
Salem, Beverly, Marblehead, aju} Newbury port, wbicb, in 
former years, have paid tbe amount of $3,000 into your 
treasury, have, in most instances, continued their exer- 
tions ; though, in some of them, there has not been that in* 
creasing interest and success, which the wide spreading des- 
/olations of our country so imperiously demand, and which 
their early and vigorous efforts gave reason to expect* 

The Essex, Berkshire, and Middlesex County Societies 
are progressive. 

The Church in Portland, under the care of the Rev. Dr. 
Payson, has continued its assistance with its characteristic 
promptitude and liberality ; loudly saying to sister churches 
through the land, by its laudable example, " Go and do 
likewise." 

The Graham Society has done nobly* 

Individuals and Societies in Charleston, Beaufort, and 
Camden, South Carolina ; in Savannah and Augusta, and in 
Burke, Liberty, and Hancock counties, Georgia, have awak- 
ed to new effort. 

Particular information concerning the Maine and North 
Western Branches, will be presented in the Appendix.* 

It is with gratitude and pleasure, that we record the lib* 
eral devise of the Hon* Thomas W. Thompson to this Soci- 
ety. While the uniform benevolence of his life bears testi- 
mony to the purity of his motives, we rejoice to recognise 
the spirit of Christianity breathing in his last Will and Tes- 
tament ; — and providing, most effectually for the diffusion of 
that Religioa, pn which bis own hopes were founded, by con* 
seeming a portion of the wealth, which God had committed 
to his stewardship, for the education of many indigent and 
pious youth, who will become heralds of salvation to their 
♦ See N«te a. 
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fellow mert. Bleated is that servaat, #bom his Lord when 
he cometh shall find so doing. 

The following new examining Committees have been ap- 
pointed during the last year. 

The Three Senior Officers of Amherst Collegiate Institu- 
tion. The President and Professors Chase and Woods of 
Columbian College, District of Columbia. The Rev. M. 
Murphy, Rev. I|lr. M'Wbir, Rev. Mr. Snodgrass, Rev. H. J. 
Ripley, and T. Mallard, Esq. in the low country of Georgia. 
The existing President, Vice Presidents, Secretary, and 
Treasurer of the South Carolina Auxiliary^ Education Socie- 
ty in Charleston and the low country ; and to these last 
gentlemen has been given a general superintendence of the 
Beneficiaries in South Carolina, who have been received on 
the list of this Society. 

Notwithstanding the prosperous state of the Funds, it has 
been deemed inexpedient to suspend the rule adopted last 
year, requiring from each Beneficiary a promissory note for 
one half of the sum allowed to him ; and equally inexpedient 
to increase the ratio of appropriations. The principle hith- 
erto maintained by the Board, may never be lost sigjit of— 
viz. that no more can be done for the assistance of any young 
man than is necessary to preserve* him from discouragement, 
and insure success to his personal exertions. On the scale 
of appropriation hitherto adopted, it is impossible for any 
Beneficiary to complete his education without very strict 
economy and diligence, unless be have other resources than 
those known to the Directors. And when to this is added 
the fact, that every Beneficiary renders to the Board an ex- 
act account of all his receipts, and of all his expenditures, at 
the close of each quarter, and that this account is examined 
and approved by his Preceptor, the friends of the Society 
will feel entire confidence, that their free-will offerings are 
not squandered and lost. 

This review of the last year is not more grateful to our 
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hearts, than a rapid glance at " all the way, in which the 
Lord hath led us." In the summer of 1815, a few young 
men in Boston thought it their duty to educate a pious young 
man for the ministry. They met the first time for consulta- 
tion, at the study of our lamented friend and brother, the 
Rev. Joshua Huntington. The subject magnified in impor- 
tance ; and at an adjourned meeting, several other gentle- 
men were invited for the purpose of ascertaining, whether it 
was not their duty to educate more than one ; and if so, how 
many ; and in what manner ? The subject here opened in 
still greater magnitude, and at another adjourned meeting, in 
the Vestry of Park Street Church, where the neighboring 
clergy and others had been invited to attend, the American 
Education Society was formed, August 29, 1815; and the 
Act of Incorporation was obtained, Dec. 6, 1816. Fear and 
trembling then mingled with ardent hope. The difficulties to 
be anticipated from the novelty of the undertaking, and from 
the. jarring elements of denominational and local feeling, 
assumed in the eyes of many an imposing aspect ; and some 
sincere friends of the object more than doubted the practi- 
cability of uniting, in its favour, the energies of any consid- 
erable portion of the Church. But, the providence of God 
bad proclaimed that " something must be done ;" many 
hearts responded, " something shall be done." Heaven 
smiled on the incipient measures that were adopted, and in 
the first year of its existence, the Society received into its 
Treasury #5,000 ; the second year, #7,000 ; the third year, 
#6,000 ; the fourth year, 19,000 ; the fifth year, #9,000 -, the 
sixth, #13,000 ; the seventh and last, #17,000, besides a be* 
quest of #2,500, and important aid to a large amount in 
board and clothing, tuition and classical books, making a 
total, in cash, of #76,000. This Society has now a perma- 
nent fund of #21,800, and has afforded assistance since its 
organization, to three hundred and fifty four young men. 
" Great effects result from little causes." 
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With ascriptions of praise to the Father of mercies, we 
must leave this review of the pest, and devote a few minute* 
to the consideration of several objections to the Americas 
Education Society, which stili exist in the minds of many 
well disposed persons, who will be desirous to cooperate 
with us, if their objections can be satisfactorily answered. 

It is an objection sometimes made, that Beneficiaries are 
improvident, and will not do what they can to assist them- 
selves. Much has been done the last year to remove any 
apparent ground for this objection* In Williams, Amherst, 
Yale and some other Colleges, the students cultivate mis* 
sionary fields. Generally, they cut their own wood. Eigh- 
teen Beneficiaries, at one of our most respectable Literary 
institutions, during one quarter of the last year, earned by 
their own personal exertions one fourth of their support; 
and ninety five, in different Academies and Colleges, during 
another quarter earned #2,100. And there is reason to be* 
lieve that the great majority of the Society's Beneficiaries 
are prudent and industrious. A candid consideration of au- 
thentic documents in relation to their personal exertion, wiH 
do much toward removing unfavorable impressions, which 
may have been produced by the exceptionable conduct of 
some individuals unknown to the Board. 

Another objection, which has caused some to withhold, 
and others to withdraw their patronage, is want of satisfac- 
tory evidence, in some cases, that Beneficiaries are in indi- 
gent circumstances. Besides adhering rigidly to the Consti- 
tution, in not bestowing this sacred charity, on any one who 
has not obtained the certificate of his minister, and two other 
respectable gentlemen of his acquaintance, that be is in indi- 
gent circumstances, the Directors have taken particular pains 
to ascertain whether any one was receiving aid, who could 
get an education without it ; and if in any instance this has 
been ascertained, he has been immediately struck off from 
the list. The Christian ptrWic may rest assured, that the 
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Directors have used such precautions to prevent, am) such 
effort, to detect any imposition of ibis ktad, as to leave very 
little ground of just complaint ; and they would hereby re- 
quest every friend pf the Society to communicate without 
delay to the Clerk in Boston, any information, which he pos- 
sesses sufficient to show, that any Beneficiary is not in indi- 
gent circumstances. And the Directors would further re- 
quest all those whose duly it is to give certificates in favor 
of applicants, that tbey would remember as in the presence 
of God, the responsibility that rests upon them, and not re- 
commend young men as indigent who are not* This is a 
sacred charity, and the unconstitutional appropriation of it, 
in a single instance, is connected with many evil consequen- 
ces. 

There is another objection which has operated strongly 
to induce the small and distant Associations, connected with 
us, to withhold their aid. " The American Education Socie- 
ty is so far off, that we cannot .have satisfactory evidence of 
the talents, and piety, and progress of the Beneficiaries*" 
This objection has been most fully answered by letters re- 
ceived from the Officers of the several Colleges* 

From Bowdoin College.—" The influence of the pious 
students is felt by the whole College. We know not wbafc 
would be the state of things, if this influence was suspended* 
But recollecting the state of things, when a solitary individ- 
ual broke the deep silence with his prayers, we have reason 
to think, it would be very great. Some of the pious students 
are most distinguished, as scholars. The charity students 
maintain a good rank with these/ 9 

From Williams College.— " The rank of the religious 
students, as a toody, is above mediocrity, and many, a« yon 
know,, tank high. Their influence is salutary.' 5 

" The general character of charity students is such afe 
eve^y good ma*i will approve. They ane diligent, studious, 
humble and prayerful, a»d a Hessing to those around then*." 
3 
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From Union College*—" The Beneficiaries of the Amer- 
ican Education Society here are young men of promise, who 
feel the obligations that beneficence has laid them under, 
and who will I trust make to their patrons the best of all re- 
quitals, that of doing good in the world." 

From Hamilton College. — " The talents and scholarship 
of this class of young men are highly respectable, and their 
influence is salutary, and by no means inconsiderable." 

From Middlebury College. — » Their influence is very 
salutary to the moral and religious interests of the College. 
Some of them rank among the very first scholars ; and as a 
body, they would not suffer by comparison with their fellow 
students." 

From Dartmouth College. — " The general influence of 
of our pious students, on the habits of the College, no one 
can duly estimate, who has not -been connected with Col- 
lege, when such students were few, and also when they were 
numerous. In every view, I regard their influence^ as de- 
cidedly and materially salutary. There is not the least 
doubt, that the weight of talent and influence, is in favor of 
the pious students." These letters answer the objection 
concerning the pas}, and give pleasant presages of the fu- 
ture. 

Another objection which is sometimes met in remote parts 
of the country, and which is the result of misapprehension 
altogether, is the supposed connexion which exists between 
the Society and the Theological Seminary at Andover. It 
is well known that the Theological Seminary has been libe- 
rally endowed, and many persons cannot see the necessity 
of contributing their scanty resources for the support of its 
•atudents. Without exhibiting the real state of the Seminary, 
which may be seen in the Rev. Professor Stuart's Dedica- 
tion Sermon, it will be a sufficient answer to the objection to 
state the facts on this subject. Though the Constitution au- 
thorises assistance to students in the third stage, and though 
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it has occasionally been given to such elsewhere ; no stu- 
dent who is now, or has ever been, in the Theological Semi- 
nary at Andover has received gratuitously, after he entered 
the Seminary, one farthing from the American Education So- 
ciety ; and there is no other connexion between the two In- 
stitutions than this— when the Education Society has carried 
its beneficiaries through the two first stages of education, the 
Academic and the Collegiate, the Theological Seminary, in 
those cases where they choose to study theology at Andover, 
takes them off its hands and carries them through the third. 
This objection would have received less attention, if it had 
not been known to exist in the minds of some very good 
people. 

We regret to say, that some few itinerant preachers, 
whose duty it was to go about doing good, have contributed 
to circulate and confirm an objection like this — " there are 
ministers enough, already educated, who are unemployed." 
Without, reproaching ministers who havo nothing to do in 
this age of action, in this New World, it appears from a care* 
ful examination and comparison of the Reports of the Gene- 
ral Association of Connecticut for the last twenty years, that 
the number of licensed preachers, who are not settled is no 
greater now than at the earliest periods, of their Reports.* 
It appears ako from the Report of the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church, that there were in 1819, (and the 
evil has increased since,) within their bounds 502 vacant 
congregations, and only 103 licentiates. By the best au- 
thority it appears too that more than 1000 churches in the 
Baptist connexion are destitute. Without alluding to the 
great moral wilderness on our West, at which we cannot 
look without the most gloomy anticipations, we ask minis- 
ters — those ministers who have nothing to do, and those who 
think there are many such, to' read the Reports of the Do- 
mestic Missionary Societies of Massachusetts, Maine, New , 
Hampshire, Vermont and New York, and say whether the

reason why time ministers have nothing to do, is because 
there is nothing to be done! 

Having noticed these objections at greater length than 
those long acquainted with the Society might deem necessa- 
ry, for the sake of others who may become, when their ob- 
jections are removed, as active and valuable members as 
any of its former friends, we will briefly notice several rea- 
sons for encouragement, and more vigorous exertion* 
• Several of the plans suggested in the last annual Report 
for the promotion of the object have been adopted with sue* 
cess. It was then proposed and urged, that churches should 
become Education Societies — that females: should more ex- 
tensively constitute their pastors life members — that each 
individual, who could do it, should support one Beneficiary 
— thdt men of different occupations, ministers, physicians, 
merchants and mechanics should devote, their income from 
certain sources, or their earnings on particular days to this 
object— that every farmer cultivate a missionary field, and 
give a small one to eadh of his sons — that associations of 
young men in each town or district, and of students in Acad* 
entires or Colleges do the same — and that donations be pre- 
sented in board, clothing, and books. It will be seen by ch* 
review of the past year, that much has been done in compli- 
ance with the! second and third and three last of these pro* 
position's* Something has been done in compliance with 
the others, but they are repeated principally for the purpose 
of keeping such simple, pife£ttc&l plans (particularly that 
concerning the duty of churches) ever before the public. 

Not only are the resources of the Society increasing, but 
it is already exerting a powerful and salutary influence on 
colleges, academies, and schools* Many of the Beneficia- 
ries teach a part of the year, and not nnfrtfqoewtly they hav* 
betSn instrumental of revivals of religion in their schools. 
But when sft great good as this has not resulted, they have 
in all instances, it is believed, instituted morning and even- 
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scholars, and communicated much religious instruction 5 it is 
impossible to tell how much fruit the seed thus scattered 
fthaU produce. Their influence upon the academies is learn- 
ed nbt only frbtn the testimony of their instructors, but in the 
anxiety of the people to get this class of young men into 
their academies, and thefr readiness to assist them when they 
are there. Their influence, on the colleges, all the officers 
agree in saying, is most salutary ; and the following facts 
apeak volumes ort the subject. In the lapse of two years, 
previous to 1 821, there were revivals of religion in seven col* 
leges, in which more than one hundred and eighty students 
were added to the churches. How much of this effect is to 
be attributed to your Beneficiaries, it is not possible to tell ; 
but the following extract of a letter from an eye-witness, and 
one of the 4 professors ih Ydle college, accords with the testi* 
Didny of th4 officers of other colleges, and is highly satisfac- 
tory to all the friends of Education Societies. He writes -> 
" We are again blessed with a revival of religion. The in* 
fluence of the Charity Students in producing this state of 
things, under the divine blessing, has been very great. In- 
deed, what could we do without them. No one can speak 
on this subject but an officer of college. Every year in- 
creases our conviction that the church would be amply re- 
paid-'— doubly paid, for all its expense in supporting charity 
students, were the effect confined to the walls of a college- 
were every Beneficiary to die the moment he leaves us." 
As from the letter, so by a comparison of the present relig- 
ious state of the colleges, with their religious state twenty 
years ago, the same truth is evident. Last year, in the col- 
leges of New England, New York, and New Jersey, there 
were 1821 students, of whom 546 were hopefully pious, 
which is almost one third of the whole number. From the 
same colleges during ten years, from 1800 to 1810, only one 
sixth were pious. The conclusion from this general state-

ment is confirmed by a few particulars. Last year, io Bow- 
doin college, twenty three were professors of religion* The 
gentleman who wrote the letter from there, recollects the 
time when " a solitary individual broke the deep silence with 
his prayers." Last year in Yale college, ninety seven were 
professors of religion, and eighteen others hopefully pious* 
In 1812, when the whole number of students was nearly as 
great as it is now, only thirteen were professors of religion. 
At one time, when A. B. was a member of college, who gra- 
duated in 1811, three students only were professors of relig- 
ion* When B. C. was a member of college, about twenty five 
years ago, he was the only professor of religion. In Sept. 
1822, at eleven colleges, 150 pious students were graduated. 

Christians have been long praying that God would cast 
salt into these fountains. It is done ; and it is done in a 
manner which they thought not of; it is done, not by mira- 
cles, not without the use of means ; it is done through the 
instrumentality of Education Societies, which have sought 
and found poor and pious young men, and sent them to the 
colleges, to promote revivals of religion by their example, 
their conversation, and their prayers. 

Nor are we to look only to the two first stages of educa- 
tion for the good which the Society is producing. Although 
the American Education Society is yet in its infancy, thirty 
five of its Beneficiaries have already completed their colle- 
giate education. Of this number, one is a Professor in one 
of the New England colleges ; another is a Tutor. Five are 
settled Ministers ; four are Missionaries faithfully and suc- 
cessfully engaged in their Masters service ; and four others 
have lately received license to preach, of whom we could 
mention many interesting circumstances. Six are engaged 
as teachers of respectable Academics ; and fourteen are pur- 
suing their theological studies. To their worth the Direc- 
tors from personal acquaintance with most of them, arc hap- 
py to bear public and honorable testimony. 
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Another source of encouragement is found in the highly 
improved management of the concerns of your Board. The 
business, which was at first complicated and tedious, has be* 
come comparatively simple and easy. Letters of inquiry 
concerning the qualifications, mode of examination, location 
of Beneficiaries, and the amount of aid given to each, which 
were very inconveniently multiplied, at the infancy of the 
Society, are greatly diminished by an extensive circulation 
of its rules and documents. The letters of application for 
further aid, which were as numerous every quarter, as the ob- 
jects of your charity, sometimes illegible and often inaccu- 
rate and tedious, requiring much patient study from the 
Clerk, before a report upon each could be made to the Di- 
rectors, have been superseded by a printed schedule, upon 
which all the Beneficiaries, at a given college, make their ap- 
plication together, and by which the expenses, the economy, 
the embarrassments, the assistance from other sources, and 
the personal exertions of all are seen by the Directors at a 
glance, and from which many important practical results are 
easily deduced. 

A source of still higher encouragement is found in the 
increased strength of the Society. We are beginning to feel 
the advantage of the broad and liberal principles of the insti- 
tution. Local and sectarian prejudices are wearing away, 
because the Society has Beneficiaries of different denomina- 
tions in eleven States, and twelve colleges, and thirty eight 
academies. The- people of the south and west are becoming 
interested in it, because it promises to furnish the best means 
of removing the spiritual wants and desolations, which exist 
among themselves. The friends of Foreign Missions pa- 
tronize the object, because they hope to supply the places 
left vacant by the death of their missionaries ; and not only 
to supply their places, but to raise up many additional young 
men to become companions and helpers of the bereaved 
missionaries, amidst all their, discouragements and trials. 
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The country at large is beginning to patronise the Society, 
because it is a Grand National Object* Aod, its greatness 
is not more advantageous, in securing patronage, than in in- 
viting confidence. If encouragement is proffered to young 
men to obtain an education, it is not the encouragement of 
an individual of doubtful means, nor of a small association 
of uncertain existence ; it is encouragement that can be re- 
lied on. 

But the strength of a large Society is not more obvious 
than its economy — particularly its economy of time. The 
general principles of a large Society are proposed, discuss* 
ed, matured, published, and with few exceptions unalterably 
fixed. Its Officers, and patrons, and dependants, know what 
they are, and abide by them. No time is lost in the disputes, 
changes and mistakes consequent upon instability. In small 
societies, it is not so* If they exist long enough to have any 
general principles, they are suddenly adopted, because they 
are not very important ; they are often altered before the 
knowledge of them has reached all persons concerned : so 
that the officers are acting upon one set of principles, and 
the objects of their charity upon another ; and the disap- 
pointment and perplexity, are as great as the waste of time; 
and before the Society is engaged in steady exertion upon' 
fixed principles, its annual meetings and rules are forgotten, 
its resources are dried dp, and it requires a new organiza- 
tion. How great is the difference, in the time required to 
accomplish the same great object of benevolence, by one 
large, well organized Society, in steady and harmonious ac- 
tion—and by a great number of small independent Societies, 
now living, now dying, now reorganizing, and commencing 
their operations again, but never steadfast. The history of 
the American Bible Society — or of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society— or of the American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions— shows the difference* The history 
of these States since the adoption of the Federal Constitu* 
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don — and the history of all great confederacies shows the 
difference. And if there is such a difference between united 
and disconnected action, then surely it is the dictate of 
goodness, and of wisdom, for every individual and Society 
to promote Union in the Great National Object of educat- 
ing pious young men for the ministry — that Union, which, 
with so much economy, invites confidence and secures pa- 
tronage, and is power. 

We are encouraged by the success of our past efforts, to 
believe, that the time of this union is approaching ; letters 
addressed to distinguished men in remote places are honored; 
single suggestions often result in the formation of male or fe- 
male Auxiliaries ; individuals and associations, in remote 
districts and states, are contributing to our funds ; fathers 
and mothers in the church, as they approach the end of life, 
and feel that they must do quickly what remains to be done 
on earth, often remember this object in their dying bequests. 

We are equally encouraged by the success which at- 
tends all kindred objects. It is often said, " there are so 
many such objects, some must be abandoned, or all lan- 
guish." How is the declaration supported by facts ? Fifteen 
years ago, two pious students at Williams college, in their 
morning walk beneath the shades of the lofty Hoosac, con- 
ceived a plan of sending Missionaries to the Heathen. Since 
that time, the American Board of Commissioners, the Amer- 
ican Bible Society, and the American Education Socie- 
ty have been formed ; — and what do we learn from their 
history f — that they cannot all exist together? — that if one 
flourishes, another must languish ? — if one is pressed forward, 
another must be abandoned ? — that there are so many such 
objects it is impossible to support them all ? — No 4 we learn 
other and nobler truths. The receipts of the American Bi- 
ble Society are annually increasing; the resources of the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions are 
4 
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annually increasing ; and we have seen that the American 
Education Society is steadily inarching onward. 

But there remaineth much ground to be possessed. New 
missionary fields at home and abroad are continually open- 
ing. The South American Continent, after a bloody Revo- 
lution, has declared, what she is able to maintain, her Inde- 
pendence* And thorfe sister States all of them need, and 
some of them implore, and wait to receive, our literary and 
religious institutions. What might a thousand like Henry 
Martyn, accomplish in the infancy of those Republics! 

But there is a subject not so foreign, a subject which 
has been often mentioned, and which magnifies in impor- 
tance, as often as repeated, — a subject, on which we have 
seen many generous and patriotic men attempt to speak, with 
emotions too big for utterance ; the unexampled increase of 
our population, and the disproportionate increase of our relig- 
ious Institutions. To this point we shall advert but briefly, 
presuming that the appalling statements and estimates of 
past years are still fresh in the recollection of the Society. 

Mr. Monteith, the late minister of Detroit, and now Pro- 
fessor of Languages in Hamilton college, states on his own 
personal knowledge, that in the Michigan Territory, where 
there are several organized churches, and several important 
military posts, and about 15,000 inhabitants, there is no 
minister, chaplain, nor missionary. The Rev. Mr. Towns- 
end, an aged and infirm missionary, who was assisted in his 
labors by the Rev. Daniel Gould, a young missionary from 
the East, is now left alone, and is the only clergyman oflib- 
eral education among 50,000 inhabitans, in the state of Il- 
linois.* From the most minute and authentic information, 
in the three states Indiana, Illinois, and Missouri, containing 
a population of more than 300,000, scattered over a territory 

• Two young clergymen, one a student from Princetou, and the other 
from Andover have joined Father Townsend since this Report was written. 
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almost three times as large as New England, there arc but 
sixteen or seventeen Congregational and Presbyterian min- 
isters. Into all these states the tide of emigration flows rap- 
idly. The inhabitants of many districts have increased from 
one to fourfold in ten years. Among these emigrants to thi&. 
new world, there is not, as in the days of our fathers, a min- 
ister and teacher provided to accompany and settle with ev^ 
ery infant Colony. And the wide spreading desolation is 
not only before us — but we are carried to particular church- 
es already organized, and made to see them sitting, solitary, 
and wasting away without Pastors, without sacraments, and 
in the agonies of dissolution lifting their hands to us, and 
imploring aid. 

On the whole, the review of the year furnishes abundant 
motives to courage and perseverance. The object we pur- 
sue is full of grandeur. The enlargement of the Church, till 
the whole world shall be brought within its enclosures, is the 
point to which all our efforts are directed. How frequently 
soever we may proclaim the deficient numbers of faithful 
ministers ; how loudly soever we may call on the churches 
for the exertions requisite to supply these deficiencies ; and 
however closely we may confine our attention to this single 
subject, while others are giving wings to the messengers of 
salvation, or opening the cxhaustless treasures of God's word 
to all nations, yet we are confident, that by every pious youth 
we educate, and by every encouragement we give to godly 
young men, in the humble walks of life to prepare themselves 
to preach Christ and him crucified ; we are aiming a blow at 
the kingdom of darkness and death, that will be felt to its 
very centre ; these are the weapons that are " mighty through 
God to the pulling down of strong holds," — weapons that no 
force can repel, and no art turn aside from their course. 

By all that is precious, in the blood of Jesus — by all 
that is glorious, in the dominion promised him, in the cove- 
nant of redemption — by all that is valuable, in the happiness 
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of countless millions of immortals yet unborn— and by all 
that is dreadful, in the thought that the blood of souls may 
be found in our skirts,— let us awake, Brethren, to new ef- 
fort ; and while our hearts are raised to heaven to implore 
a blessing, on what we have done, and are now doing, let 
all our active powers be employed more vigorously than 
ever to make the great Salvation known to the ends of the 
earth. " He that believeth shall be saved ; he that believ- 
eth not shall be damned." But, " how shall they believe in 
him of whom they have not heard ? And how shall they bear 
without a preacher? And how shall they preach except they 
be sent ? As it is written, how beautiful are the feet of them 
that preach the gospel of peace, and bring glad tidings -of 
good things."

Note A. 
Ministers made Lift Members by Females, 

Out of 77 persons constituted life members of the Society, dur- 
ing the last year, 51 were constituted life members by females; thus 
2,040 dollars were paid into the Treasury. Out of 274, the whole 
number of life members of the American Education Society, 184 
were constituted life members by females ; and thus $7,360 have 
been obtained. 

Note B. 
Covuniltee to receive Clotkistg. 

Whereas, the friends of the American Edocation Society, hays 
often requested, that Receivers of clothing;, and articles of furniture, 
might be appointed at the principal Literary institutions, to whom 
articles might be sent from adjacent towns for the use of Beoficia- 
ries ; the following Gentlemen and Ladies have been appointed bj 
the Committee of Directors for this purpose, viz.

The Committee wish the following regulations to be observed. 
First. Each Receiver is requested to keep an exact account of alt 
articles committed to his care, and transmit such account annually 
to the Treasurer of the American Education Society, that it may be 
inserted in the Annual Report/ 
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Secondly. The Receiver is requested to distribute the articles of 
clothing to beneficiaries, at the Seminary, with which he is connect- 
ed, so far as their necessities may require, and to remit, yearly, or 
oftener, to the General Treasurer, such articles as may remain on 
hand. 

Thirdly. Each Committee are requested to appoint such associates 
as they may think proper to co-operate with them ; to assist in ob- 
taining clothing, and articles of furniture, &c. &c. 

Note C. 
Classical Libraries. — Principal Donors. 

Charles Whipple, Newburyport, William Hilliard, Thomas & 
Andrews, Lincoln & Edmands, Richardson & Lord, James Loring, 
Boston, Sidney E. Morse, New Haven. 

The books most wanted, are classical books, for the first and 
second-stages of education, particularly "Grammar?, Dictionaries, Lex- 
icons, Greek Testaments, Virgil Delphini, Cicero's Select Orations, 
Graca Minora and Majora, Blair's and Priestley's Lectures, Day'* Al- 
gebra, Webber's Mathematics, and Play fair's Euclid ; Enfield's Nat- 
ural Philosophy, Day's Surveying and Navigation ; Sallust, Horace, 
Cicero Dte Oratore ; Paley's Moral Philosophy, and Evidences of 
Christianity ; Locke on the human understanding, and Stewart and 
Brown on the Mind, Butler's Analogy, &c. &c. 

The regulations of the Library are, that the name of the Do- 
nor shall be written in each book ; that it shall be for the use of in- 
digent Students only ; and that a report shall be made of the state 
•f each Library annually, by the Preceptor or Librarian. 

Note D. 

Furniture for Rooms. 

Several rooms have been furnished, in the new building at Anv- 
herst, for the use of indigent Students, by Ladies, in the adjoining 
towns. , Information is not possessed, in relation to the particular 
towns, which hare done it. Three rooms have been, or will soon 
be furnished in Williams College, wholly, or partially, by the La- 
dies in Richmond, Stockbridge, and Barrington, and it is hoped, that 
a sufficient number of rooms will soon be furnished by the Ladies, in 
other towns of the County, to accommodate the increasing number 
of indigent Students at that College. 

An association of Ladies, in New Haven, also, has collected a 

large number of beds, and a large quantity of bed clothe?, and other 

articles of furniture. These are increasing with the increasing num* 

ber of indigent Students, and thus this benevolent association is ena- 

7 
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bled to furnish many articles of convenience, and comfort. Simi- 
lar measures may have been adopted at other Colleges, but no in- 
formation has been communicated. It may not be necessary to enu- 
merate the articles most needed, as it will at once suggest itself to 
mothers and sisters, what articles a son or brother would need in his 
room to make him comfortable. They may be sent to the commit- 
tees named in note B, and by these committees the receipt of them 
will be acknowledged, and a report made, annually, to the Ameri- 
can Education Society, which will be inserted in the annual report 
of said Society, and thus it will be koown how much encouragement 
x)f this kind, is afforded to indigent young men, at each College. 

Note E. 

Monson Fund. 

Conditions of tin Fund. 

It is auxiliary to the American Education Society. It is not to go 
into operation, unles it shall amount, within three years, to ten thou- 
sand dollars. * Each individual may retain his subscription, during his 
life, by paying the interest, annually, and giving satisfactory secu- 
rity to the Trustees far the Principal. The interest of the whole 
to be appropriated, sacredly, forever, to the support of indigent Stu- 
dents, while fitting for college in Monson Academy.

The Trustees of Monson Academy are fifteen very respectable 
gentlemen of the Clergy and Laity in Monson and the vicinity, and 
the Trustees fill their own vacancies. 

The property owned by the Trustees, consists of a commodious 
academy, and a large boarding house, (which together cost about 
$12000, and are free from incumbrance,) $1000 in promissory notes ; 
and 4500 acres of land estimated nt $4000. 

The Rev. Simeon Colton, the present experienced instructor, it is 
expected, will be permanently connected with the academy. 

The whole expense for each Student, for board, tuition, room rent 
and washing, is $15^42 per quarter. 

Monson is a pleasant town, in Hamden county, Mass. situated in 
a beautiful valley, 14 m.ESE. of Springfield. The inhabitants are 
industrious and wealthy, and uncommonly religious. The houses 
and farms have the aspect of great neatness and prosperity. The 
town has been frequently blessed with revivals of religion, during 
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the ministry of the Rev. Mr. Ely. The church is now large, and 
the most respectable and influential men are generally connected 
with it. In all respects, Monson seems to be a favourable situation 
for an academy of the higher order, and for the successful operation 
of the contemplated fund. 

Note F. 

A Theological and Literary Seminary is contemplated, on the 
Connecticut Reserve, in the State of Ohio. The Presbyteries of 
Grand River and Portage, which include nearly all the ministers, 
on the Reserve, in joint meeting, oii the 1st of May, 1822, received 
and accepted the Report of a Committee, previously appointed, in 
favour of establishing the contemplated Seminary, on the foundation 
of the Charter of the Erie Literary Society, which has ample pow- 
ers, and which has an Academy already founded upon it, and in suc- 
cessful operation, at Burton.* This Academy, and the one at Tall- 
madge, on the South border of the Reserve, and near the centre 
east and west, are the only chartered Literary Institutions in New 
Connecticut, although there is now a population of 60,000, principal- 
ly emigrants from New England and New York, inhabiting a Terri- 
tory as large as Connecticut, which is fertile and healthy, and capa- 
ble of supporting a population as dense as that of Massachusetts, and 
which has increased in some Counties fourfold in ten years. This 
population has all the habits and feelings and wishes of those from 
whom they are descended, on the subject of education and religion. 
New Connecticut is therefore a land of Churches and Revivals and 
Scheols. Already, though the country has been settled but 20 years, 
more than 70 churches are organized. But it is painful to add, that 
there arc 51 more churches than Pastors, and there is but one candi- 
date on the Reserve, while some of the churches have been waiting in 
Yain 6 and 8 years to obtain the stated privileges of christian chu/ch- 
es.f Notwithstanding this deficiency of ministers, it appears from 
the Report of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
that many of these churches within two years past have been bles- 
sed with revivals, and the Rev. Mr. Pitkin, and the Rev. Mr. Hyde, 
ordained ministers from that country, agree in the verbal statement, 
that between thirty and forty pious, indigent young men, are anxious 
and worthy to receive an education for the ministry, while they 
cannot obtain this education at home, and have not the means of 
coming to New-England to obtain it. It was in view of these and 
similar circumstances, that the Clergy and Laity awoke to the im- 
portance of establishing a Literary and Theological Seminary, and 
appointed a committee of the Presbyteries to publish an address, on

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the subject ; and another committee to report the plan of the con* 
templated Seminary, the leading features of which are,, that it shall 
combine the advantages of a Literary and Theological Seminary ; 
that other than pious young men shall be admitted to it ; and that it 
be united with the Erie Literary Society on certain conditions. This 
Report was accepted, and the conditions were complied with by the 
Trustees of the Erin Literary Society. A Board of Managers of the 
Education fund was then appointed, consisting of four clergymen 
and four laymen, who hare issued printed subscription papers, and 
forms of deed?, and entered upon the duty of obtaining the means of 
educating pious young men for the ministry in New Connecticut. 
All the circumstances of the transaction look as if the plan was ma- 
ture, and the object to be accomplished certain. 

Something of the public feeling, in that country relative to the im- 
portance of the general object of educating pious young men for the 
ministry, may be inferred from the fact, communicated in letters to 
the Directors by the Rev. Giles H. Cowles, of Austinburg, Ohio, who 
states, that towards the Economical Seminary, to be established, in 
that place, for this general object, Judge Austin of Austinburg, and 
Mr. Solomon Rockwell of Winchester, Con. had subscribed a farm 
of three hundred acres. Another gentleman a farm of one hundred 
acres. Boct. O. K. Hawley, a new brick building to be erected for 
the accommodation of the Students, the inhabitants of the town a sum 
which is thought sufficient to erect another, besides assurances of 
all the furniture for the buildings, the utensils and stock for the 
farm from the same sources, making a subscription, at a reasonable 
valuation, of eight thousand dollars. 

Note G. 

Maine and North West Branches of the American Education Society. 

The Maine Branch, was formed about four years ago, and there is 
one fact in its history, somewhat peculiar, viz. that they have had 
more money than beneficiaries. This is attributed, in their last re- 
port, to the fact> that there had been so few revivals of religion in 
the state ; and it is stated, that, though the Society had been in op- 
eration three year?, and had had unappropriated funds, they had 
received but twenty applications for its charity, and had, at the time 
the report was written, only 8 beneficiaries. A proposition was 
therefore made to the American Education Society to educate 10 of 
its beneficiaries^ and to provide board and tuition for 7 others, while 
they were fitting for college ; provided suitable young men could be 
found and sent to Maine. Nine, only, were sent, because while this 
measure was in contemplation, revivals of religion commenced in 
several towns in Maine, and it was thought that nine, together with 
those subjects of the revivals, who might need assistance, would be 
as many as the Society could support. — if none of the subjects of the 
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recent revivals have yet applied for assistance, and if none of the 
eight, who were supported by the Maine Branch, before the benefi- 
ciaries of the American Education Society were sent, have complet- 
ed their education, then the present number supported by the Maine 
Branch is seventeen. 

The amount of receipts and expenditures for the last year is not 
known, as the Treasurer's account was not published with the Re- 
port. 

The officers of the Society are, Rev. William Allen, President, 
His Excellency Albion K. Parris, and Rev. Edward Payson, D. D. 
Vice Presidents. Rev, Benj. Tappan, Secretary, Levi Cutter Esq. 
Treasurer. Richard Cobb Esq. Auditor. Messrs. Gillet, Rand, Gree- 
ly, Coswell, Ellingwood and Merrill Directors. 

The North Western Branch of the American Education Society, 
was formed Feb. 2, 1820. During the first year, the Treasurer re* 
ceived $1376, and the Executive Committee assisted 26 beneficia- 
ries. During the second and last year, the Treasurer received $724, 
and the committee received 12 beneficiaries, making the whole 
amount of receipt $2100, and the whole number of beneficiaries 38. 
Out of the whole number of beneficiaries, 32 remain under the pat- 
ronage of the Society. Three of these are supported by the church- 
es, in Middlebury, Bridport, and Orwell. The operations of the So- 
ciety have been confined to two or three counties in Vermont, and 
to one in New York. It is contemplated to extend it to a much 
larger district. The monies have been received, during the last 
year as follows, from Granville, N. Y. $29. From Swanton $39. 
Benson $8. Highgate $56. Fairfax $64. Poultney $3. Addison 
$27. Fairfield $17. St. Albans $25. Rutland East Parish $55. 
Dorset $17. Manchester $12. Sangate $6. Rupert $1. Hebron $20. 
Manchester $10. Castleton $42. Middlebury $73. Pawlet$47. Gran- 
ville $19. Poultney $12 Rutland West $10. Orwell $5. Fairhaven 
$3. Bennington $39. Rutland $2. Benson $34. It is apparent to 
any one acquainted with the wealth, and prosperity, and religious 
character of these towns, and of other towns in the same vicinity, 
that though a good beginning has been made, still much remains to 
be done. The same is apparent from the great number of revivals 
' of religion, wiih which Vermont, on the west of the mountains, has 
been blessed the last year, and by which the churches have been 
prepared for benevolent exertions, and many young men for the pat- 
ronage of the Society. 

The officers of the Society are His Excellency Richard Skinner, 
President. Twelve respectable gentlemen Vice Presidents, and 
Twelve Directors, principally, from the most efficient of the cler- 
gy. William Page Esq. Secretary. Ira Stewart Esq. of Middle* 
bury, Treasurer. Rev. Joshua Bates, D. D. Rev. Thomas A. Mer- 
rill, Rev. William Jackson, Executive Committee. 

The general principles of both the Maine and North Western 
Branches, are the same as those of the American Society. They 
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allow no more than is necessary, with the strictest economy, and the 
greatest personal exertions, and all the assistance which can be ob- 
tained from other sources, to enable their beneficiaries to prosecute 
their studies. The former does not exceed in its appropriations $75 
annually. The latter has not exceeded #55. They require each Stu- 
dent to give his note for one half the amount received, without in- 
terest, to be paid within one year after he enters on his' profession, 
and with interest after this period. The North Western Branch re- 
quires its beneficiaries to labour two hours each day if they cas 
have an opportunity. 

Note H. 

Unsettled Ministers and Licentiates in Connecticut, during the last 
twenty years. 

In 1803, Unset- 
tled Ministers and Licentiates 53. In 1807, Unsettled Ministers 15;

In 1813, Unsettled 
Ministers 22; Licentiates 21. In 1820, Unsettled Ministers 23; Li- 
centiates 25. In 1821, Unsettled Ministers 22; Licentiates 28. 

Ought not this statement to correct an impression which is some- 
times found, that the number of unemployed preachers has much in- 
creased latterly ? Ought it not, also, to be remembered, that some of 
the officers of the Colleges, some of the teachers in the Deaf and 
Dumb Asylum, some of the most useful men in the world, are found 
among unsettled ministers and licentiates ? And ought it not to be 
allowed ? does not candour require it? that a Utile time is necessary, 
between Licensure and Ordination, and between being dismissed 
and settled again, in which the best men must be Unsettled Min- 
isters and Licentiates ; and would it be any thing strange or wrong, 
if some good men should be found among these classes on account of 
old age or sickness ? 

Note 1. 

To the benevolent man, who thinks on the brevity of life, and 
mourns that he has done so little in the service of his Saviour, the 
anticipation of living and acting for the church, after he is dead, 
is in no small measure consolatory and grateful. President Edwards 
saw great good result from his labors, while he lived ; but the influ- 
ence of those labours, since his death, has perhaps been a hundred 
fold more important to the world. Christian reader, let roe ask you 
to dwell a moment on this delightful subject of contemplation. Let 
me suppose, that your only means of posthumous usefulness is proper- 
ty; that God has given you seventeen hundred dollars, which you do 
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not absolutely need for common purposes ; and, as a greater blessing 
still, has given you a heart to consecrate it to himself. You lay the 
foundation of a Christian scholarship. By aid of this, in ten years, 
a well furnished preacher enters the ministry. He becomes pastor 
of a church. He labours twenty years for Christ. In this day of mer- 
cy, it is no extravagant estimate, that he may be the instrument of sal- 
vation to two hundred souls ; and each of these souls as valuable as 
yours, which cost the agonies of Calvary. Say, when this pastor 
shall meet you in heaven, with these heirs of glory, ransomed by 
means of your liberality, will you wish that you had employed that 
money in constructing a theatre, or in ornamenting a gate-way of a 
crumbling edifice, to be your lodging place for a night ? But this is 
not all. At the end of thirty years, you will have given three or 
four ministers to the church, each of whom, besides the direct fruits 
of his own labours, may be expected, at a moderate calculation, to 
seek out and bring forward, once in five years, a new labourer for 
Christ ; and each of these again in succession, may contribute to 
perpetuate this series of services, in accumulating ratio, to the end 
of time. These data may assist you to compute how many repre- 
sentatives, (should you die in thirty years,) you will leave behind, 
to aid the work of salvation : and what will be their numbers, and the 
probable results of their labours, for a century after you are dead. 

Again, there are many men in this favoured land, to whom it would 
be a small thing to bequeath thirty, forty, or fifty thousand dollars 
to the Education Society. It may be useful to consider how much 
might be accomplished for the advancement of Christ's kingdom, by 
a legacy of $50,000. The income would be $3,000. This sum 
might be sufficient to afford constant aid to about £0 indigent youth, 
devoted to the christian ministry. And these 20 youth might finish, 
their whole education in about 10 years. Accordingly, such a fund 
would educate 200 ministers in a century, and 2000 ministers in a 
thousand years; almost as many as the whole number of competent 
ministers now in America. In those better days of the church, 
which we are taught to expect, each of these ministers would in all 
probability be the happy instrument of converting and saving several 
hundreds of immortal souls. The amount of good, which would be 
effected by this whole number of ministers in a thousand years, 
would probably be, the salvation of several millions. Who can esti- 
mate this astonishing result of the legacy, when the salvation of one 
soul is of more consequence than the temporal interests of the whole 
world, from the creation to the present day ! Contemplation on such 
a subject as this is worthy of those, whom God has blessed with op- 
ulence. {Extracts from 3d Report, and from Dr. Porters Sermon.

The Directors of the American Society for educating 
Pious Youth for the Gospel Ministry, wishing to be gov- 
erned in their proceedings, by an exact conformity to the re- 
quisitions of the constitution, and, at the same time, to avoid 
all needless trouble in transacting business so complex and 
arduous as that committed to their hands, and wishing that all 
concerned may know what is requisite for the^rst reception, 
and what for the continuance of any young man as a benefi- 
ciary, have adopted, and now publish, the following rules. 

The first stage of education includes (hose, who are fitting 
for college ; the second, those who are undergraduates in col- 
lege ; and the third, graduates, who are pursuing theological 
studies. The funds do not, in the view of the Directors, at 
present justify appropriations to any individuals in the third 
stage. 

RULES. 

1. On the day designated in the 8th rule, every candidate for 
the charity of this Society, in whatever stage of his education, 
shall, unless otherwise specially directed, be examined at Bos- 
ton, by a committee of the Board, as to the evidences of his 
personal piety and his motives in wishing to engage in the 
ministry, as well as his talents and literary attainments. At 
the same time he must exhibit unequivocal testimonials, from 
three or more serious and respectable persons, best acquaint- 
ed with him and his circumstances, (e. g. his minister, in- 
structor, a magistrate, or some other principal man in the vi- 
cinity,) stating his age, place of residence, indigence, moral 
and religious character, talents, learning, and serious desire 
to devote his life to the gospel ministry. If his examination 

and testimonials are satisfactory, he may be placed on the 
8 
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foundation for such assistance as the Directors shall jodfe ex- 
pedient, and upon trial for three months ; at the close of 
which period, he shall exhibit, from his instructor or instruct- 
ors, sufficient evidence, that m point of genius, diligence* lit- 
erary progress, morals* and piety, he is a proper ch aract e r to 
receive this sacred charity. 

Provided however, that, except in extraordinary cases, no 
candidate shall be thus received, who is not fifteeo years of 
age, and who has not studied the languages, under aa instruct- 
or, at least three months* 

But if any candidate lives more than a hundred miles from 
Boston, he may apply to such examining committee, herein 
after named, as may be most convenient to himself, presenting 
to them the same testimonials, and submitting to the same ex* 
animation, as above required of those examined by this Board. 
And the certificate of said committee, stating that he bas ex- 
hibited such testimonials, and has been thus examined ; de- 
scribing also his age, place of residence, his indigence, moral 
and religious character, place of study, talents, stage of his 
advance in study, and serious desire to devote bis life to the 
gospel ministry, shall supersede an examination by the Di- 
rectors, and shall receive due consideration by the Board, in 
determining the claims of the candidate to charity. 

Provided that, whenever this Board or their Examining Com- 
mittees* do not see fit to reject a candidate, on Examination ; 
but yet are in doubt respecting his qualifications ; such can* 
didate shall be re-examined, after a proper interval, once or 
more, as the case may require* And the Board wish it al- 
ways to be remembered by their Eiamining Committees, that 
the object of the Society requires unremitted circumspection 
and fidelity, in regard to the admission of candidates. 

3. In regard to those who have been admitted* and who wish 
to be continued as beneficiaries, the. following principles and 
rules are to be observed* As the interest of the institution 
forbids that any individual should receive more aid than is 
absolutely necessary, to the prosecution of his studies ; each 
beneficiary will be expected to submit to sacrifices and self 
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denial, and to derive, from bis friends, and his personal efforts, 
as much assistance as possible* When any one wishes for 
.farther assistance from the fomjs of the Society, he must make 
application to the Directors by letter, (post paid) addressed 
to the Clerk of the Board,* in which letter he will present a 
distinct view of his circumstances, mentioning any assistance 
which he may hare obtained from friends or may have reason 
to expect. In preparing such communications, the Board re- 
quire each beneficiary to state the number of weeks he shall 
have pursued his studies, in 7 each quarter ; to make up his ac- 
counts, not according to academical' terms, hut from one meet* 
iog of the • Directors to another ; and to give a statement of 
bis receipts and expenditures, during each period in the form 
of a regular account current. And, to secure greater perti* 
nente, precision, and brevity, m the preparation of such pa- 
pers ; each beneficiary will be expected to obtain the signa- 
ture of his principal instructor, substantiating his Communica- 
tioa to tbe Board, and briefly certifying thai said instructor 
has examined and approved die statement it contains, and that 
the candidate continues to sustain, in all respects, the charac- 
ter which the constitution requires. 

& The principal Instructor of all beneficiaries, and the Com* 
mittee, who examined them, are constituted their joint Guar- 
dians, and are expected to watch with due vigilance over their 
conduct:— to see that they receive a thorough education ;— 
'to guard them against imprudence in their expenses or in con- 
tracting debts ; and, in general, against every thing which 
would tend to violate these rules, or defeat the object of this 
Institution ;— and finally, to acquaint the Board seasonably 
and faithfully, with any thing manifestly fatuity in their char- 
acter or conduct. 

4. No Student, after choosing the place of his study in either 
stage of his education, shall, without the approbation of the 
Directors, or of those whom they shall appoint as his Guardi- 
ans, remove to another place ;t — nor shall any beneficiary,

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without such approbation, attempt to advance from the first to 
the second stage of his education. 

5. To prevent mistakes, it is to be understood that all appli- 
cations for the patronage of the Society, and all communica- 
tions from beneficiaries, or respecting them, may be made to 
the Clerk of the Directors. All applications, however, for 
monies appropriated to individual beneficiaries, (of which ap- 
propriations they have been duly informed by the Clerk,) are 
to be made by written order of the beneficiaries, or of their 
principal Instructors, addressed to the Treasurer. But no 
monies are sent from the Treasury by mail. 

6. AU remittances of money, or other property, from benev- 
olent societies or individuals, may be made to the Treasurer 
of the Society,* 

7. The three senior officers of the several New England Col- 
leges, of Union and Hamilton Colleges, Nassau Hall, Green- 
ville College, Georgia University, and the Colombian Col- 
lege, are authorised and requested to act as committees to ex- 
amine candidates for assistance, in behalf of the American Ed- 
ucation Society, according to the Constitution and rules of the 
Directors. Also, the existing President, Vice Presidents, Sec- 
retary and Treasurer of the South Carolina Auxiliary Educa- 
tion Society in Charleston and the low country, for the low 
country ; and the Rev. James S. Adams, York District, the 
Rev. Robert B. Walker, York District, and the Rev. John B. 
Davis, Fishing Creek, for the up country ; the Rev. M. Mur- 
phy, Rev. Mr. M'Whir, Rev. William D. Snodgrass, Rev. 
Henry J. Ripley, and T. Mallard Esq. in the low country of 
Georgia ; and the Rev. Nathan S. S. Beeman, Hon. John A. 
Cuthbert, Joseph Bryan Esq. and Augustus Moore Esq. in the 
up country, Georgia. 

8. The Directors will hold stated quarterly meetings in 
Boston, on the second Wednesday of January, April, July, 

gard to any literary institution ; although they wish it to be well understood, 
that they decidedly prefer a public school to a private one. 
* The present Treasurer is Mr. Aaron P. Cleveland, Merchant's Row, 
Boston. 
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and October, at 10 o'clock, A. M. And the Committee of 
the Directors will meet at 3 o'clock, P. M. of the preceding 
day, for the purpose of examining those, who apply for the 
charity of this Society. 

9. In applications for a share in this sacred charity, instan- 
ces of gross fraud or imposition, should they occur, shall be 

publicly exposed, at the discretion of the Directors. 

10. Every beneficiary, as a condition of enjoying charity, 
shall, in the whole course of his education, conform exactly 
to the Constitution of the Society, and to the rules of the Di- 
rectors. 

(Kr The instructors of the beneficiaries of this Society are 
requested to preserve these Rules, and to see that the com- 
munications of their pupils to the Board, are prepared in con- 
formity to them. 



CONSTITUTION 

• OP THE . . 

American education £wietp. 



The object of this Society is to educate pious young men for 
the gospel ministry. 

Art. I. Ant person, who shall subscribe find annually pay 
into the Treasury, a sum not less than five dollars, and if a 
clergyman, two dollars, shall be a member of this Society : and 
any person who shall pay, at one time, one hundred dollars, 
and if a clergyman, forty dollars, shall be a member for life* 

Art. II. A permanent fund shall be formed of bequests, le- 
gacies, donations and grants, thus appropriated by the donors ; 
and of any other property of the Society, as the Directors may 
think best calculated to promote the object in view. 

Art. III. There shall annually be chosen, by ballot, a Presi-. 
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dent, Vice President, Clerk, and Treasurer, and aoch other 
officers as may be found necessary ; who shall continue in of- 
fice tilt others shall be chosen in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, 
elect such a number of honorary Vice Presidents, as they may 
judge expedient. 

Art.* V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, sev- 
en Directors 5 who, together with the President and Vice Pres- 
ident of the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors. It 
shall be the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the So- 
ciety, by soliciting themselves, and by appointing and instruct- 
ing agents to solicit, the aid requisite to achieve the object in 
view. This Board shall hare the power of appropriating all 
monies for the support of beneficiaries ; of examining and se- 
lecting candidates for this charity : and likewise of appointing 
agents, to examine and recommend applicants living in distant 
parts ; and generally, of transacting all business necessary for 
the furtherance of the object of this Society, not otherwise 
herein provided for. The Directors shall also keep a fair re- 
cord of their proceedings, and annually make report of their 
transactions to the Society. 

Art. VI . Qualified candidates for this charity may be aided, 
in each stage of preparatory education far the ministry ; but, 
except in very singular cases, no applicant shall be assisted, 
even in the first stage, who shall not produce, from serious and 
respectable characters, unequivocal testimonials of hopeful pi- 
ety, promising talents, and real indigence ; nor shall any person 
be continued on this foundation, whose instructor or instructors, 
except in very special cases, shall not annually exhibit to the 
Directors, satisfactory evidence, that, in point of genius, dili* 
gence, literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper char- 
acter to receive this sacred charity ; in addition to which, each 
beneficiary, after his admission into any college, shall annually 
exhibit to the Directors, a written declaration, that it continues 
to be his serious purpose to devote his life to the gospel ministry. 

Art* VII. If any person, who has been assisted by the So- 
ciety, shall not devote himself to the gospel ministry, he shall, 
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within a reasonable time, refund the sum expended for his edu- 
cation, with lawful interest, whenever required by the directors*. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in. his absence, the Vice Pre*** 
dent, in concurrence with three of the Directors, shall have 
power to call special meetings of the Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties* 
- in a reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the 
faithful discharge of bis duty. He shall vest the property of the 
Society in the safest and most productive forms ; make pay* 
ments and advances of money, from time to time, agreeably t& 
the orders of the Directors ; and annually render to the Society,, 
a written account of all receipts and expenditures within the 
year, of the amount of its funds, and of the manner in which 
they are vested. This account to be previously examined and 
approved, in writing, by a committee of the Society, annually 
chosen for the purpose. He shall also give to the Directors, 
whenever they request it, a particular account of the state of 
the Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually, in Boston, on the 
Wednesday succeeding the fourth Wednesday of September ; 
to attend public worship, to elect officers, to choose a preach- 
er for the ensuing anniversary, to bear the report of the Di- 
rectors, and of the Treasurer, and to transact other necessary, 
business. 

Art. XI.. At all meetings of the Society, thirty members 
shall be requisite to constitute a quorum ; and every meeting 
of the Society, and of the Directors, shall be opened with 
prayer. x 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliaries to this, 
which shall pay annually, five hundred dollars into the Treas- 
ury of this Society, shall be, ex officio, honorary Vice Presi- 
dents of this Society ; and any person, who shall at one time 
pay five hundred dollars into the Treasury, shall be an hon- 
orary Vice President for life. 

Art. XIII. Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the in- 
habitants of any State, or district of any State, whose distance 
renders an immediate connexion with this Society impractica- 
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ble, and such Society shall adopt the essential principles of 
this Constitution, especially the provisions of the sixth article, 
as the basis of its own, and shall annually raise the sum of two 
thousand dollars, such Society upon due notice of its exist- 
ence, and desire of union, shall be received, as a constituent 
branch of the American Society. 

Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of ap- 
pointing its own officers, including a Board of Directors and a 
Treasurer; and also the right of appropriating its own funds 
for the assistance of beneficiaries, who tpay apply for assis- 
tance, and who shall have in all respects, the requisite qualifi- 
cations. Every candidate for such charity shall be examined 
by a committee of three competent men, two of whom shall be 
appointed by the Directors of said Branch Society, and one, 
by the Director? of this Society ; and, if approved, may pros- 
ecute his studies, preparatory to the ministry, under the imme- 
diate superintendance of the Directors of said Branch Society ; 
or if they shall deem it expedient, such candidate may be com- 
mitted to the charge of the Directors of this Society. All mon- 
ies of any Branch Society, not appropriated, as above, shall 
be transmitted to the general Treasury ; and whenever the 
exigencies of such Society shall exceed its own resources, it 
may apply for assistance to the Directors of this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be honorary 
Vice Presidents of this Society, and also honorary members 
of the Board of Directors. 

Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any 
vacancies that may occur in their own Board, or in the officers 
of the Society, till the next annual meeting. 

Art. XVI. Mo alteration*/ this Constitution shall be made, 
except on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of 
three fourths of the members present, at an annual meeting ; 
or unless the proposed alteration shall have been submitted 
to the Society, in writing, at a previous meeting.

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ANNUAL REPORT. 



Christian Brethren, 

In grateful and humble acknowledgment of the forbear- 
ance and goodness of God, the Directors of the American 
Education Society present their Eighth Annual Report. 

They do this with mingled emotions of sorrow, solicitude 
and encouragement. 

Of sorrow, in memory of the dead. Since the last an- 
nual meeting, several Beneficiaries and friends, and a large 
number of the ministers of Christ have died. Of the Benefi- 
ciaries, Amasa Symonds and Samuel Walcutt. Of the most 
active friends, Rev. Daniel Smith and Rev. Zephaniah Swift 
Moore. Of the ministers of Christ more than thirty.* Their 
instruction, their example, their benevolent exertions, their 
prayers, their counsel and cooperation, can no longer bene- 
fit those, who were so greatly benefitted by them. But we 
do not mourn, as those without hope. This crowd of wit- 
nesses, we have reason to believe, has gone to be with him, 
concerning whom they testified. The dying beds, as well 
as the lives of those more immediately connected with this 
Society, illustrated the power and value of that religion, which 
tbey lived to promote, and in the belief of which, they died. 
While your Beneficiary Samuel Walcutt was in the agonies of

death, a christian friend and minister put his ear close to his 
agitated lips, and heard his last prayer : " Lord Jesus, save 
me— have mercy on a sinner— Saviour of sinners, have mer- 
cy—receive me— take my soul !"* Nearly the last words of 
Dr. Moore were, after thanking his physician with his usual 
sweetness and serenity, for telling him that he must die, — 
" God is my hope, my shield and my exceeding great reward." 
Praying that ours may be die happiness to supply the places 
thus left vacant by death; to imitate the example of the de- 
parted as far as they imitated Christ; and to die with the 
same humble reliance on the Saviour, and with the same 
hope of an exceeding great reward ; we must leave scenes, 
where we should love to linger; and present some causes of 
solicitude. These relate to the Beneficiaries; the state of 
the funds ; and the increasing desolations of our country. 

In regard to the Beneficiaries, the Directors cannot but 
feel, that in many instances, they are in danger of discour- 
agement. Many of them are young men of delicate feelings, 
and slight acquaintance whh the world. They would rather 
labour all tjieir lives, than receive charitable aid, if there 
were any other way in which they could obtain the desire 
of their hearts, a suitable preparation for the sacred ministry. 
But their early advantages of education have been small ; 
their parents are not able to assist them ; they have no 
wealthy relatives; they are not acquainted with men or 
things out of the little neighbourhood, in which they have al- 
ways lived. How then can they obtain an education without 
charitable assistance? After they have commenced their 
studies, they have not only the discouragements arising from 
the plague of their own hearts ; the indiscreet conduct of 
their companions ; and the reproaches of those who have no 
sympathy with them; but they soon find themselves involved 
in debt; they are urged to pay their debts, and they wish

to do it ; but all they can earn, and all they receive, not on- 
ly does not enable them to do it, but if they pursue their 
studies, leaves them to be involved more and more.* They 
are sometimes quite discouraged ; and in these circumstan- 
ces their health begins to fail. If we had time, we could 
state facts in this place, which would awaken compassion in 
hearts least susceptible of sympathy. 

There is likewise cause of solicitude, in respect to our 
funds. Some of the most important auxiliaries have greatly 
fallen off, in their contributions, the last year. Not long 
since, more than three thousand dollars were due for arrear- 
ages, on annual subscriptions; and the receipts of seven 
months of the last year, were more than three thousand five 
hundred dollars less, than the receipts of the same seven 
months of the year before ; and more than six thousand dol- 
lars less, than the receipts of the same months in 18194 At 
the same time, this statement, whieh has already been ex- 
hibited in several of the religious papers, has not produced 
the effect, which it was fondly hoped it would. 

The remaining* cause of soHeitude is tht ii^reasing des- 
olations of our country. All the testimony which is present- 
ed, on this subject, shall be from authentic documents. In 
the Narrative of the state of Religion in the Presbyterian 
church for May 1823, it ts thus written ; " We wish distinct* 
ly to announce the fact, that the means of religious instruc- 
tion within our bounds are Inadequate, in a lamentable de- 
gree, to the demand for their employment. In the Presbyte- 
ry of Niagara, there are thirty one churches, and only seven 
Ministers and Licentiates. The Presbytery of Albany is 
among those best supplied with the ministry of the Gospel ; 
but in four counties, within its bounds, more than 50,000 
souls are represented as destitute of adequate means of 
grace. In the extensive states of Mississippi and Louisia-

na, there cannot be found more than eight or ten Presbyte- 
rian ministers, and very few of any other denomination* 
The whole territory of Michigan is yet Missionary ground ; 
while East and West Florida, with a numerous population, 
in a very interesting state, have no minister of oar comma* 
nion. At the same time, we are assured, that the deficiency 
is increasing. New settlements unfurnished with a christian 
ministry, are forming in the west, while the demands of the 
east are not diminished. The wave of emigration rolls far- 
ther and farther onward, and unless God interpose, it would 
really seem, that our children are likely to settle, on the 
banks of the Pacific Ocean, without the christian Religion," 
In 1819 there were four hundred and eighty on* more Con* 
gregations than Clergymen, in the Presbyterian Church, and 
the evil has greatly increased since** 

In the last and eighth annual Report of the Board of 
Managers of the General Convention of the Baptist Denomi- 
nation, we find a statement of the number of churches and 
the number of ministers, by which it appears, that " there 
art in the Baptist Denomination, in the United States one 
thousand and thirty Jive vacant churches W In view of this 
fact, the Report adds — " Alas ! how many churches are des* 
titute of pastors ? How many districts of our country are 
destitute of preaching ?" " Pray ye therefore the Lord of ike 
Harvest j that he will send forth labourers into his Harvest." 

From the most authentic accounts, it appears, that there 
are, in the Episcopal Church, more than three hundred va- 
cant Congregations.^ Bishop Chase writes from Ohio; 
" With anguish of heart inexpressible, I have been forced to 
jsce the field of God's husbandry lie waste." 

There are no documents from the Congregational 
Church, as a body, exhibiting the want of ministers. Our 
authority therefore, on this subject, must be the public docu-

menu of Missionary and Education Societies. Concerning 
Maine, we make the following extracts from the Reports of 
the Maine branch of the American Education Society, and 
the last Report of the Maine Missionary Society* " In this 
part of the* land, there is many a moral waste to be sub- 
dued, and many a languishing vineyard to be cultivated. 
We look around, and behold what our Saviour saw and was 
moved with compassion, — multitudes scattered and exposed 
like sheep without a shepherd, and we pray that the great 
Lord of the Harvest would send forth Labourers." " Prom 
Ellsworth to Machias, a distance of sixty miles, including 
eight incorporated towns, there is no place, to which the 
hungry soul may resort, from Sabbath to Sabbath, for the 
bread of life." in the State of Maine, one hundred and twen* 
ty seven towns, many of them extensive and populous, are 
destitute of Presbyterian, Episcopal, or Congregational Min- 
isters."* 

In New Hampshire, the region of the Monadnock is a 
moral wilderness peculiarly dark and dreary. " Our Mis- 
sionary," says. the Report of the New Hampshire Missiona- 
ry Society,- " laboured in fourteen towns, and found little, 
feeble, and disheartened churches. They were endeavour- 
ing to strengthen the things which remain, and are ready 
to die; some persons, in these towns, have lived twelve 
years, without seeing a Missionary, and some are destitute 
of the Bible." " Before the Rev. Mr. Burt was. settled in 
Durham, there had been no communion in the church, in 
five years; and none in the churches in East Kingston 
and Hawke, in twenty years ; and the church in New Dur- 
ham, formerly containing forty members, had become extinct ; 
and the town had been destitute of a Minister thirty five 
years ; and the church in Southampton, which contained 
forty years before, sixty two members, was reduced to twa

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females ; and had been destitute or a minister twelve year*." 
The last report of the Union Education Society in New 
Hampshire gives one hundred as the number of destitute 
churches in that State. 

In Vermont, in 1821, eighty one towns had no Minister 
of any denomination, and one hundred and thirty nine towns 
had no Presbyterian, Episcopal, or Congregational minis- 
ter ; and the number of Congregational ministers, instead 
of increasing with the population, had diminished, in seven 
years, from 89 to 83«* 

In Massachusetts, there are many destitute churches, 
and much, that is worthy of being repeated, has been writ- 
ten concerning them. But we know of nothing so affecting, 
as ihe dying testimony of the late venerable Dr. Lathrop, 
at that time more than ninety years of age. Standing on 
the verge of the grave, he lifts his voice in behalf of the 
churches in Massachusetts. " Knowing, that I must soon 
put off my tabernacle, I have felt desirous to stir up my fel- 
low christians and brethren, in the Ministry, to renewed dil- 
igence and activity, in this particular field x>f christian la- 
bour. Within the limits of. this Commonwealth are thirty 
nine vacant churches and congregations, many of which bare 
been, a long time, exceedingly depressed, and some of them 
struggling for existence* This is not an imaginary state- 
ment ;— I would to God it were ; these churches have been 
planted by the Jprous labours of our forefathers ; have shar- 
ed in the gracious influences of the good Spirit ; and we trust 
have sent many representatives to the world of glory. Hith- 
erto they have been sustained, while the billows of affliction 
have been breaking upon them ; but the time seems at length 
to have arrived when they must inevitably sink, unless 
something is done to save them." 

In Connecticut, according to its population, more Mis- 
sionaries are employed, an<J greater exertions are made to

supply its waste places, than in any other State in the 
Union* 

In New York, the United Domestic Missionary Society, 
lately formed, calls for thirty Missionaries, and asserts, that 
one hundred could soon be settled, if they could be ob- 
tained. • • * 

Of all the other States, there is not one, which has yet 
come forward, as a State, to the labour of supplying its own 
destitute and perishing population* Inhere are indeed Do- 
mestic Missionary Societies, in Philadelphia, Norfolk, Rich- 
mond, Charleston, Augusta and some other cities ; one in 
Delaware, and one in Tennessee. But there is no Pennsyl- 
vania, Virginia, Carolina, Georgia, Tennessee, or Ohio Do- 
mestic Missionary Society. Will it be said, that the Gene- 
ral Assembly of the Presbyterian Church has a Board of Mis* 
sions embracing the whole ? — In all this we rejoice ; — but 
let it be remembered, that the receipts of the General Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church for this object, in 1819 were 
less than the salary of one clergyman, in the city of New 
York.* We ask then, why there are no State Domestic Mis- 
sionary Societies, in the South and West? Is it because 
there is no need of them ? If all the Domestic Missionary 
Societies in New England and New York should do as 
much as they now do, and direct their whole attention to the 
single object of supplying Virginia alone with clergymen, 
as well as Connecticut is now supplied, they could not ac- 
complish the object, in nine years ; for they do not employ 
more than one hundred Missionaries annually, and in Virgin- 
ia the number of clergymen is less by nine hundred and 
eighty six, according to the population, including those of 
all denominations, than in Connecticut.! The editor of the 
Evangelical and Literary Magazine asserts without fear of 
contradiction, that there is not, in the State, one qualified

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minister for four thousand souls ; and that not one in twenty 
of the organized christian congregations enjoys the foil ben- 
efit of pastoral labours. Again, then, we ask, why is there 
not a Virginia Domestic Missionary Society ? Why are 
there not State Domestic Missionary Societies in all the south 
and west ? — for we have a volume of testimony to shew the 
necessities of a vast and perishing population, and what is 
more melancholy still, a population increasing with w»ex- 
ampled rapidity, while there is no correspondent increase of 
religious institutions ? Why then are no means adopted by 
the States, as States, adequate to the exigencies of the 
case ? The answer is this : if Societies were formed 
and monies raised, missionaries could not be obtained* 
The Domestic Missionary Societies already formed, cannot 
obtain an adequate supply, and the increase of population, 
alone, demands more than all, who enter the ministry** The 
increase of population is three hundred thousand, annually, 
demanding three hundred ministers, annually ; — or three mil- 
lions in ten years, demanding three thousand ministers every 
ten years ; while the rate of supply, even in the present im- 
proved state of the colleges, will not exceed 150, annually, 
or 1500 in ten years, leaving a deficiency for the increase of 
population alone of 150 annually, or 1500 in ten years. In 
view of these facts we should sink in despair, if we could not 
look to God* 

But amidst all our solicitude, we find in the events of 
the present day, peculiar reasons for encouragement. There 
are more than forty periodical religious publications in the 
United States, and not less than fifty thousand copies of them 
circulated, weekly, which are read by at least one hundred 
thousand persons. These papers receive and republish our 
reports and communications, and thus afford a medium, 
through which we can address tens of thousands, weekly, in 
favour of our object* In looking over the files of some of

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those, most extensively circulated ; scarcely a paper is found, 
whichdoes not contain something on the subject.* 

Those Editors, who have acknowledged the receipts of. 
the Treasurer of the American Education Society ; who have 
commended the last Report to their readers ; and repub- 
lished interesting matter for the bene6t of the Society ; and 
sent their papers gratuitously to the Agent will accept the 
grateful acknowledgments of the Directors. Our hands are 
strengthened by their cooperation. 

We are encouraged by the Reports and Documents of Aux- 
iliary and other Education Societies. There have been a 
greater number of interesting Reports, and valuable Docu- 
ments, and occasional Sermons (all designed to promote the 
same object) within the last, than during any preceding 
year; and we can see in them, that we are not spending 
our strength for nought.t While they greatly encourage us, 
they kindly acknowledge, that they too are assisted and en- 
couraged by our efforts. But while we acknowledge the in- 
crease and improvement of the public Documents of the last 
year, we would suggest, what we think important to evety 
Education Society : — that its Report be printed, containing 
the constitution of the Society, and a very full Report from 
the Treasury, exhibiting the towns and persons contributing, 
and the Sums contributed by each ; the names of the Offi- 
cers ; the names of the members ; the time and place of the 
annual meeting ; and the person appointed to preach. If we 
are not deceived, we see reasons more numerous than we 
can mention, why tjiese rules should be observed by those, 
on whom it devolves to prepare Reports of Education Soci- 
eties. When the Report is printed, let it be carefully circu- 
lated over the whole field, which the Society is intended to 
include, and the officers may be certain, that it will be good 
seed in good ground. But if those who are invited to con-

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tribute, can say ; we never saw the constitution, nor an ac- 
knowledgment of receipts from the Treasurer ; we do net 
know the officers, nor do we know any reasons for effort in 
this cause ; it will not be surprising if they do not contribute. 
Some of the Reports of the last year have been what they 
should be, and some of the sermons have been full of impor- 
tant facts on the great subject of educating pious young men 
for the ministry ; and we have reason to believe from the 
Reports and Sermons of the last year, that few more years 
shall have passed away, before it will be a reproach to 
those who prepare Reports, and to those who write Sermons 
on such occasions, if these documents are not filled with 
important facts on the subject. 

We are encouraged by the late liberal benefaction* to this 
and kindred objects.* These benefactions, which are on

The bequests of Deacon John Withington of New York, were 10,000 dol- 
lars to the American Bible Society, 10,000 dollars to the Baptist Conven- 
tion, and 5,000 dollars to Columbian College, D. C. A subscription of 
26,000 dollars has been raised for the Theological Seminary at Brunswick, 
K. J. Another of 10,000 dollars for the Episcopal Theological Seminary, 
and others of nearly 5,000 dollars to the Theological Seminary at Hamden 
Sidney College, Vir. Mr. John Oliver of Baltimore bequeathed 20,000 dol- 
lars for the education of poor children, under the care of the tiibernian So- 
ciety in that city, and the Kidd fund in Ohio already gives instruction te 
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the whole visibly increasing, from year to year, evince a 
deep conviction in the public mind, of the vast importance 
of these various objects of christian benevolence, and a full 
determination to make all the exertions necessary to pro- 
mote them. 

We are encouraged by learning the number of Students 
in this country, who have been received and assisted by Ed* 
ucation Societies : 

Maine Branch of American Education Society, thirteen. 

Union Education Society, N. H. and Vt. fourteen. 

North West Branch of Amer. Education Soc. forty two. 

Massachusetts Benev. Education Society, fourteen. 

Massachusetts Baptist Education Soc. fifteen. 

Worcester and Hampshire Co. Ed. Soc's. unknown. 

Connecticut Education Society, more than forty. 

Presbyterian Ed. Soc. New York, One hundred and two. 

Baptist Education Society, New- York, thirty two. 

Philadelphia Education Society, thirty five. 

American Education Soc. four hundred and fourteen. 

Fifty eight having been received the last year. 

Whole number as stated above, seven hundred and twenty 
one.* 

All the Societies above mentioned, with two exceptions, 
were formed since the American Education Society, and all 
acknowledge the encouragement, which they receive from 
our example and documents. 

We are encouraged by the formation, within the last eigh- 

400 poor children. Mr. William Scott of Elizabethtown N. J. hat endow- 
ed a Scholarship in the Theological Seminary at Princeton, and William 
Walker, Esq. of Putnam county, Geo. another in the Columbian College, 
each by the gift of 2,500 dollars. Making a sum total of monies given and 
bequeathed within the last eighteen months, principally for the purpose of 
educating pious young men for the Ministry, of two hundred and twenty 
one thousand five hundred dollars. 

•Note N. 
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teen months, of Virginia, North Carolina and Georgia Edu- 
cation Societies, which are intended to try the energies of 
these great States. How long it will be before all the Edu- 
cation Societies of the different denominations, Colleges and 
States, will feel that the great object can be most successful- 
ly promoted, as in the case of the American Bible Society, 
by one great National Society, we do not predict ; until then, 
we bid all kindred Societies God speed. 

We are encouraged by the prospect of as many worthy 
applicants for charitable assistance, as we can receive and 
educate. We look to Sabbath Schools, Bible classes and 
Revivals of Religion for this supply of Beneficiaries. In 
Sabbath Schools, are seen those, who shall be the future Mis- 
sionaries and Ministers of the cross. In Great Britain, a 
great majority of the orthodox ministers under 40 years of 
age ; a still greater proportion of the missionaries from that 
to other countries ; and Dr. Morrison, among them, who has 
lately translated the Bible into the language of the millions 
of China, became pious in Sabbath Schools. May we not 
hope, that very many will become pious in the Sabbath 
Schools of America, and be educated for the Ministry by 
this and kindred Societies ?* 

We mention Bible classes because we desire their increase, 
and we delight to contemplate the reciprocal action upon 
each other of the simultaneous efforts of the present day for 
the improvement of the rising generation. 

But our highest encouragement arises from revivals of re- 
ligion. It has been recently ascertained, that out of eighty 
six young men, who are now preparing for the ministry, for- 
ty seven, if they are christians, were subjects of revivals. 
For more than one half therefore of future beneficiaries and 
ministers of Christ, we may look to Revivals of Religion. 
What encouragement then do we receive from the recent and 
• See Not© O. 
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powerful revivals of religion, with which it has pleased God 
to bless the American Churches. 

We are encouraged by the good conduct of our Benefi- 
ciaries, to hope that we are educating those, who will be 
eminently useful in the church. The evidence of their worth 
is derived from the certificates of their instructors, and from 
their quarterly returns. This testimony relates to their dil- 
igence and progress in study ; their standing as scholars 
and christians ; their economy and personal exertions. It is 
given at the end of each quarter, by Presidents and Profes- 
sors in Colleges and Instructors in Academies, and with few 
exceptions, is in all respects favourable to their character. 
During the last year, out of one hundred Beneficiaries, four 
have been interrupted by ill health, who are again pursuing 
their studies successfully. i Three have been suspended for 
imprudence and deprived of the quarterly appropriations for 
a time, who have been since restored on confession and evi- 
dence of amendment. More than ninety out of one hundred 
have given their Instructors the satisfaction^ of bearing fa- 
vourable testimony, at the end of each quarter, concerning 
the excellence of their character. 

The friends of the Society will be gratified to learn some 
general results from the quarterly returns, in confirmation of 
the testimony of their instructors concerning the diligence, 
economy and personal exertions of the beneficiaries. First, 
concerning their diligence. The number of weeks, annually 
for study at the different colleges, is thirty nine ; the average 
number of weeks, in which one hundred beneficiaries attend- 
ed to their studies, during the last year, was thirty six and an 
half, only loosing two and an half weeks each, and this too, 
without deducting the time, in which they were absent to 
teach shool. Secondly, concerning their economy. The 
average price paid for board by each of the same number 
was one dollar and thirty nine cents per week, and the. aver- 
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age of all their expenses above their earnings, twenty nine 
dollars per quarter. Thirdly, concerning their personal ex- 
ertions. The amount received, last year, by one hundred 
beneficiaries for teaching school, was two thousand five ban* 
dred and twenty dollars ; and the amount received for labour 
eight hundred and eighty dollars.* 

We are encouraged, also, by the state of the Institutions, 
where they are pursuing their studies. Nearly all the Col- 
leges in New England and New York, within a few years, 
have been unusually blessed with the refreshing influences 
of the Holy Spirit. Since 1820 one hundred and seventy 
Students, in these Colleges, have given satisfactory evidence 
of conversion^ 

We notice with pleasure also the various benevolent and 
religious associations, in the Colleges, favourable to the for- 
mation of valuable character, in the students. In almost ev- 
ery College there is a Theological Society ; a Society of In- 
quiry respecting Missions ; and on Sabbath morning a con- 
cert of prayer for the Literary Institutions of our country. 
Besides this many of the students are engaged as teachers 
in Sabbath Schools. All these things are calculated to 
form young men for usefulness, in this age of action.} 

We are encouraged by the facilities afforded, at these Col- 
leges, to indigent young men, to obtain an education. Ten 
classical Libraries, at least, have been formed, in the Col- 
leges, for the benefit of indigent students. The price of board 
is reduced, at some of the New England Colleges, to one 
dollar and one dollar and twenty five cents per week. Tui- 
tion is paid from the College funds for indigent students, 
at Bowdoin, Amherst, Williams and Union Colleges* 
Great assistance in clothing and furniture for rooms is ren- 
dered by female benevolent associations, in Wiliiamstown, 
Amherst and New Haven ; and the Students generally are

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permitted to teach school, some weeks, in the winter, to pro- 
cure the means of assisting themselves* 

We are encouraged by the number of hopefully pious 
students, in the Colleges, at the present time ; and the num- 
ber of the same character graduated this year and last. In 
all the Colleges, in the United States, seven hundred and 
eight students sustain the christian character. One hundred 
and forty three of this character were graduated last year, and 
this year one hundred and fifty six. 

We are encouraged by the favourable change, which the 
Colleges have already undergone, partly through the influ- 
ence of Education Societies. In fifty years previews to 1810, 
less than one fifth of the whole number of students gradual 
ed in the United States became ministers. During the last 
two years more than one third of the whole number graduat- 
ed, are hopefully pious. 

We are encouraged by the increasing interest and spirit 
of prayer among christians, in behalf of our Literary Institu- 
tions. The 27th day of February last, was extensively ob- 
served, with deep interest, as a day of fasting and prayer for 
this object ; and many recollect it, as one of the happiest days 
in their lives ; having received into their own bosoms, at the 
time, those spiritual blessings, which they implored for oth- 
ers. The Colleges with few exceptions, observed the day, 
and it was a day to some of them, long to be remembered. 
Generally, where it was not followed by all the gracious in- 
fluences of the spirit, which might have been desired ; it 
was followed by unusual seriousness and self examination 
and prayer, in the College Churches. May it not be found 
expedient, that a day of fasting and prayer be annually ob- 
served by the American Churches for our Literary Institu- 
tions. 

We are encouraged by the reflection, that through the 
influence of Revivals and Education Societies, at least three

hundred and fifty pious young men in our Theological Sem- 
inaries ; seven hundred and eight, in our Colleges ; and more 
than two hundred, in our Academies ; amounting to twelve 
hundred and fifty eight, are pursuing their studies, who will 
probably become ministers of the gospel ;— which is a great- 
er number than were educated for the ministry in thirty years 
previous to 1810. 

To revivals of religion we look for the best young men 
to be educated, and for that spirit which disposes Che Church- 
es to educate them. We are greatly encouraged therefore, 
by the special influences of the spirit, with which it has pleas- 
ed a merciful God, during the last year to bless the large 
cities, the different States, and different denominations of 
christians, in this country.* Many heirs of glory, and many 
future ministers and missionaries, have doubtless been bora 
again. The places left vacant by those who were not suf- 
fered to continue by reason of death, shall be supplied, and 
the friends of Christ be filled with joy and praise, at the in- 
creasing prosperity of his Church. Onet long engaged in 
preaching the gospel and guiding the studies of youth, who 
was present the last year, and took part in the exercises of 
the evening, is no more. If he could now speak, how would 
he encourage us ? Having been admitted to the presence of 
God and the Lamb ; and having felt the happiness of a re- 
deemed and glorified spirit ; and having seen the glory of 
those, who have turned many to righteousness ; and having 
felt more than we can feel for those remaining, on earth, 
without the knowledge of a Saviour— Oh ! could he speak to 
us ; would there remain any indifference to the glory of God ; 
any, who would not highly esteem the ministry of reconcili- 
ation ; any want of sympathy and prayer and effort for those 
who are dying in their sins, and those who desire to preach 
the gospel to them; any despondency after air that we have

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seen of the progress of the Redeemer's kingdom ; any thing 
but thanksgiving, and honour and glory to Him who redeem- 
ed us with His blood, — unless it be repentance and humilia- 
tion for our sloth, and continual prayer that the " Lord would 
comfort Zion ; that he would make her wilderness like Eden f 
emd her desart like the garden of the Lord."

NOTES. 



Note A. 

A file of the Boston Recorder, from January 1822, to Sept 
1823 y ,was examined for the purpose of comparing the number 
of deaths, among Clergymen, with the number of ordinations and 
installations ,* and also to ascertain, as accurately as possible, the 
mean period of the lives of clergymen. By this examination, it 
appears, that the whole number of deaths, among clergymen, 
recorded within the time specified, was sixty two^ and the num- 
ber of ordinations and installations sixty two ; from which an ar- 
gument is derived for increased exertion to educate pious young 
men for the ministry, if we would do more than supply the places 
made vacant by death. It also appears, from the age to which 
those clergymen lived, whose deaths are recorded, in the time 
specified, that the mean period of the lives of clergymen is six- 
ty two years, from which another argument is derived in favour 
of Education Societies ; since there is good reason to believe, 
that those educated will live to be useful many years. 

Note B. 

Samuel Walcut was a native of Danvers, Mass.; and at the time 
of his death, a student in Phillips Academy ; and a member of 
the church, in the Theological Seminary, in Andover. He died 
of typhus fever, after a sickness of 10 days, aged 22 years. He 
was an amiable youth, much beloved by his Instructors and 
companions. One of his class mates, there is reason to hope, 
was led to repentance, in consequence of seeing him, in the ag- 
onies of death ; and the address, which was made to the school, 
over the corpse, in the Chapel of the Theological Seminary, 
was the means of leading many of the students, in the Academy, 
to serious reflection, and of turning some of them, it is believed, 
to righteousness. It is worthy of remark, that this is the third 
or fourth instance, within a few years, in which the death of a 
Student, in a literary Institution, has been the means of promot- 
ing a revival of religion. This was true, in the last revivals of 
religion, in Union and Dickinson Colleges. In all these cases, 
the students were assembled around the corpses, and affection- 
ately urged by their Instructors, to prepare for death. The fu- 
neral solemnities of Walcut were made a blessing, not only to 
iris fellow students, but to the youth in his native place. The 
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corpse was attended by his classmates, from Andover, to Dan* 
vers, where it was buried ; and this melancholy event was the 
first step, in a revival of religion, among the companions of his 
childhood. 

Note C. 

The embarrassments of the Beneficiaries have been such, in 
numerous instances, as to lead the most liberal friends, of the 
Society to feel, that the quarterly appropriations were too small. 
This circumstance induced the Directors to write to the Presi- 
dents of Colleges, -and the Instructors of Academies, where the 
young men are placed, to ascertain thtir opinion, on this sub- 
ject* Their opinion was one ; viz. that the present rate of ap- 
propriation is the best. At least, no one expressed an opinion 
that it should be raised. And the reason assigned, why it should 
remain as it is, was this ; that character formed under such cir- 
cumstances of trial is likely to be valuable.

UNITED STATES. 

In 1810, the population of the United States was 7,239,903. 
By the recent official report of the secretary of the Treasury, 
it appears that our population progresses 34 per cent in ten 
years. Proceeding on this basis for the next 200 years, we shall 
find the following results.

Q,. At the present rate of increase, how many ministers will 
be in the U. States, 50 years hence ? 

A. In the last 70 years, the number is a little more than doub- 
led. If we admit that the number will double in the next 50 
years, then the number will not exceed 6000, not as many at 
are wanted this year, and 39,000 less than will be wanted in 1879. 
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Note L. 

The Proprietor of the Boston Recorder has published, in more 
than twenty numbers, important articles in favour of the Socie- 
ty ; besides acknowledging, monthly, in detail, the receipts of 
the Treasurer ; the Christian Repertory, published in Dela- 
ware ; the Religious Remembrancer, published, in Philadelphia ; 
the Columbian Starr and Latter Day Luminary, published in 
Washington City, under the direction of the Baptist Denomina- 
tion ; the Family Visitor, published, in Richmond, Vir., the Mis- 
sionary, published, at Mt. Zion Ga., the Literary Register, pub- 
lished, in Kentucky, have all done much to promote the designs 
of the American Education Society, and hare* all been furnish- 
ed, gratuitously, to the Agent, to be kept, on file, for its bene- 
fit. In this way, it is easily ascertained, what the character 
of intelligence must be, to find a place, in the columns of 
these papers ; and what plans are adopted, in any of the states, 
to promote the great object of educating pious young men for 
the Ministry, which have not been adopted by the friends of the 
American Education Society, and what plans which have been, 
adopted by us may be recommended for the consideration of 
other Societies. If the limits of the Appendix permitted, a ta- 
ble of contents should he exhibited, shewing the character of 
aU the articles published, in the papers, above mentioned, by 
which it would more distinctly appear, that there is a mutual, 
and reciprocal, and very pleasant action, of the society upon the 
papers, and of the papers upon the Society. By which it would 
be seen, how great advantages are given to the church, for the 
accomplishment of the great purposes of benevolence, through 
the medium of Religious News Papers.

The following are some of the Documents of the last year. 
A sermon, before the North-Western Branch of the American 
Education Society, Feb. 26th, 1823. By the Rev. Daniel C. 
Morton. — A sermon before the young Men's Education Society, 
in Boston, Feb. 12th, 1823, by the Rev. Justin Edwards.— An 
Address before the young Men's Education Society in Newbury- 
port, Sept. 1822. By Rev. Samuel P. Williams.— A sermon be- 
fore the Education Society of Charleston, S. C. by Rev. Artemas 
Boies. 

Several sermons preached the last year, on similar occasions, 
were not published. — A sermon before the Maine Branch by 
Rev. William Allen. — Sermons before the Essex, Middlesex, and 
Norfolk County Education Societies, by Rev. Rrown Emerson, 
Rev. Reuben Emerson, and Rev. Richard S. Stem. It cannot 
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he, but that these sermons, published and extensively circulated 
would greatly promote the object. 

The fullest and most satisfactory Reports are those of the 
Northwestern Branch ; of the Middlesex County ; and of the 
Young Men's Society in Boston. The first is a complete docu- 
ment, containing the sermon ; the Report of the Directors ; the 
Report of the Treasurer; the names of the Officers; the Con- 
stitution ; the towns and persons contributing ; and the sums con- 
tributed by each ; and the persons by whom collected ; the form 
of a bequest; the time and place of the annual meeting &c. &c. 
Some of the Reports have no date ; others have not the names 
of the officers ; others are short articles prepared for a weekly 
paper 5 few are so complete as that of the Northwestern Branch. 
It cannot be expected, that Societies, which do not give form 
and importance to their documents, will be powerful or perma- 
nent, in their operations. 

Note N. 

Brief view of the Education Societies, in the United States. 

The Maine Branch of the American Education Society was 
formed, in 1818. It has assisted 13 Beneficiaries ; of whom 7 were 
received the last year. During the same time, its receipts 
amounted to $1105 ; of which $538 remained in the Treasury.. 

The society for Theological Education, in Maine, was formed 
in 1 81 1. It assists students at Bangor. 

The Union Education Society, which assists students, at Dart- 
mouth College ; and embraces the towns, in Vt. and N. H. in 
the vicinity of the College, was formed, in .^820. It has assist- 
ed 14 Beneficiaries; and received the last year $889. 

The Northwestern Branch of the American Education Socie- 
ty, which assists students, principally, at Middlebury College, 
though it is not thus confined, embraces the towns, on the west 
side of the mountains, in Vt. and in the adjoining Counties of 
N. Y. It was formed, in 1820 ; and has assisted 42 students ; 
of whom 5 were received, the last year. Its receipts, the first 
year, were $1367 ; the second, $598 ; the third and last, $950. 
The number of towns, which contributed to its funds, the 2d 
year, was twenty seven ; the 3d year, fifty three. 

The Benevolent Education Society which is confined to the 
Counties of Plymouth, Bristol, and Barnstable, Mass. was formed 
in 181-3; and has assisted 14 Beneficiaries, by loaning money 
without interest. 

A Society, on a similar plan, was formed, about the same time, 
in Vt.; 14 or 1500 dollars were obtained for it, principally, in 
Boston, by the Rev. Mr. Jackson of Dorset, Vt. Several of the 
young men, who were assisted by these Societies, which were 
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among the earliest Education Societies, are soar useful minis- 
ters. 

The Mass. Baptist Education Society, was formed, in 1814 ; 
and has assisted 15 Beneficiaries. Its receipts the last year 
amounted to $2332 ; the representation of its last report, was, 
that's greater number of Beneficiaries could be supported. 

There is, in Boston, among the young men of the Baptist De- 
nomination, ao Education Society. 

The Young Men's Education Society in Boston, Auxiliary to 
the American Education Society, was formed in 1619 ; and con- 
tributed, the first year, $600; the second, $600; the third, 
$714 ; the fourth, $1000. Several valuable sermons have been 
preached, before this Society, and published ; and its increas- 
ing success may be attributed, in part, at least, to the fact, that 
its sermons, and addresses, and Reports have been published. 

The Female Auxiliary Education Society in Boston was also 
formed in 1819, and contributed, the first year, $763 ; the se- 
cond, $M2 ; the third, $144 ; the fourth, $146; the fifth, $!83. 

The Norfolk County Auxiliary Education Society was formed 
in 1817 ; and the receipts of the seven successive years, have 
been as follows : $787, $816, $1360, $748, $993, $1700, $472. 

The Essex County Auxiliary Education Society was formed in 
1817; and the payments have been annually as follows: $300, 
$300, $290, $110, $328, $220, $374. 

The Middlesex County Auxiliary Education Society was form- 
ed in 1819 ; and the payments have been, annually, as follows: 
$200, $159, $167, $287, $167. 

The Berkshire County Auxiliary Education Society was form- 
ed in 1819 ; and the payments have been, annually, as follows : 
$483, $134, $222, $337, $324. 

The Hamden County Auxiliary Education Society was formed 
in 1820; and the payments have been, in 1820, $138; in 1822, 
$G4; in 1823, $28. 

There are several Fe. Aux. Ed. Soc's in Mass. besides the 
Corban Society, which have been in existence many years, viz. 
in Salem, Marblehead, Beverly, Newbury port and Vicinity. 

The whole amount of contributions to this object, in Massa- 
chusetts, by all the Education Societies, since the American Ed- 
ucation Society was formed, exceeds g 4 5,000. The whole 
amount of contributions in Boston exceeds $16,000. 

The Connecticut Education Society has assisted the American 
Education Society in Supporting more than forty Beneficiaries, 
in Yale College. Its funds are represented as in a very lan- 
guishing state. 

The Presbyterian Education Society was formed in 1818, and 
received into its general treasury the last year, $1147. It had 
connected with it, in 1822, twenty Executive Committees, and 
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Auxiliary Societies. The Western Education Society has be* 
come Auxiliary to the Pres. Education Society during the last 
year. The several Auxiliaries pay only their surplus funds, 
into the Treasury of the Pres. Education Society. This js the 
reason, why the receipts into the General Treasury are not 
larger. Without this explanation, it might seem impossible that 
one hundred and two Beneficiaries could be supported by a So- 
ciety, whose annual receipts, are only $1147. 

The Philadelphia Education Society was formed in 1818 ; and 
has expended $7936. Its receipts have exceeded its expend!* 
tures $425. It is Auxiliary to the Board of Education, in the 
General Assembly ; and has connected with it 13 Auxiliary So- 
cieties, besides churches, which regularly contribute to its funds. 

The Board of Education, in the Presbyterian Church, is dis- 
tinct from the Presbyterian Education Society, arid received last 
year for the purpose of educating pious young men for the Min- 
istry $5700. 

The Ed. Society of Pittsburg is Auxiliary to this Board ; and 
contributed last year $1 192. 

The Virginia, North Carolina and Georgia Education Socie- 
ties, have been so recently formed,, that no important informa- 
tion has been received, concerning their receipts and expends 
tures, and number of Beneficiaries. 

The South Carolina Auxiliary Education Society was formed 
1819; and paid into the Treasury of the American Education 
Society in 1819, $100; in 1820, $300; in 1821, $200; in 1823, 
$405, 

The Female Auxiliary Education Society in Liberty County, 
Georgia, was formed, in 1819 ; and paid $186, the first year; 
$200, the 2d; $200, the 3d, and $163, the 4th. 

The Mount Zion, Ga. Auxiliary Education Society was form* 
ed, in 1821 ; and has made two annual payments , one of $158 ; 
the other of $75. 

The American Education Society was formed in 1815 ; and 
"received, the first year, $5,000; the 2d 7,000 ; the 3d $6,000; 
the 4th $1900; the 5th $9,000; the 6th $13,000; the 7th 
$17,000; the 8th and last, $16,962: making the total amount of 
receipts, more than $92,000. 

As the American Education Society was among the earliest, 
in its formation ; and has now become so extensive, in its ope* 
rations and influence, it will not be uninteresting, to the friends 
of the Society to see the germ, from which it sprung. The fol- 
lowing is a true copy, of the first and original document, in re- 
lation to its proceedings. 

Boston, June 29, 1815. 
We the subscribers, do agree, to meet, at J. B. Winn's, on Mon- 
day evening next, {July 3d) to take into consideration the expedi- 
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ency of forming ourselves into an association, for the purpose of 
raising fundi, to tdueais pious young uunfor this ministry. 
It is signed by eight young men. 

NoteO. 

Connected with the Sabbath School Union, in Philadelphia, 
are thirty seven thousand children ; with Sabbath schools, in 
New York, about eight thousand ; with all the Sabbath schools, 
in the United States, more than one hundred thousand. During 
the last year, eighteen teachers, and sixty-six scholars connect- 
ed with one Sabbath school in New York, became hopefully pi- 
ous ; and, during the seven years, since the society was formed, 
four hundred and eighteen teachers and scholars. In another Soci- 
ety twenty one teachers are preparing for the Ministry. 

Note P. 

Efforts of Beneficiaries to help themselves. 

During the last year, thirteen Beneficiaries at Middlebury 
College, received three hundred and twelve dollars, for teach- 
ing school ; and fifty dollars, for labour ; Thirteen Beneficiaries 
at Dartmouth College, received $714, for teaching school ; and 
$24, for labour : eight Beneficiaries at Williams College, receiv- 
ed $236, for teaching school ; and $59, for labour : ten Benefi- 
ciaries in Amherst Academy, received $75, for teaching school; 
and $76 for labour : twenty six Beneficiaries in Amherst College, 
received $423, for teaching school ; and $174 for labour : Five 
Beneficiaries at Harvard University, received $219, for teaching 
school ; $74, for labour : twenty seven Beneficiaries at Yale 
College, received $72, for teaching school ; and $420, for la* 
bour : Five Beneficiaries at Brown University, received $240, 
for teaching school ; $3, for labour : eleven Beneficiaries at 
Union College, receive $242, for teaching school ; and $36, for 
labour. — One hundred and seventeen Beneficiaries at the above In- 
stitutions^ received two thousand five hundred and thirty five dollars, 
for teaching school ; and nine hundred and sixteen dollars, for la- 
bour.

RULES 



OF THE 



DIRECTORS OF THE AMERICAN 
EDUCATION SOCIETY. 



The Directors of the American Society for educating Pious 
Youth for the Gospel Ministry, wishing to be governed in 
their proceedings, by an exact conformity to the requisitions of 
the constitution, and, at the -same time, to avoid all needless 
trouble in transacting business so complex and arduous as that 
committed to their hands, and wishing that all concerned may 
know what is requisite for the first reception, and what for the 
continuance of any young man as a beneficiary, have adopted, 
and now publish, the following rules. 

' The first stage of education includes those, who are fitting 
for college ; the second, those who are members of college ; 
and the third, graduates who are pursuing theological studies. 
The funds do not, in the view of the Directors, at present justi- 
fy appropriations to any individuals in the third stagey 

RULES. , 

1. On the day designated in the 8th rule, every candidate for 
the charity of this Society, in whatever stage of his education, 
shall, unless otherwise specially directed, be examined at Boston, 
by a committee of the Board, as to the evidences of his person- 
al piety and his motives in wishing to engage in the ministry, as 
well as his talents and literary attainments. At the same time 
he must exhibit unequivocal testimonials, from three or more 
serious and respectable persons, best acquainted with him and 
his circumstances, (e. g. his minister, instructor, a magistrate, or 
some other principal man in the vicinity,) stating his age, place 
of residence, indigence, moral and religious character, talents, 
learning, and serious desire to devote his life to the gospel min- 
8 ' 
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istry. If his examination and testimonials are satisfactory, he 
may he placed on the foundation for such assistance as the Di- 
rectors shall judge expedient, and upon trial for three months ; 
at the close of which period, he shall exhibit, from his instructor 
or instructors, sufficient evidence, that in point of genius, dili- 
gence, literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a proper char- 
acter to receive this sacred charity. 

Provided however, that, exeept in extraordinary cases, no 
candidate shall be thus received, who is not fifteen years of age, 
and who has not studied the languages, under an instructor, at 
least three months. 

But if any candidate lives mare than a hundred miles from Bos- 
ton, he may apply to such examining committee, herein after 
named, as may be most convenient to himself, presenting to them 
the same testimonials, and submitting to the same examination, 
as above required of those examined by this Board. And the 
certificate of said committee, stating that he has exhibited such 
testimonials, and has been thus examined ; describing also his 
age, place of residence, his indigence, moral and religious char- 
acter, place of study, talents, stage of his advance in study, and 
serious desire to devote his life to the gospel ministry, shall su- 
persede an examination by the Directors, and shall receive due 
consideration by the Board, in determining the claims of the can- 
didate to charity. 

Provided that whenever this Board or their Examining Com- 
mittees, do not see fit to reject a candidate, on Examination ; 
but yet are in doubt respecting his qualifications ; such can- 
didate shall be re-examined, afteV a proper interval, once or 
more, as the case may require. And the Board wish it always 
to be remembered by their Examining Committees, that the ob- 
ject of the Society requires unremitted circumspection and fidel- 
ity, in regard to the admission of candidates. 

2. In regard to those who have been admitted, and who wish 
to be continued as beneficiaries, the following principles and 
rules are to be observed. As the interest of the institution for- 
bids that any individual should receive more aid than is absolute- 
ly necessary, to the prosecution of his studies ; each beneficiary. 
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will: be expected to submit to sacrifices and self denial, and to 
derive, from his friends, and his personal efforts, ias much assis* 
tance as possible. When any one wishes for further assistance 
from the funds of the Society, he must make application to the 
Directors by letter, (post paid) addressed to the Clerk of the 
Board,* in which letter he will present a distinct view of his 
circumstances, mentioning any assistance which he may have 
obtained from friends or may have reason to expect In prepar- 
ing such communications, the Board require each beneficiary to 
state the number of weeks be shall have pursued his studies, 
in each quarter ; to make up bis accounts, not according to 
academical terms, but from one meeting of the Directors to an- 
other ; and to give a statement of his receipts and expenditures, 
during each period in the form of a regular account current 
And, to secure greater pertinence, precision, and brevity, in the 
preparation of such papers ; each, beneficiary will be expected 
to obtain the signature of his principal instructor, substantiating 
his communication to the Board, and briefly certifying that said 
instructor has examined and approved the statement it contains, 
and that the candidate continues, to sustain, in all respects, the 
character which the constitution requires. 

3» The principal Instructor of all beneficiaries, and the Com* 
mittee, who examined them, are constituted their joint .Guar* 
dians, and are expected to watch, with doe vigilance over their 
conduct ; — to see that they receive a thorough education ; — to 
guard them against imprudence in their expenses or in contrac- 
ting debts ; and, in general, against every thing which would 
tend to violate these rules, or defeat the object of this Institu- 
tion ; — and finally, to acquaint the Board seasonably and faithful- 
ly, with any thing manifestly faulty in their character or coa> 
duct 

4. No Student, after choosing the place of his study in either 
stage of his educatipn, shall, without the approbation of the Di- 
rectors, or of those whom they shall appoint as his Guardians,

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remove to mother place ;*— nor f ball any beneficiary without 
•uch approbation, attempt to advance from the fast to the sec- 
ond stage of his education. 

5. To prevent mistakes, it if to be understood that all appli- 
cations for the patronage of the Society, and all communications 
from beneficiaries, or respecting them, may be made to the Clerk 
of the Directors. All applications, however, for monies appro- 
priated to individual beneficiaries, (of which appropriations 
they have been duly informed by the Clerk,) are. to be made by 
written order of the beneficiaries, or of their principal Instruct- 
ors, addressed to the Treasurer. But no monies are sent from 
the Treasury by mail. 

6. All remittances of money, or other property, from benev- 
olent societies or individuals, may be made to the Treasurer of 
the Society.! 

7. The three senior officers of the several New England Col- 
leges, of Union and Hamilton Colleges, Nassau Hall, University 
of North Carolina, Greenville College, Georgia University, and 
the Columbian College, are authorised and requested to act as 
committees to examine candidates for assistance, in behalf of the 
American Education Society, according to the Constitution and 
rules of the Directors. Also, the existing President, Vice Pres- 
idents, Secretary and Treasurer of the South Carolina Auxiliary 
Education Society, in Charleston and the low country, for the 
low country ; and the Rev. James S. Adams, York District, the 
Rev. Robert B. Walker, York District, and the Rev. John B. 
Davis, Fishing Creek, for the up country; the Rev. M. Murphy, 
Rev. Mr. M'Whir, Rev. Henry J. Ripley, and T. Mallard Esq- 
in the low country of Georgia; and the Rev. Nathan S. S. Bee- 
man, Hon. John A. Cuthbert, Joseph Bryan, Esq. and Augustus 
Moore, Esq. in the up country, Georgia.

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ton, on the second Wednesday of January, April, July, and Oc- 
tober, at 10 o'clock, A. M. And the Committee of the Directors 
will meet at 3 o'clock, P. M. of the preceding day, for the pur- 
pose of examining those, who apply for the charity of this 
Society. 

9. In applications for a share in this sacred charity, instances 
of gross fraud or imposition, should they occur, shall be publicly 
exposed, at the discretion of the Directors. 

10. Every beneficiary, as a condition of enjoying charity, 
shall, in the whole course of his education, conform exactly to 
the Constitution of the Society, and to the rules of the Directors.

CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 



American enucation Society* 



. The object of this Society is to educate pious young men for 
the gospel ministry. 

Art. I. Airy person, who shall subscribe and annually pay into 
the Treasury, a sum not less than five dollars, and if a clergy- 
man, two dollars, shall be a member of this Society : and any 
person who shall pay, at one time, one hundred dollars, and if a 
clergyman, forty dollars, shall be a member for life. 

Art. II. A permanent fund shall be formed of bequests, lega- 
cies, donations and grants, thus appropriated by the donors ; and 
of any other property of the Society, as the Directors may think 
best calculated to promote the object in view. 
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Art. III. There shall annually he chosen, hj ballot, a Presi- 
dent, Vice President, Clerk, and Treasurer, and such other o&- 
cers as may be found necessary ; who shall continue in office 
till others shall be chosen in their stead. 

Art. IV. This Society shall, from time to time, by ballot, 
elect such a number of honorary Vice Presidents, as they may 
judge expedient. 

Art. V. The Society shall annually appoint, by ballot, seven 
Directors ; who, together with the President and Vice President 
of the Society, shall constitute a Board of Directors. It shall 
be the duty of this Board to increase the funds of the Society, 
by soliciting themselves, and by appointing and instructing agents 
to solicit, the aid requisite to achieve the object in view. This 
Board shall have the power of appropriating all monies for the 
support of beneficiaries ; of examining and selecting candidates 
for this charity : and likewise of appointing agents, to examine 
and recommend applicants living in distant parts ; and generally, 
of transacting all business necessary for the furtherance of the 
object of this Society, not otherwise herein provided for. The 
Directors shall also keep a fair record of their proceedings, and 
annually make report of their transactions to the Society. 

Art. VI. Qualified candidates for this charity; may be aided, 
in each stage of preparatory education for the ministry ; but, 
except in very singular cases, no applicant shall be assisted, 
even in the first stage, who shall not produce, from serious and 
respectable characters, unequivocal testimonials of hopeful piety, 
promising talents, and real indigence ; nor shall any person be 
continued on this foundation, whose instructor or instructors, ex- 
cept in very special cases, shall not annually exhibit to the Di- 
rectors, satisfactory evidence, that, in point of genius, diligence, 
literary progress, morals, and piety, he is a .proper character to 
receive this sacred charity ; in addition to which, each benefi- 
ciary, after his admission into any college, shall annually exhibit 
to the Directors, a written declaration, that it continues to be 
his serious purpose to devote his life to the gospel ministry. 

Art. VII. If any person, who has been assisted by the Society, 
shall not devote himself to the gospel ministry, he shall, within 
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a reasonable time, refund the turn expended for his education, >/ 
with lawful interest, whenever, required by the Directors. 

Art. VIII. The President, and in his absence, the Vice Pres- 
ident, in concurrence with three of the Directors, shall hare 
power to call special meetings of the Society. 

Art. IX. The Treasurer shall be bound with two sureties, in 
a reasonable sum, to be determined by the Directors, to the 
faithful discharge of his doty. He shall vest the property of the 
Society, in the safest and most productive forms ; make pay • 
ments and advances of money, from time to time, agreeably to 
the orders of the Directors ; and annually render to the Society, 
a written account of all receipts and expenditures within the 
year, of the amount of its funds, and of the manner in which 
they are vested. This account to be previously examined and 
approved, in writing, by a committee of the Society, annually 
' chosen for the purpose. He shall also give to the Directors, 
whenever they request it, a particular account of the state of 
the Treasury. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet annually in Boston, on the 
Wednesday succeeding the fourth Wednesday, of September, 
to attend public worship, to elect officers, to choose a preacher 
for the ensuing anniversary, to hear the report of the Direc- 
tors, and of the Treasurer, and to transact other necessary 
business. 

Art. XI. At all meetings of the Society, twenty members shall 
be requisite to constitute a quorum ; and every meeting of the 
Society, and of the Directors, shall be opened with prayer. 

Art. XII. The Presidents of all Societies, auxiliaries to this, 
which shall pay annually, five hundred dollars into the Treasury 
of this Society, shall be, ex officio, honorary Vice Presidents of 
this Society ; and any person, who shall at one time pay five 
hundred dollars into the Treasury, shall be an honorary Vice 
President for life. 

Art. XIII. Whenever a Society shall be formed, by the in- 
habitants of any State, or district of any State, whose distance 
renders an immediate connexion with this Society impracticable, 
and such Society shall adopt the essential principles of this Con- 
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stitution, especially the provisions of the sixth article, as the 
basis of its own, and shall annually raise the sum of two thou- 
sand dollars, such Society upon due notice of its existence, and 
desire of union, shall be received, as a constituent branch of the 
American Society. 

. Every such Branch Society shall possess the right of appoin- 
ting its own officers, including a Board of Directors and a 
Treasurer; and also the right of appropriating its own funds for 
the assistance of beneficiaries, who may apply for assistance, and 
who shall have in all respects, the requisite qualifications. 
Every candidate for such charity shall be examined by a com- 
mittee of three competent men, two of whom shall be appointed 
by the Directors of said Branch Society, and one, by the Direct* 
ors of this Society ; and, if approved, may prosecute his studies, 
preparatory to the ministry, under the immediate superinten* 
dance of the Directors of said Branch Society ; or if they shall 
deem it expedient, such candidate may be committed to the 
charge of the Directors of this Society. All monies of any 
Branch Society, not appropriated as above, shall be transmitted 
to the general Treasury ; and whenever the exigencies of such 
Society shall exceed its own resources, it may apply for assis- 
tance to the Directors of this Society. 

Art. XIV. Presidents of Branch Societies shall be honor- 
ary Vice Presidents of this Society, and also honorary members 
of the Board of Directors. 

Art. XV. The Directors shall have power to supply any va- 
cancies that may occur in their own Board, or in the officers of 
the Society, till the next annual meeting. 

Art. XVI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made, 
except on recommendation of the Directors, and by vote of 
three fourths of the members present, at an annual meeting ; or 
unless the proposed alteration shall have been submitted to the 
Society, in writing, at a previous meeting.
